You  will  note  that  the  total  amount  of  traffic  fines  collected  in 
1928  was  $21,310,  as  compared  with  $20,748  in  1927  and  $22,253  in  1926. 
Your  attention  is  directed  to  that  column  of  the  report  showing  the 
returns  by  months,  which  shows  that  in  April  and  May  of  1928  there 
was  a  decided  decrease  in  the  traffic  fees  received,  whereas  in  the  pre- 
vious years  these  months  had  always  shown  an  increase,  due  to  an 
increase  in  traffic  conditions.  On  June  18th  the  City  Clerk  called  the 
attention  of  the  Mayor  to  this  decrease,  with  the  result  that  the  follow- 
ing months  the  returns  showed  an  increase  in  fines  received. 

During  the  year  1928  there  were  held  by  the  Common  Council 
twenty-two  regular  meetings  and  seventeen  special  meetings,  constitut- 
ing 1018  pages  of  printed  Council  Proceedings,  which  will  shortly  be 
bound  and  distributed  as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  Council.

herewith  and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof;  and  also  has  obtained  from 
said  engineer  and  filed  a  plat  of  said  site,  with  the  location  of  the  said 
improvements  and  of  each  separate  parcel  and  tract  described  in  Exhibit 
B,  with  the  owners'  names  and  the  option  prices  thereof,  all  noted  on 
said  plat,  a  copy  of  which,  identified  as  Exhibit  D,  is  filed  herewith  and 
hereby  made  a  part  hereof;  and  there  has  also  been  obtained  from  the 
owners  thereof  and  submitted  to  said  Board  separate  options  for  and

President  of  the  Common  Council, 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Dear  Mr.  Raub: 

I  am  submitting  to  the  City  Council  through  you  the  following- 
relative  to  the  acquirement,  improvement  and  equipment  of  an  aviation 
field  to  be  managed,  operated  and  maintained  as  a  municipal  airport 
by  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

The  subject  of  the  municipal  airport  has  been  carefully  considered 
by  the  citizens'  committee  and  different  departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment and  has  now  reached  a  stage  where  it  appears  advisable  to  pro- 
ceed as  outlined  and  provided  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  Acts 
1920,  page  160,  being  Sections  3838-3843  Burns'  Revised  Statutes,  1926. 
While  this  statute  gives  definite  and  specific  authority  to  the  Common 
Council  to  proceed  in  the  matter,  it  is  probably  the  best  and  wisest 
course  for  us  to  proceed  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
which  is  given  general  authority  with  respect  to  the  management,  oper- 
ation and  maintenance  of  all  public  property  and  improvements.  There- 
fore, it  is  deemed  best  that  precisely  the  same  action  be  taken  by  both 
the  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the  acquirement, 
improvement  and  equipment  of  this  airport. 

After  much  consideration  the  citizens'  committee,  having  in 
charge  the  selection  of  a  site,  determined  that  site  No.  8  was  the  best 
site  offered  considering  price  and  other  considerations,  and  this  selec- 
tion of  site  No.  8  in  my  judgment  should  be  approved.  I  am  herewith 
submitting  the  following  original  options  and  propositions  for  your 
consideration :

In  addition  to  the  above  regular  options  given  by  the  several 
owners  to  L.  J.  McMaster  Realty  Company,  I  further  submit  that  the 
Granite  Improvement  Company,  which  owns  184  acres  in  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  tract,  is  willing  to  dispose  of  this  entire  tract  at  $35,000.00. 
One  40-acre  tract  involved  in  the  site  is  in  the  hands  of  Albert  Hoff- 
man, trustee  for  Marion  E.  B.  Dunn,  and  this  40  acres  may  be  purchased 
through  proper  court  proceeding  for  a  price  comparatively  the  same  as 
the  other  adjoining  lands,  which  is  substantially  $200.00  per  acre. 

The  above  options  and  propositions  make  a  total  acreage  of  sub- 
stantially 1,000.99  acres  at  a  cost  based  upon  options  of  substantially 
$249,335.00,  or  an  average  of  $294.04  per  acre. 

I  wish  to  further  suggest  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  57 
acres  belonging  to  the  Farmers  Trust  Company  be  acquired.  The  tract 
as  it  stands  is  expensive  and  is  not  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  an 
entrance  from  the  National  Road.  The  fact  is  the  High  School  road 
and  other  roads  provide  a  means  of  accessibility  to  the  east  end  of  the 
site  and  in  view  of  the  high  price  of  the  Farmers  Trust  Company  tract, 
it  is  my  judgment  that  the  option  should  not  be  accepted.  This  will 
not  only  lessen  the  total  cost  $27,000.00,  but  will  also  lessen  the  average 
price  per  acre  on  the  entire  tract.  Should  it  be  necessary  in  the  future 
— and  it  probably  will  be — to  have  an  entrance  from  the  National  Road 
across  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the  traction  line,  I  feel  reason- 
ably sure  such  entrance  can  be  acquired  at  much  less  expense  than 
it  can  now  be  acquired  through  purchase  of  the  Farmers  Trust  Company 
land,  and  in  the  meantime  the  other  roads  are  available  for  entrance. 

The  options  submitted  disclose  that  substantially  304  acres  is  ob- 
tained at  a  less  average  price  than  $200.00  per  acre,  which  does  not 
include  the  Hoffman  trustee,  40  acres,  which  should  be  purchased  for 
not  exceeding  $200.00  per  acre.  It  is  further  disclosed  that  182  acres 
additional  is  optioned  at  an  average  of  $258.00  an  acre.  This  will  include 
526  acres,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  tract  at  what  appears  to  be  a 
very  reasonable  average  price  per  acre. 

There  are  certain  of  these  tracts  covered  by  option  that  investi- 
gation will  disclose  are  reasonably  priced,  although  apparently  have  a 
high  average  price  per  acre.  This  is  due  to  improvements  and  other 
considerations.  However,  some  of  the  acreage  involved  is  priced  higher 
in  the  option  than  they  are  reasonably  worth  and  before  the  options 
are  accepted  on  these  tracts  an  effort  should  be  made  for  reduction. 
Some    reductions   have   already   been   obtained   through   the   effort   of 
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Messrs.  Walter  Johnson  and  Boyd  Tempieton,  who  have  assisted  the 
Mayor  considerably  in  obtaining  reductions  and  in  giving  advice  as  to 
values.  I  feel  reasonably  certain  that  if  the  owners  of  these  tracts 
will  give  consideration  to  the  public  purpose  for  which  the  land  is 
sought  and  especially  consider  the  very  low  price  fixed  by  the  owners 
of  more  than  one-half  of  the  acreage  sought,  that  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion of  their  options  will  be  obtained.  A  plat  of  the  entire  site,  showing 
acreage  and  option  price,  will  disclose  the  comparative  inequality  in 
the  prices. 

Proceeding  under  the  above  statute  it  is  necessary  for  your  Hon- 
orable Body  to  formulate  a  general  plan  of  the  improvements  intended 
to  be  made;  procure  an  estimate  of  costs  and  cause  plats  to  be  made  of 
the  entire  site  with  location  of  proposed  improvements,  and  cause  copies 
of  the  same  to  be  placed  and  kept  for  inspection,  as  required  by  the 
statute,  and  give  notice  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  city  by  three  insertions,  a  week  apart;  that  not  less  than 
four  weeks  after  the  third  insertion  the  acquisition  and  improvement 
will  be  finally  determined  and  proceeded  with. 

I  wish  to  state  that  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer  is  now  ready 
to  aid  and  assist  the  Council  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the 
making  of  the  plats  and  in  the  general  plan  of  the  improvements  in- 
tended to  be  made  and  also  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof. 

The  equipment  committee,  of  which  Mr.  A.  M.  Glossbrenner  is 
chairman,  at  a  recent  meeting  considered  the  reasonable  cost  of  condi- 
tioning and  equipping  site  No.  8  and  this  investigation  disclosed  that  it 
will  cost  at  least  in  the  neighborhood  of  $350,000.00  to  $375,000.00.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  expense  in  connection  with  the  acquirement 
of  the  real  estate  will  be  approximately  $300,000.00.  It  may  be  a  few 
thousand  dollars  less.  There  should  be  a  very  substantial  and  creditable 
administration  building  and  at  least  two  hangars  built  by  the  city. 
The  city  will  have  to  stand  the  expense  of  conditioning,  including  hard 
surface  runways,  driveways  and  walks,  appropriate  modern  lighting 
system  and  the  best  possible  drainage,  as  well  as  some  enclosure  of  the 
site  and  construction  of  entrance.  In  my  opinion,  roughly  estimating 
this  expenditure,  it  will  amount  to  at  least  $680,000.00,  which  is  in  excess 
of  one-tenth  of  one  percent  of  the  total  taxables  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis. 

I  feel  that  your  Honorable  Body  can  find  without  much  trouble 
that  a  bond  issue  of  an  amount  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  one-tenth  of 
one  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  is  necessary  in  order  to 
acquire,  improve  and  equip  this  municipal  airport. 

With  this  information  laid  before  your  Honorable  Body,  I  feel 
that  you  are  prepared  to  take  the  first  steps  required  by  the  statute 
and  would  suggest  that  some  form  of  resolution  be  introduced  and  passed 
either  in  general  terms  approving  this  communication  or  specifically 
stating  that  it  is  advisable  and  necessary  to  acquire,  improve  and  equip 
an  aviation  field  as  a  municipal  airport,  and  that  site  No.  8  is  selected 
and  adopted  as  such  field,  and  second,  directing  the  City  Engineer  to 
prepare  plats  of  such  optioned  tract  and  estimated  cost  thereof,  and 
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cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  various  offices  and  places  required  by 
the  statute  and  to  give  the  required  notice  as  outlined  by  the  statute.

APPROPRIATION   ORDINANCE   NO.    1,    1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  appropriating  the  sum  of  six  thousand  four 
hundred  seventeen  dollars  ($6,417.00)  from  the  general  fund  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Item  11,  Services  Personal,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  salaries  for 
the  year  1929,  declaring  an  emergency  therefor,  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  did 
not,  in  Appropriation  Ordinance  No.  4,  1928,  being  the  appropriations 
for  the  fiscal  year  1929,  appropriate  any  money  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  three  (3)  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  three  (3) 
members  of  the  Gamewell  Department  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Appropriation  Ordinance  No.  4,  1927,  being  the  ap- 
propriation ordinance  for  the  fiscal  year  1928,  provided  for  one  hundred 
eighteen  (118)  chauffeurs  in  the  Fire  Department  at  two  thousand 
ninety-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2,092.50)  each,  and  fourteen  (14) 
signalmen  in  the  Gamewell  Division  at  two  thousand  twenty-six  dol- 
lars and  twenty-five  cents   ($2,026.25)   each;   and 

WHEREAS,  Appropriation  Ordinance  No.  4,  1928,  for  the  fiscal 
year  1929,  provided  for  one  hundred  fifteen  (115)  chauffeurs  in  the 
Fire  Department  at  two  thousand  ninety-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($2,092.50)  each  and  eleven  (11)  signal  operators  in  the  Gamewell 
Division  at  two  thousand  twenty-six  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
($2,026.25)  each;  and 

WHEREAS,  three  (3)  of  these  positions,  for  which  no  moneys 
have  been  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  1929,  have  been  taken  care 
of  by  reason  of  two  (2)  retirements  and  one  (1)  dismissal  in  the  Fire 
Department,  and  three  (3)  Gamewell  Division  signal  operators  un- 
provided for  having  been  reassigned  to  the  Fire  Department;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  three  (3)  chauffeurs  for  which  no  appropria- 
tions have  been  made  for  the  fiscal  year  1929  are  still  members  of  the 
Fire  Department,  although  no  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the 
Common  Council  for  the  payment  of  their  salaries  during  the  year 
1929;  and 

WHEREAS,  an  emergency  exists  in  that  no  money  is  available 
to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  three  (3)  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
to  which  they  are  lawfully  entitled; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUN- 
CIL OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  an  emergency  exists  as  to  the  payment  of  the 
salaries  of  three  (3  members  of  the  Fire  Department  in  that  no  ap- 
propriation has  been  made  by  the  Common  Council  therefor. 
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Section  2.  That  there  be  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out 
of  the  general  fund  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  Item  11,  Services,  Personal,  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  four  hundred  seventeen  dollars  ($6,417.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  salaries,  for  the  year  1929,  of  one  (1)  lieutenant  at  two 
thousand  ninety-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2,092.50)  and  two  (2) 
first-grade  privates  at  two  thousand  sixty-two  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  ($2,062.25).

current  revenues  of  said  city  for  the  year  1929,  authorizing  the  rate 
of  interest  to  be  charged  therefor,  providing  for  legal  notice,  appro- 
priating the  sum  of  six  hundred  sixty-two  thousand  dollars  ($662,000.00) 
for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  thereon,  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  will  be  and  continue  to  be 
until  the  15th  day  of  May,  1929,  without  sufficient  funds  to  meet  cur- 
rent expenses  for  municipal  purposes;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  first  semi-annual  installment  of  taxes  levied 
by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  its  expenses  for  the  year  1929  and  col- 
lectible on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  May,  1929,  will  amount  to  more 
than  six  hundred  sixty-two  thousand  dollars  ($662,000.00);  NOW, 
THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  negotiate  a  temporary  loan  or  loans  in  anticipation  if  the 
current  revenues  of  said  city  actually  levied  and  in  course  of  collection 
for  the  fiscal  year  1929,  not  to  exceed  the  total  sum  of  six  hundred 
fifty  thousand  dollars  ($650,000.00),  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  the 
time  fixed  in  the  Ordinance  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per 
cent   (6%).     The  City  Controller  is  further  authorized  and  empowered 
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to  negotiate  such  loan  or  loans  in  the  following  amounts:  Two  hun- 
dred fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000.00)  on  January  14,  1929,  to  run 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  twenty-one  (121)  days  there- 
after, at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  (6%);  two  hun- 
dred fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000.00)  on  February  28,  1929,  to  run 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  seventy-seven  (77)  days  thereafter,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  (6%);  one  hundred  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($150,000.00)  on  March  30,  1929,  to  run  for  a  period  not  to  ex- 
ceed forty-six  (46)  days  thereafter,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
six  per  cent  (6%).  The  sale  date  of  such  bonds  or  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness  shall  be  not  later  than  January  12,  1929.  After  the  pub- 
lication of  notice  of  the  determination  thereof  to  issue  bond,  warrants 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  for  such  temporary  loan  or  loans 
as  provided  for  by  law  and  this  ordinance,  said  loan  or  loans  shall  be 
let  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder;  after  the  determination  to  issue  the 
same  has  been  published  by  at  least  one  (1)  publication  one  (1)  day 
in  one  (1)  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, the  Mayor  and  City  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  execute  the  proper  obligation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for 
the  above  mentioned  amount;  and  to  the  payment  of  such  obligations, 
the  faith  of  the  city  is  hereby  irrevocably  pledged. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  six  hundred  sixty-two  thousand  dollars 
($662,000.00)  is  hereby  appropriated  to  Fund  No.  63,  Office  of  City  Con- 
troller. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE,  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  make  ta 
temporary  loan  or  loans  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($175,000.00),  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  anticipation  of  its  current  revenues, 
and  payable  out  of  the  current  revenues  of  said  Board  of  Health  for 
the  year  1929,  authorizing  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged  therefor, 
providing  for  legal  notice,  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall 
take  effect. 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  In- 
diana, on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1929,  will  be  and  continue  to  be 
until  the  15th  day  of  May,  1929,  without  sufficient  funds  to  meet  its 
payroll  and  other  current  expenses  for  general  Board  of  Health  pur- 
poses; and 

WHEREAS  the  said  payroll  and  other  current  expenses  for  said 
period  will  amount  to  approximately  one  hundred  seventy-five  thou- 
sand   ($175,000.00)    dollars;   and

diana, for  passage,  for  the  making  of  a  temporary  loan  or  loans  by  the 
the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for  the  total  principal  sum  of 
one  hundred  seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000.00)  dollars  for  the  use  of 
said  Board  of  Health  for  said  purposes,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  ex- 
ceed 6  per  cent  per  annum  and  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  5  months 
from  the  date  of  such  temporary  loan  or  loans  to  be  made  in  anticipa-

Health  that  there  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  current 
revenues  of  the  said  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  1929,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  said  loan  or  loans  together  with  interest  thereon,  as  the 
same  become  due,  the  sum  of  one  hundrefd  seventy-nine  thousand 
three  hundred  seventy-five  ($179,375.00)  dollars. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  negotiate  a  temporary  loan  or  loans  for  the  use 
of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  an- 
ticipation of  current  revenues  of  said  Board  of  Health  for  the  year 
1929,  said  loan  or  loans  not  to  exceed  a  total  sum  of  one  hundred  sev- 
enty-five thousand  ($175,000.00)  dollars  and  payable  out  of  the  current 
revenues  of  said  Board  of  Health  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
6  per  cent  per  annum  and  for  a  period  not  exceeding  the  period  set 
out  in  this  ordinance.  After  the  publication  of  the  notice  of  the  de- 
termination herein  made  to  issue  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebt- 
edness for  such  temporary  loan  or  loans  and  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance, said  loan  or  loans  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  or 
bidders  at  competitive  bidding  on  the  annual  rate  of  interest  under 
conditions  prescribed  in  the  notice  of  the  same,  which  notice  shall  be 
published  for  at  least  one  day  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  of  gen- 
eral circulation  published  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  proper 
obligations  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  amount  or  amounts  so 
delivered  which  obligations  shall  also  be  countersigned  by  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  City.  To  the  payment  of  such  obliga- 
tions the  faith  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  is  hereby  irre- 
vocably pledged. 

Section  2.  One  hundred  thousand  ($100,000.00)  dollars  of  said 
temporary  loan  shall  be  borrowed  by  said  City  so  as  to  be  available  for 
the  use  of  said  Board  of  Health  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1929,  and 
shall  run  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  months  thereafter;  the  re- 
maining seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000.00)  dollars  of  said  temporary 
loan  shall  be  borrowed  by  said  City  so  as  to  be  available  for  the  use 
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of  the  said  Board  of  Health  on  February  28th,  1929,  and  shall  run  for 
a  period  not  to  exceed  four  months  thereafter.  Each  of  said  instal- 
ments shall  bear  interest  from  the  date  the  same  is  available  for  the 
use  of  said  Board  of  Health,  and  at  a  -rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
that  herein  provided. 

Section  3.  The  Mayor,  City  Controller  and  Corporation  Counsel 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  publish  notice  of  the  determina- 
tion herein  made  to  issue  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  for 
such  temporary  loan  or  loans,  as  required  by  law. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

GENERAL   ORDINANCE   NO.    3,    1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  an  Athletic  Commission,  providing 
authority  for  the  making  of  regulations  in  connection  with  boxing  and 
wrestling  contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments,  defining  box- 
ing and  wrestling  contests  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  pro- 
viding for  permits,  prescribing  license  and  permit  fees,  providing  a 
penalty  for  its  violation,  repealing  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
in  conflict  therewith,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  and 
safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  that  said  City  exercise 
its  police  powers  by  regulating  and  licensing  all  boxing  or  wrestling 
contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments  and  in  accordance  with 
authority  vested  in  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  by  the  State  of 
Indiana;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hold  public  boxing  and  wrest- 
ling contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments  in  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  unless  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  organization 
holding  such  contest,  exhibition,  show  or  entertainment  shall  first  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Section  2.  There  is  hereby  established  and  created  an  Athletic 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  consisting  of  three  (3)  persons 
residing  in  said  City,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  to  serve  at  his 
pleasure,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  said  Commission;   the 
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three  (3)  members  of  said  Commission  appointed  by  the  Major  shall 
be  persons  not  holding  other  offices  or  positions  in  the  City's  service. 
No  member  of  the  Athletic  Commission  shall  receive  any  salary  or 
compensation  for  his  services  as  a  member  of  said  Commission.  The 
Athletic  Commission  may  employ  such  secretarial  assistance  as  funds 
shall  be  provided  for  in  appropriation  ordinances  therefor. 

Section  3.  The  Athletic  Commission  shall  make  and  may  alter, 
amend  or  repeal,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  in 
the  public  interest,  to  regulate  and  control  the  conditions  and  conduct 
of  boxing  and  wrestling  contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Athletic  Commission  to  see  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  it  and  approved  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  4.  A  boxing  and  wrestling  contest  within  the  meaning 
of  this  ordinance  is  defined  as  an  exhibition  of  skill  between  two  pro- 
fessional contestants  of  approximately  equal  weight  who  do  not  engage 
in  such  contest  for  any  prize  or  wager. 

Section  5.  Permits  for  boxing  or  wrestling  contests,  exhibitions, 
shows  or  entertainments  within  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
granted  by  this  Commission  to  any  citizen  of  said  city  of  good  moral 
character  who  complies  with  the  rules  and  regulations  herein  provided 
for.  All  applications  for  permits  shall  be  made  to  said  Athletic  Com- 
mission. When  granting  a  permit  the  Athletic  Commission  shall  notify 
the  City  Controller,  in  writing,  specifying  to  whom  the  permit  is  to  be 
issued  and  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  contest  that  is  to  be  given. 

Section  6.  Grantees  of  permits  for  any  boxing  or  wrestling  con- 
test, exhibition,  show  or  entertainment  shall  pay  to  the  City  Controller 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  a  license  fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
for  each  such  permit,  and  in  addition  thereto  an  additional  fee  equal 
to  five  per  cent  (5%)  of  the  sales  price  of  each  paid  admission  to  the 
boxing  or  wrestling  contest,  exhibition,  show  or  entertainment  held 
under  each  such  permit.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  the  City  Controller,  or  his  deputy,  shall  collect  said 
license  and  permit  fees  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  be 
responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Ail 
fees  so  collected  by  the  City  Controller,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  City. 

Section  7.  The  Commisison  shall  be  empowered  at  all  times  to 
revoke  any  permit  granted  by  it  in  any  case  of  violation  of  the  rules  or 
regulations  adopted  or  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
or  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  of  any  law  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  in  connection  with  said  contest. 

Section  8.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  organization  violat- 
ing any  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  on  conviction  by  a  court  of 
competent  authority,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  violation. 

Section  S.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 
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Section  10.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

AN  ORDINANCE  annexing  certain  territory  to  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, and  defining  a  time  when  the  same  shall  taxe  effect. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana : 

Section  1.  That  the  boundary  lines  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  the  folowing 
contiguous  territory,  all  of  which  is  hereby  annexed  to  and  made  a 
part  of  the  territory  constituting  and  forming  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Marion   County,  State  of  Indiana: 

Section  2.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  present  corporation 
line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  said  point  being  200  feet  north  of  the 
north  line  of  30th  Street  in  the  center  line  of  Wallace  Avenue  north  of 
32nd  Street  extended  south;  thence  north  along  this  center  line  ex- 
tension and  along  the  center  line  of  Wallace  Avenue  to  the  south 
right-of-way  line  of  the  Union  Traction  Company  of  Indiana;  thence 
west  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  Keystone  Avenue,  and  continuing 
west  along  said  right-of-way  line  to  the  center  line  of  Orchard  Street; 
thence  north  along  this  center  line  to  the  northern  terminus  of 
Orchard  Street  at  Millersville  Avenue;  thence  northwest  to  the  present 
corporation  line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  at  the  center  line  of  the

Section  1.  That  the  boundary  lines  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  the  following 
described  contiguous  territory,  all  of  which  is  hereby  annexed  to  and 
made  a  part  of  the  territory  constituting  and  forming  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana: 

Section  2.  Part  of  the  northeast  one-quarter  and  part  of  the 
southeast  one-quarter  of  Section  35,  Township  17  North,  Range  3  East, 
Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana,  described  as  follows: 

"Beginning  at  the  present  corporation  line  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis at  the  low  water  line  on  the  southeast  side  of  White  River  one 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  College  Avenue, 
and  extending  north  following  the  corporation  line  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis to  the  center  of  71st  Street;  thence  west  along  the  center 
of  71st  Street  to  a  point  1021.20  feet  east  of  the  northwest  corner  of 
said  northeast  one-quarter  Section;  thence  south  243  feet;  thence  west 
parallel  to  the  north  line  of  said  one-quarter  Section,  85  feet;  thence 
south  22  feet;  thence  west  parallel  to  the  north  line  of  said  one-quarter 
Section,  262.2  feet  to  the  center  of  Washington  Boulevard;  thence  north 
35  feet;  thence  west  parallel  to  the  north  line  of  said  one-quarter 
section,  378.78  feet;  thence  north  parallel  to  the  west  line  of  said 
one-quarter  Section,  230  feet  to  the  north  line  of  said  one-quarter 
Section;  thence  west  along  said  north  line  295.22  feet  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  said  northeast  one-quarter  Section;  thence  south  along  the 
west  line  of  said  northeast  one-quarter  Section,  2216.01  feet;  thence 
curving  to  the  left  along  a  sixteen  degree  and  forty  minute  curve  a 
distance  of  300.10  feet;  thence  tangent  to  this  curve  in  a  southeasterly 
direction  to  the  present  corporation  line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  at 
the  low  water  line  on  the  southeast  side  of  White  River;  thence  north- 
east following  the  present  corporation  line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
to  the  place  of  beginning." 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
ittee   on  Public  Welfare. 
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Mr.  White  made  a  motion  that  the  rules  be  suspended 
as  to  the  time  of  filing  of  copies  of  ordinances,  and  that 
Resolution  1,  1929,  be  received  and  considered  by  the  Coun- 
cil.

INTRODUCTION  OF  RESOLUTIONS 
By  Mr.  White: 

RESOLUTION  NO.   1,   1929 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  sections  3838  to  3843  inclusive,  Burns 
R.  S.  of  Indiana,  1926,  the  governing  body  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is 
authorized  to  acquire,  improve,  equip,  manage,  operate,  maintain  and 
dispose  of  aviation  fields;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  necessary  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  acquire,  improve,  equip,  manage, 
operate  and  maintain  an  aviation  field  as  a  municipal  airport;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  tracts  of  land  deemed  most  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid  are  those  hereinafter  described  and  which  are  designated 
and  known  as  Site  No.  8,  which  is  designated  generally  and  tentatively 
in  the  Mayor's  letter  of  December  17,  1928,  addressed  to  Mr.  Edward  B. 
Raub,  President  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  which,  identified  as  Exhibit  B,  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof,  which  said  Site  No.  8,  including  all  the  tracts  now  and  hereby 
incorporated  therein,  is  generally  described  and  situate  as  a  whole,  as 
follows: 

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  ALL  OF  SITE  NO.  8 

Part  of  the  south-west  quarter  of  Section  14,  part  of  the  south- 
east quarter  of  Section  15,  the  east  one-half  of  Section  22,  and  parts 
of  Section  23,  all  in  Township  15  North,  Range  2  East  of  the  Second 
Principal  Meridian,  in  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana,  described  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  southeast  one-quarter 
of  said  Section  22,  and  extending  east  along  the  south  line  thereof, 
and  continuing  east  along  the  south  line  of  said  Section  23,  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  west  one-half  of  the  southeast  one-quarter  of 
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said  Section  23;  thence  north  along  the  east  line  of  said  half  one- 
quarter  section  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said  half  one-quarter  sec- 
tion; thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  the  northeast  one-quarter  of 
said.  Section  23,  to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  northeast  one-quarter; 
thence  north  along  the  east  line  of  said  northeast  one-quarter  section 
to  a  point  343.2  feet  south  of  the  northeast  corner  of  said  Section  23; 
thence  west  parallel  to  the  north  line  of  said  Section  23  to  the  east 
line  of  the  west  one-half,  of  the  northeast  one-quarter  of  said  Section 
23;  thence  north  along  this  half  one-quarter  section  line  343.2  feet  to 
the  north  line  of  said  Section  23;  thence  west  along  the  north  line  of 
said  section  to  a  point  1404.5  feet  east  of  the  northwest  corner  of  said 
Section  23  (said  northwest  corner  being  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
above-mentioned  Section  14) ;  thence  north  parallel  to  the  west  line 
of  the  above  mentioned  section  14  of  the  right-of-way  line 
of  the  Indianapolis  and  Plainfield  Electric  Railroad  (Terre  Haute,  In- 
dianapolis and  Eastern  Traction  Railroad);  thence  southwesterly  along 
said  Traction  Railroad  right-of-way  to  the  west  line  of  the  southeast 
one-quarter  of  said  Section  15;  thence  south  on  said  west  line,  and 
continuing  south  on  the  west  line  of  the  east  one-half  of  said  Section  22, 
to  the  place  of  beginning— containing  943.39  acres,  more  or  less.    And 

WHEREAS,  the  said  Site  No.  8,  as  above  generally  described, 
embraces  a  series  of  separate  tracts  owned  by  seventeen  separate  own- 
ers, either  individually  or  jointly  or  in  common,  the  separate  legal 
descriptions  of  each  tract  or  tracts  so  owned,  specified  as  numbered 
parcels  under  the  respective  owners'  names,  are  all  included  in  a  list, 
identified  as  Exhibit  B,  which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part 
hereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  acting  in  conjunction  with 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  thereof  and  a  citizens'  committee  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  and  said  Board,  has  formulated  for  submission  to  the 
Common  Council  of  said  city,  a  general  plan,  as  set  out  in  his  letter, 
marked  Exhibit  A,  for  acquiring  and  improving  the  aforesaid  Site  No.  8 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  has  obtained  from  the  City  Civil  En- 
gineer and  submitted  to  the  said  Board  an  itemized  general  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  all  the  improvements  contemplated  thereon,  aggregating 
$692,055.00,  a  copy  of  which  estimate,  identified  as  Exhibit  C,  is  filed 
herewith  and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof;  and  also  has  obtained  from 
said  engineer  and  filed  a  plat  of  said  site,  with  the  location  of  the  said 
improvements  and  of  each  separate  parcel  and  tract  described  in  Ex- 
hibit B,  with  the  owners'  names  and  the  option  prices  thereof,  all  noted 
on  said  plat,  a  copy  of  which,  identified  as  Exhibit  D,  is  filed  herewith 
and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof;  and  there  has  also  been  obtained  from 
the  owners  thereof  and  submitted  to  said  Board  separate  options  for 
and  upon  all  of  the  aforesaid  parcels  and  tracts  comprising  said  Site 
No.  8,  with  the  separate  option  prices  for  each  tract,  including  parcel 
No.  10  as  described  in  Exhibit  B  aforesaid,  which  parcel  is  proposed 
to  be  condemned  at  a  price  less  than  said  option  price;  and  there  has 
been  obtained  and  submitted  to  said  Board  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  operation  of  said  municipal  airport,  exclusive  of 
possible  income;   and 

WHEREAS,  this  information  and  data  has  been  approved  and 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in 
its  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  14053,  1929,  and  referred  to  the  Common 
Council  of  said  City  for  further  action;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

FIRST,  That  the  letter  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
of  December  17,  1928,  identified  as  Exhibit  A,  with  the  recommendations 
therein  contained,  is  approved,  so  far  as  applicable  hereto. 

SECOND,  That  it  is  advisable  and  necessary  and  of  great  public 
benefit  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  acquire,  improve,  equip,  manage, 
operate  and  maintain  an  aviation  field  as  a  municipal  airport. 

THIRD,  That  the  site  known  as  Site  No.  8,  hereinbefore  described, 
made  up  and  consisting  of  the  seventeen  separate  parcels  of  land  de- 
scribed as  Exhibit  B  aforesaid,  and  here  included  by  this  reference 
thereto,  is  deemed  and  hereby  declared  as  the  most  suitable  for  the 
purpose  of  said  aviation  field  and  municipal  airport. 

FOURTH,  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
will  acquire  by  purchase  and  condemnation  the  ground  described  in 
Site  No.  8,  made  up  and  consisting  of  the  seventeen  separate  parcels 
of  land  described  as  Exhibit  B  aforesaid,  for  an  aviation  field,  to  be 
improved,  equipped,  managed  and  maintained  as  a  municipal  airport 
for  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  will  proceed  to  the  improvement  and 
equipment  thereof  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  this  day 
filed  with  the  Common  Council  by  the  City  Engineer  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  which  plans,  specifications,  plats  and  estimates  are  hereby 
adopted  and  approved. 

FIFTH,  That  notice  by  publication  in  two  newspapers  of  general 
circulation  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  be  given  by  three  in- 
sertions one  week  apart,  and  that  not  less  than  four  weeks  after  the 
third  insertion  the  acquisition  by  purchase  and  condemnation  of  said 
site  will  be  made  by  said  Common  Council  unless  written  and  signed 
remonstrances  are  filed  according  to  law. 

SIXTH,  That  concurrently  with  the  publication  of  notice  above 
mentioned,  copies  of  the  options  on  each  of  the  several  tracts  mak- 
ing said  Site  No.  8,  general  plans  of  the  improvements  intended  to  be 
made  thereon,  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  plat  with  location  of 
the  proposed  improvements  noted  thereon,  and  the  price  of  each  option, 
with  estimated  cost  of  improvements  contemplated,  as  well  as  probable 
cost  of  maintenance  and  operation,  be  placed  and  kept  for  inspection  in 
each  of  the  public  offices  of  the  County  of  Marion  and  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

SEVENTH,  This  resolution  shall  become  effective  and  operative 
only  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Dear  Mr.  Raub: 

I  am  submitting  to  the  City  Council  through  you  the  following 
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relative  to  the  acquirement,  improvement  and  equipment  of  an  aviation 
field  to  be  managed,  operated  and  maintained  as  a  municipal  airport 
by  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

The  subject  of  the  municipal  airport  has  been  carefully  consid- 
ered by  the  citizens  committee  and  different  departments  of  the  city 
government  and  has  now  reached  a  stage  where  it  appears  advisable  to 
proceed  as  outlined  and  provided  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
Acts  1920,  page  160,  being  Sections  3838-3843  Burns  Revised  Statutes 
1926.  While  this  statute  gives  definite  and  specific  authority  to  the 
Common  Council  to  proceed  in  the  matter,  it  is  probably  the  best  and 
wisest  course  for  us  to  proceed  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  which  is  given  general  authority  with  respect  to  the  manage- 
ment, operation  and  maintenance  of  all  public  property  and  improve- 
ments. Therefore,  it  is  deemed  best  that  precisely  the  same  action  be 
taken  by  both  the  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in 
the  acquirement,  improvements  and  equipment  of  this  airport. 

After  much  consideration  the  citizens  committee,  having  in  charge 
the  selection  of  a  site,  determined  that  Site  No.  8  was  the  best  site 
offered  considering  price  and  other  considerations,  and  this  selection  of 
Site  No.  8  in  my  judgment  should  be  approved.  I  am  herewith  submit- 
ting the  following  original  options  and  propositions  for  your  consid- 
eration :

In  addition  to  the  above  regular  options  given  by  the  several 
owners  to  L.  J.  McMaster  Company,  I  further  submit  that  the  Granite 
Improvement  Company,  which  owns  184  acres  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  tract  is  willing  to  dispose  of  this  entire  tract  at  $35,000.00.  One 
40  acre  tract  involved  in  the  site  is  in  the  hands  of  Albert  Hoffman, 
trustee  for  Marion  E.  B.  Dunn,  and  this  40  acres  may  be  purchased 
through  proper  court  proceedings  for  a  price  comparatively  the  same  as 
the  other  adjoining  lands  which  is  substantially  $200.00  per  acre. 

The  above  options  and  propositions  make  a  total  acreage  of  sub- 
stantially 1000.99  acres  at  a  cost  based  upon  options  of  substantially 
$249,335.00,  or  an  average  of  $294.04  per  acre. 
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I  wish  to  further  suggest  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  57  acres 
belonging  to  the  Farmers  Trust  Company  be  acquired.  The  tract  as 
it  stands  is  expensive  and  is  not  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  an  en- 
trance from  the  National  Road.  The  fact  is  the  High  School  road  and 
other  roads  provide  a  means  of  accessibility  to  the  east  end  of  the  site 
and  in  view  of  the  high  price  of  the  Farmers  Trust  Company  tract,  it 
is  my  judgment  that  the  option  should  not  be  accepted.  This  will  not 
only  lessen  the  total  cost  $27,000.00,  but  will  also  lessen  the  average 
price  per  acre  on  the  entire  tract.  Should  it  be  necessary  in  the  future 
— and  it  probably  will  be — to  have  an  entrance  from  the  National  Road 
across  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the  traction  line,  I  feel  reason- 
ably sure  such  an  entrance  can  be  acquired  at  much  less  expenses  than 
it  can  now  be  acquired  through  purchase  of  the  Farmers  Trust  Com- 
pany land,  and  in  the  meantime  the  other  roads  are  available  for 
entrance. 

The  options  submitted  disclose  that  substantially  304  acres  is 
obtained  at  a  less  average  price  than  $300.00  per  acre,  which  does  not 
include  the  Hoffman  trustee  40  acres,  which  should  be  purchased  for 
not  exceeding  $200.00  per  acre.  It  is  further  disclosed  that  182  acres 
additional  is  optioned  at  an  average  of  $258.00  an  acre.  This  will  in- 
clude 526  acres,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  tract  at  what  appears 
to  be  a  very  reasonable  average  price  per  acre. 

There  are  certain  of  these  tracts  covered  by  option  that  investi- 
gation will  disclose  are  reasonably  priced  although  apparently  have  a 
high  average  price  per  acre.  This  is  due  to  improvements  and  other 
considerations.  However,  some  of  the  acreage  involved  is  priced  higher 
in  the  option  than  they  are  reasonably  worth  and  before  the  options 
are  accepted  on  these  tracts  an  effort  should  be  made  for  reduction. 
Some  reductions  have  already  been  obtained  through  the  effort  of 
Messrs.  Walter  Johnson  and  Boyd  Templeton  who  have  assisted  the 
Mayor  considerably  in  obtaining  reductions  and  in  giving  advice  as  to 
values.  I  feel  reasonably  certain  that  if  the  owners  of  these  tracts  will 
give  consideration  to  the  public  purpose  for  which  the  land  is  sought 
and  especially  consider  the  very  low  price  fixed  by  the  owners  of  more 
than  one-half  of  the  acreage  sought,  that  a  substantial  reduction  of 
their  options  will  be  obtained.  A  plat  of  the  entire  site  showing 
acreage  and  option  price  will  disclose  the  comparative  inequality  in  the 
prices. 

Proceeding  under  the  above  statute  it  is  necessary  for  your  Hon- 
orable Body  to  formulate  a  general  plan  of  the  improvements  intended 
to  be  made;  procure  an  estimate  of  costs  and  cause  plats  to  be  made  of 
the  entire  site  with  location  of  proposed  improvements,  and  cause 
copies  of  the  same  to  be  placed  and  kept  for  inspection  as  required  by 
the  statute,  and  give  notice  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city  by  three  insertions  a  week  apart;  that  not  less 
than  four  weeks  after  the  third  insertion  the  acquisition  and  improve- 
ment will  be  finally  determined  and  proceeded  with. 

I  wish  to  state  that  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer  is  now  ready 
to  aid  and  assist  the  Council  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the 
making  of  the  plats  and  in  the  general  plan  of  the  improvements  in- 
tended to  be  made  and  also  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof. 

The  equipment  committee,  of  which  Mr.  A.  M.  Glossbrenner  is 
chairman,  at  a  recent  meeting  considered  the  reasonable  cost  of  con- 
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ditioning  and  equipping  Site  No.  8  and  this  investigation  disclosed  that 
it  will  cost  at  least  in  the  neighborhood  of  $350,000.00  to  $375,000.00.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  expense  in  connection  with  the  acquirement 
of  the  real  estate  will  be  approximately  $300,000.00.  It  may  be  a  few 
thousand  dollars  less.  There  should  be  a  very  substantial  and  credit- 
able administration  building  and  at  least  two  hangars  built  by  the 
city.  The  city  will  have  to  stand  the  expense  of  conditioning,  including 
hard  surface  runways,  driveways  and  walks,  appropriate  modern  light- 
ing system  and  the  best  possible  drainage,  as  well  as  some  enclosure  of 
the  site  and  construction  of  entrance.  In  my  opinion,  roughly  estimat- 
ing this  expenditure,  it  will  amout  to  at  least  $680,000.00  which  is  in 
excess  of  one-tenth  of  one  percent  of  the  total  taxables  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

I  feel  that  your  Honorable  Body  can  find  without  much  trouble 
that  a  bond  issue  of  an  amount  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  one-tenth  of 
one  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  is  necessary  in  order 
to  acquire,  improve  and  equip  this  municipal  airport. 

With  this  information  before  your  Honorable  Body,  I  feel  that 
you  are  prepared  to  take  the  first  steps  required  by  the  statute  and 
would  suggest  that  some  form  of  resolution  be  introduced  and  passed 
either  in  general  terms  approving  this  communication  or  specifically 
stating  that  it  is  advisable  and  necessary  to  acquire,  improve  and  equip 
an  aviation  field  as  a  municipal  airport  and  that  Site  No.  8  is  selected 
and  adopted  as  such  field,  and  second,  directing  the  City  Engineer  to 
prepare  plats  of  such  optioned  tract  and  estimated  cost  of  each  tract, 
together  with  general  plan  of  improvements  and  estimated  cost  thereof, 
andl  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  various  offices  and  places  re- 
quired by  the  statute  and  to  give  the  required  notice  as  outlined  by  the 
statute.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  5,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  General  Ordinance  No.  Hi,  1922, 
commonly  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OP  THE  CITY

violation  or  noncompliance  be  guilty  of  an  offense,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00) 
and  each  day  such  violation  shall  be  permitted  to  exist  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building,  or  any  prem- 
ises or  part  thereof,  where  anything  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall 
exist,  and  any  architect,  builder,  contractor,  agent,  person  or  corpora- 
tion employed  in  connection  therewith  and  who  may  have  assisted  in 
the  commission  of  any  such  violation  with  knowledge  thereof,  shall  each 
be  guilty  of  a  separate  offense  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  as  herein  provided.  Any  building  erected,  raised,  remodelled  or 
converted,  or  land  or  premises  used  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance,  or  of  the  requirements  thereof,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
common  nuisance  and  such  common  nuisance  may  be  abated  in  such 
manner  as  nuisances  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  abated  under  existing 
law.  All  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  orders  of  the  Boardi  of 
Zoning  Appeals,  may  be  enforced  by  injunction  or  other  proceedings 
according  to  law. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  after  passage  and 
publication   according   to  law.

or  as  may  be  required  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to 
be  used  in  reconstructing  and  repairing  the  Central  Avenue  bridge 
over  Fall  Creek  in  said  city  and  providing  for  the  time  and  manner 
of  advertising  the  sale  of  said  bonds  and  the  receipt  of  bids  for  the 
same,  together  with  the  mode  and  terms  of  sale  and  fixing  a  time 
when  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1929,  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  adopted  resolution 
M.  R.  352,  declaring  the  reconstruction  and  repairing  of  the  pier,  foot- 
ings of  said  bridge  to  be  a  public  necessity,  benefit  and  utility  to  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  that  the  said  Central  Avenue 
bridge  over  Fall  Creek  is  a  much  frequented  thoroughfare  used  by 
pedestrians  and  vehicles  in  said  city  and  that  the  pier  footings  of  said 
bridge  should  be  reconstructed  and  repaired  pursuant  to  the  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  therefor  and  requesting  the 
City  Controller  of  said  city  to  prepare  an  ordinance  for  the  issue  and 
sale  of  new  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  the  amount  of  four- 
teen thousand  dollars   ($14,000.00),  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds  in 
the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  with  which  to  meet  the  afore- 
said expenditure  and  it  being  necessary  for  the  said  city  to  borrow  said 
fourteen  thousand  dollars  ($14,000.00)  in  order  to  procure  a  fund  to  be 
devoted  to  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  resolution, 

NOW,    THEREFORE, 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
In d ianapolis,  India na, : 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing  and  reconstructing  the  pier  footings  of  the  Central  Ave- 
nue bridge  over  Fall  Creek  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  county, 
Indiana,  to  prepare,  issue  and  seil  fourteen  (14)  new  bonds  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Marion  county.  Indiana,  of  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000.00)  each,  which  bonds  shall  bear  the  date  of  April  15,  1929,  and 
shall  be  numbered  one  (1)  to  fourteen  (14)  both  inclusive  and  shall 
be  designated  as  "Municipal  Bridge  Bonds  of  1929,  First  Issue"  and 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent    (4%%)

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  8,   1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  approving  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safe- 
ty of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  designating  safety  zone  and  bus  stop 
locations  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same 
shall  take  effect.

WHEREAS,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Safety  in  said  order  has

Mr.  Rathert  called  for  General  Ordinance  3,  1929,  for 
second  reading.    It  was  read  a  second  time. 
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Mr.  Rathert  presented  the  following  written  motion 
to  amend  General  Ordinance  3,  1929: 

February  18,  1929. 

Mr.  President: 


I  move  that  General  Ordinance  No.  3,  1929,  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  3,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  an  Athletic  Commission,  providing  au- 
thority for  the  making  of  regulations  in  connection  with  boxing  and 
wrestling  contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments,  denning  box- 
ing and  wrestling  contests  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  pro- 
viding for  permits,  prescribing  license  and  permit  fees,  providing  a 
penalty  for  its  violation,  repealing  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
in  conflict  therewith,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  and 
safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  that  said  City  exercise 
its  police  powers  by  regulating  and  licensing  all  boxing  or  wrestling 
contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments  and  in  accordance  with 
authority  vested  in  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  by  the  State  of 
Indiana;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hold  public  boxing  and  wrestl- 
ing contests,  exhibitions,  shows  or  entertainments  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  unless  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  organiza- 
tion holding  such  contest,  exhibition,  show  or  entertainment  shall  first 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Section  2.  There  is  hereby  established  and  created  an  Athletic 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  consisting  of  three  (3)  persons 
residing  in  said  City,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  to  serve  at  his 
pleasure,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  shall  be  ex  officio  Chairman  of  said  Commission;  the 
three  (3)  members  of  said  Commission  appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall 
be  persons  not  holding  other  offices  or  positions  in  the  City's  service.' 
No  member  of  the  Athletic  Commission  shall  receive  any  salary  or  re- 
compense for  his  services  as  a  member  of  said  Commission.  The  Ath- 
letic Commission  may  employ  such  secretarial  assistance  as  funds  shall 
be  provided  for  in  appropriation  ordinances  therefor. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Commission  to  administer 
and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  to  make  and  enforce 
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such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  purpose  of  administering  this  ordinance  and  carrying  into  effect 
its  objects. 

Section  4.  A  boxing  or  wrestling  contest  within  the  meaning  of 
this  ordinance  shall  include  only  those  where  there  is  no  competition 
for  any  prize  or  wager.  The  contests  authorized  in  this  ordinance  must 
be  for  the  earnest  and  good-faith  exhibition  of  skill  between  profes- 
sional contestants,  must  be  free  from  sham  or  collusion,  and  must  be 
conducted  in  a  fair  and  sportsmanlike  manner.  No  one  shall  partici- 
pate in  such  public  boxing  or  wrestling  contest  who  is  below  the  age 
of  eighteen  (18)  years  or  who  is  not  in  a  good  state  of  health.  Such 
contests  shall  be  held  only  in  buildings  or  structures  which  are  well- 
heated  and  ventilated,  and  which  are  properly  provided  with  fire  exits 
and  escapes. 

Section  5.  Permits  for  boxing  or  wrestling  contests,  exhibitions, 
shows  or  entertainments  within  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
granted  by  this  Commission  to  any  citizen  of  said  City  of  good  moral 
character  who  complies  with  the  rules  and  regulations  herein  provided 
for.  All  applications  for  permits  shall  be  made  to  said  Athletic  Com- 
mission. When  granting  a  permit  the  Athletic  Commission  shall  notify 
the  City  Controller,  in  writing,  specifying  to  whom  the  permit  is  to  be 
issued  and  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  contest  that  is  to  be  given. 

Section  6.  Grantees  of  permits  for  any  boxing  or  wrestling  con- 
test, exhibition,  show  or  entertainment  shall  pay  to  the  City  Controller 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  a  license  fee  of  Fifty  Dollars 
($50.00)  for  each  such  permit.  All  fees  so  collected  by  the  City  Con- 
troller shall  be  deposited  in  the  general  fund  of  the  City. 

Section  7.  The  Commission  shall  be  empowered  at  all  times  to 
revoke  any  permit  granted  by  it  in  any  case  of  violation  of  the  rules  or 
regulations  adopted  or  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
or  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  of  any  law  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  in  connection  with  said  contest. 

Section  8.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  organization  violating 
any  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  on  conviction  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent authority,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  violation. 

Section  9.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  nine  sections  of 
this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  amateur  events  sanctioned  by  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States. 

Section  11.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  according  to  law. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Harris, 
and  passed  by  the  following  roll  call  vote :  Mr.  Buchanan, 
Mr.  Harris,  Mr.  Meurer,  Mr.  Nicholson,  Mr.  Rathert,  Mr.

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Ordinance  3,  1929,  together  with  the  above  amendment, 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.

Mr.  White  moved  to  strike  Special  Ordinance  1,  1929, 
from  the  files.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  11,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  a  permit  for  testing  materials;  pro- 
viding fees  for  testing  to  be  paid  the  City  Controller;  providing  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  all  tests  made,  and  declaring  a  time  when  the  same  shall 
take  effect. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana : 

Section  1.  Upon  payment  to  the  City  Controller  of  the  testing 
fees  herein  named,  the  City  Controller  shall  issue  a  permit  for  testing 
of  materials  by  the  city  testing  laboratory.  Such  materials  shall  be 
provided  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  submitting  materials  to  be  tested 
shall  deposit  the  testing  permit  with  the  materials  at  a  place  named  by 
the  person  or  persons  in  charge  of  the  testing  laboratory,  and  after  such 
tests  are  made  and  certified  to,  such  tested  materials  shall  be  removed 
from  the  premises  as  directed  by  the  laboratory  officials. 

The  testing  laboratory  shall  issue  a  certified  test  in  duplicate  of 
all  tests  for  which  a  permit  was  issued  by  the  City  Controller. 

Section  2.  The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  City  Controller  for  a  permit 
for  testing  shall  be  as  follows,  to- wit: 

(1)  Two  cents  (2c)  for  every  barrel  of  cement  tested. 

(2)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  test  in  compression  in  which  the 
loaded  surface  exceeds  four  (4)  square  inches  in  area. 

(3)  Twenty-five  cents  (25c)  for  each  test  in  compression  in  which 
the  loaded  surface  does  not  exceed  four  (4)  square  inches  in  area,  pro- 
vided that  the  specimens  for  test  shall  be  delivered  to  the  laboratory 
in  a  proper  condition  for  testing  without  capping  or  other  treatment. 

(4)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  test  in  compression  in  which  the 
loaded  surface  does  not  exceed  four  (4)  square  inches  in  area,  but  the 
specimens  require  capping  or  other  treatment. 
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(5)  Five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  the  first  test  in  tension  with  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  additional  test  of  specimens 
submitted  in  the  same  lot. 

(6)  Five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  the  first  test  in  flexture  with  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  additional  test  of  specimens 
submitted  in  the  same  lot. 

No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  one  dollar  ($1.00). 

Before  applying  to  the  City  Controller  for  a  Testing  Permit,  the 
applicant  shall  submit  the  material  desired  to  be"  tested  to  the  testing 
laboratory  officials  for  examination  and  approval.  The  laboratory  offi- 
cials may  refuse  to  test  any  materials  offered  if  in  their  opinion  the 
specimens  are  not  in  a  proper  condition  for  test  or  will  require  more 
preparation  than  is  justified  by  the  testing  fee  applying. 

Section  3.  The  City  Engineer  may  order  tests  at  any  time  they 
may  determine  of  any  material  used  in  the  construction  of  any  work  or 
works,  both  public  and  private.  When  such  tests  are  ordered  the  person 
or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  in  charge  of  the  construction  work  or 
works  shall  take  out  a  testing  permit  from  the  City  Controller  within 
a  reasonable  time  and  shall  furnish  the  testing  laboratory  with  the 
materials  selected  by  the  City  Engineer  or  his  lawful  representatives. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  or  representative  therefor 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punishable  upon  conviction  by  a 
fine  in  such  case  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  and  not  over  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00).  Each  day  any  violation  shall  continue  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  separate  offense.

With  your  letter  was  a  copy 
of  statement,  facts  and  memorandum  submitted  to  you  by  attorneys 
for  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  respectively. 

All  of  this  was  by  us  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  for  his 
opinion  and  we  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  his  reply  to  us.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  before  me  your  letter  of  January  21st,  1929,  asking  for  an 
interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the  budget  law  as  it  affects  the  oper- 
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ation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Park  Board  and  the  Sanitary  Board 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  The  special  question  has  to  do  with  the 
power  of  these  respective  boards,  after  the  establishment  of  the  levy 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  200  of  the  Act  of  1919  concerning 
taxation  (Acts  1919,  p.  198  et  seq.),  as  said  section  was  amended  in  1921 
and  thereafter  in  1927 — with  the  power  of  said  boards  to  increase  the 
compensation  of  employes  above  that  set  out  in  the  budget  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  levy  was  made. 

Submitted  with  your  letter  is  the  letter  of  the  corporation  counsel 
for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  of  January  18,  1929,  also  the  letter  of  the 
attorneys  for  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  for 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

An  examination  of  Section  200,  supra,  as  amended  in  1921  reveals 
the  following: 

"The  several  tax  levies  shall  be  established  by  the  proper 
legal  officers  of  any  municipal  corporation  after  the  formulation 
and  publication  by  them  of  a  budget  on  forms  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Accounts  showing  in  detail  the  money  proposed 
to  be  expended  during  the  succeeding  year,  the  valuation  of  all 
taxable  property  within  the  jurisdiction  and  the  rate  of  taxation 
which  it  is  proposed  to  establish,  and  after  a  public  hearing 
within  the  jurisdiction  at  which  any  taxpayer  shall  have  a  right 
to  be  heard  thereon." 

This  section  of  the  statute  was  further  amended  in  1927  (Acts 
1927,  p.  247).  The  1927  amendment  contains  among  other  things  the 
above  quoted  part  of  the  section  with  immaterial  variations  and  in  addi- 
tion, among  others,  the  following  important  provisions: 

"When  such  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  in  its 
order  shall  order  a  reduction  in  the  levy  it  shall  indicate  the 
item  or  items  in  the  budget  affected  by  such  reduction,  and  the 
budget  as  set  out  by  the  municipal  officers  in  the  published 
statement  or  as  modified  on  hearing  by  the  State  Board  shall 
limit  the  expenditure  for  the  year,  except  in  cases  of  casualty 
or  accident  or  extraordinary  emergency." 

The  amended  section  then  proceeds  to  set  out  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  in  case  of  an  extraordinary  emergency,  which  is  not  impor- 
tant in  the  consideration  of  this  particular  question. 

The  amended  section  also  contains  the  following  provision: 

"Any  officer  ;or  officers  of  any  municipal  corporation  hav- 
ing authority  by  law  to  make  appropriations  for  the  expenditure 
of  public  money,  who  shall  appropriate  any  money  for  any  item 
set  forth  in  the  published  budget,  or  for  any  item  as  modified  on 
the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners,  in  excess  of 
the  amount  estimated  to  be  expended  in  such  budget,  or  in 
excess  of  any  addition  expenditures  without  having  first  given 
notice  to  the  taxpayers  ,'and  allowing  taxpayers  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office  and  shall  be 
liable   to   such   municipal   corporation   in   the   amount   of   such 
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excess  so  appropriated,  together  with  the  costs  of  said  action 
and  reasonable  attorney  fees  with  a  penalty  of  25  per  cent,  etc." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  above  section  of  the  act  contemplates 
the  formulation  and  publication  of  a  budget  on  forms  showing  "in  detail 
the  money  proposed  to  be  expended."  When  the  question  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  State  Tax  Board  upon  petition  and  the  Stat?  Tax  Board 
orders  a  reduction,  the  State  Tax  Board  is  required  to  "Indicate  the 
item  or  items  in  the  budget  affected  by  such  reduction."  It  is  made 
malfeasance  in  office  for  an  officer  of  a  municipal  corporation  who  is 
authorized  to  make  appropriations  to  appropriate  any  money  for  any  item 
set  forth  in  the  published  budget  in  excess  of  the  amounts  estimated 
to  be  expended  in  such  budget.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  intent  is  very 
obvious,  namely,  to  limit  the  expenditure  for  any  item  strictly  to  the 
amounts  in  the  published  budget  upon  which  the  levy  was  based. 

The  only  question  remaining  for  consideration,  if  I  am  correct, 
in  this  conclusion,  is  as  to  whether  the  act  of  1927  can  be  construed 
with  previous  acts  relating  to  the  establishment  of  Park  Boards  and 
Boards  of  Sanitary  Commissioners  so  as  to  leave  unimpaired  provisions 
contained  in  such  acts  generally  speaking  to  the  effect  that  funds  de- 
rived from  taxation  pursuant  to  such  acts  are  to  be  under  the  exclusive 
control  of  such  boards? 

It  is  a  general  rule  of  statutory  construction  that  when  a  section 
of  an  act  is  amended  such  amendment  has  a  prospective  operation  from 
the  time  it  went  into  force  just  as  if  it  were  written  bodily  into  the 
original  act.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  so  far  as  this  particular 
provision  is  concerned  it  can  not  be  construed  simply  as  an  independent 
piece  of  legislation  but  must  be  construed  as  a  part  of  the  general 
scheme  relating  to  taxation  and  public  expenditures.  Viewed  in  this 
manner  it  seems  to  me  that  it  does  not  leave  such  general  provisions 
as  above  referred  to  unimpaired.  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the 
boards  above  referred  to  are  limited  to  the  amounts  specified  in  the 
published  budget  upon  which  the  levies  were  made,  and  that  the  various 
items  of  expenditures  can  not  be  intermingled  or  shifted  from  one  item 
to  another  under  the  law  as  it  now  exists.

(5)  Clifton  Street,  at  Twenty-ninth  and  Thirtieth  Streets. 

(6)  Delaware  Street,  from  Washington  Street  north  to  Thirty- 
second  Street. 

(7)  Indiana  Avenue,  from  Ohio  Street  to  Sixteenth  Street. 

(8)  Kentucky  Avenue,  from  Washington  Street  to  West  Street 

(9)  Madison  Avenue,  from  South  Street  to  the  city  limits. 

(10)  Marlow  Avenue,  from  Dorman  Street  to  Arsenal  Avenue. 

(11)  Massachusetts  Avenue,  from  Ohio  Street  to  the  city  limits. 

(12)  Meridian  Street,  from  Southern  Avenue  to  the  Canal. 

(13)  Michigan  Street,  west,  from  White  River  west  to  city  limits. 

(14)  New  York  Street,  east,  from  Delaware  Street  to  Dorman 
Street,  and  from  Arsenal  Avenue  to  Emerson  Avenue. 
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(15)  Tenth    Street,    east,    from    Big    Four    R.    R.    to    Arlington. 

(16)  Thirtieth  Street,  from  city  limits  west  to  city  limits  east. 

(17)  Thirty-fourth  Street,  from  Meridian  Street  to  Crown  Hill 
between  8  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m. 

(18)  Twenty-fifth  Street,  from  Delaware  Street  to  Sherman  Drive. 

(19)  Twenty-ninth  Street,  from  Capitol  Avenue  west  to  East 
Riverside  Drive. 

(20)  Virginia  Avenue,  from  Washington  Street  to  Prospect 
Street. 

(21)  Washington  Street,  from  city  limits  west  to  city  limits  east. 

(22)  All  traffic  on  Harding  Street  at  the  intersection  of  Morris 
Street,  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  before  entering  into  or  crossing- 
Morris  Street. 

(23)  Forty-sixth  Street,  from  city  limits  west  to  city  limits  east. 

(24)  State  Street,  from  Michigan  Street  to  Prospect  Street. 

(25)  Prospect  Street  from  Fountain  Square  to  Keystone  Avenue. 

(b)  The  above  named  streets,  avenues  and  boulevards  are  here- 
by declared  to  be  "THRU"  or  "Preferential"  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
regulating  traffic  upon  or  crossing  the  same  and  every  operator  of  a 
vehicle,  street  car  or  other  conveyance  traveling  upon  any  street  or 
roadway  intersecting  any  "THRU"  street  above  designated,  shall  bring 
the  same  to  full,  complete  stop  at  the  place  where  such  street  meets 
the  prolongation  of  the  nearest  property  line  of  such  "THRU"  street, 
subject,  however,  to  the  direction  of  any  official  traffic  control  sign 
or  signal  or  the  directions  of  any  police  officer  at  such  intersection. 

(c)  The  operator  of  any  vehicle  who  has  come  to  a  full  stop  as 
required  above,  upon  entering  the  "THRU"  street,  as  well  as  operators 
of  vehicles  on  such  "THRU"  street,  shall  be  subject  to  the  usual  right- 
of-way  rule  prescribed  by  state  law  governing  the  meeting  of  vehicles 
at  street  or  highway  intersections. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Public  Safety  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  place  and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  placed  and  maintained  on  each 
and  every  street  intersecting  a  "THRU"  street  as  designated  above, 
and  at  or  near  the  property  line  of  the  "THRU"  street  appropriate 
signs  upon  the  street  (and  in  addition  thereto  may  place  and  main- 
tain any  appropriate  devices  or  marks  in  the  roadway)  such  signs, 
devices  or  marks  to  bear  the  word  "STOP"  or  the  legend,  "STOP, 
THRU  STREET,"  and  to  be  located  in  such  position  and  to  be  pro- 
vided with  letters  of  a  size  as  to  be  clearly  legible  from  a  distance  of 
at  least  one  hundred  (100)  feet  along  the  street  intersecting  the

(b)  Whenever  a  member  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  or  other  person  charged  by  ordinance  with  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  the  sections  of  this  ordinance  as  enumerated 
in  the  foregoing  sub-section  (a)  hereof,  shall  find  that  any  of  the 
provisions  of  said  sections  of  this  ordinance  are  being  or  have  been 
violated  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  vehicle,  such  officer  or  person 
shall  notify  such  owner  or  operator  of  such  vehicle  in  writing  of  such 
violation  and  order  him  to  report  at  the  Traffic  Bureau  Office  of  the 
Police  Department  within  seventy- two  hours  of  such  notice.  Such 
notice  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  and  be  serially  numbered,  and  shall 
show  the  specific  violation  charged,  the  state  license  number  of  such 
vehicle  and  the  owner's  name,  if  possible  to  obtain  the  same,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  such  officer  or  person,  giving  his  badge  number.  One 
copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  presented  to  the  owner  or  operator  of 
such  vehicle  or  his  representative  when  found  in  charge  of  such  vehicle, 
and  in  case  such  owner  or  his  representative  be  not  found  in  possession 
of  or  in  charge  thereof,  the  posting  of  such  traffic  violation  notice 
in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  such  vehicle  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
notice  of  such  violation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  police  officer  or 
other  person  serving  such  traffic  violation  notice  to  turn  in  the  dupli- 
cate copy  of  such  traffic  violation  notice  to  the  Traffic  Bureau  Office 
at  the  end  of  his  day's  work.  The  owner  or  operator  of  such  Vehicle 
who  has  been  notified  of  a  violation  of  the  specified  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  as  herein  provided  shall,  within  seventy-two  (72)  hours 
after  having  been  so  notified,  present  himself,  with  the  notice,  at  the 
Traffic  Bureau  Office  at  Police  Headquarters,  and  for  the  first  viola- 
tion within  any  calendar  year  of  any  of  the  specific  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  which  he  is  willing  to  admit  having  violated,  he  shall  pay 
to  the  City  Clerk  a  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2.00) ;  for  the  second  violation 
of  any  of  the  specified  provisions  of  this  ordinance  within  the  calendar 
year,  a  fee  of  three  dollars  ($3.00) ;  and  for  each  subsequent  violation 
of  the  specified  provisions  of  this  ordinance  within  the  calendar  year, 
a  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00). 

Section  8.  That  Section  67  of  General  Ordinance  No.  96,  1928, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  67.  RECEIPT  FOR  FEES  PAID.  ACCOUNTING  AND 
REPORTING:  Upon  the  payment  of  any  of  the  fees  required  by  the 
next  preceding  section  of  this  ordinance  the  City  Clerk  shall  issue  a 
receipt  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  such  vehicle  so  paying,  which  re- 
ceipts shall  be  serially  numbered;   and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
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the  City  Clerk  to  keep  a  correct  record  in  a  permanently  bound  book 
for  that  purpose  only,  showing  the  amount  of  such  fee  so  paid,  the 
date  thereof,  the  number  of  the  state  license  and  the  name  of  the 
owner  and  whether  it  was  a  first,  second  or  subsequent  violation  by 
such  owner.  And  it  is  made  the  further  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to 
account  for  all  such  fees  paid  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  to  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury  once  each 
month.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Police  De- 
partment to  furnish  a  detailed  report  to  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  which 
report  shall  show  the  total  number  of  traffic  violation  notices  issued, 
together  with  the  number  of  notices  paid,  the  number  transferred  to 
court,  and  the  disposition  of  the  remainder  not  otherwise  accounted  for. 
Section  9.  That  Section  69  of  General  Ordinance  No.  96,  1928, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  69.  PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  THE  PROVI- 
SIONS OF  THIS  ORDINANCE: 

It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
operating  any  vehicle,  street  car,  interurban,  taxicab,  public  bus  or  other 
conveyance  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  causing  or  permitting 
the  use  or  operation  of  any  such  vehicle,  car  or  conveyance,  or  pedes- 
trians, to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  designated 
and  defined  herein  and  to  comply  with  any  and  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  and  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  city  as 
herein  authorized.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  above  provisions 
of  this  and  the  next  preceding  sixty-eight  (68)  sections  of  this  ordi-

COMMUNICATIONS  FROM  THE  MAYOR 

April   11,   1929. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Jackson,  President,  and  Members  of  the  Boara\ 
of  Health. 

Gentlemen: 

With  respect  to  the  plans  for  the  much  needed  improvement  and 
enlargement  of  the  City  Hospital,  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  situation 
as  it  is  presented. 

In  the  first  place,  there  is  no  doubt  about  the  need  for  a  larger 
hospitalization  equipment,  including  an  adequate  power  plant  and  out- 
patient building  and  the  enlargement  of  the  ward  facilities,  thus  in- 
creasing the  bed  capacity.  This  program  is  a  positive  necessity  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  those  who  need  public  hospital  attention. 

The  entire  plan  submitted  at  this  office  the  other  day  by  Dr. 
Parnell,  Director,  and  approved  by  your  Board,  involved  the  following, 
including  estimates: 

Power  plant  $530,000.00 

Out-patient  (5  stories) 614,000.00 

Ward  unit  (6  stories— 432  beds) 1,044,000.00 

Total $2,188,000.00 

With  laundry  estimated  at  $75,000.00  and  the  garage  at  $35,000.00,  the 
total  would  be  $2,298,000.00. 

I  observe  that  your  Board  has  made  recommendation  modifying 
this  plan  to  the  extent  as  follows: 

Out-patient  (4  stories) $516,000.00 

Ward  unit  (4  stories— 288  beds) 875,000.00 

You  have  also  omitted  the  laundry  and  garage.  Your  modified 
plan,  including  power  plant,  involves  a  total  estimate  of  $1,921,000.00,  as 
against  a  total  estimate  of  the  entire  plan  of  $2,298,000.00.  This  modifi- 
cation eliminates  from  the  program  two  stories  of  ward  unit,  one  story 
of  out-patient  and  the  laundry  and  garage,  with  a  reduction  of  only 
$377,000.00. 

The  entire  cost,  including  retirement  of  bonded  indebtedness  and 
interest  for  a  period  of  thirty  year  serial  bonds  under  the  modified 
plan  proposed  by  your  Board,  would  be  $3,266,307.50.  The  entire  plan 
proposed  by  Dr.  Parnell  and  your  Board  at  the  conference  recently,  on 
a  basis  of  thirty  year  serial  bonds  would  amount  to  $3,905,265.00,  or  an 
increase  of  $638,957.50.   This  last  sum  is  an  additional  cost  of  principal, 
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retirement  and  interest  covering  a  period  of  thirty  years,  which  amounts 
to  $.095  tax  levy  over  a  period  of  thirty  years  based  on  present  day  valu- 
ation. 

The  first  year's  cost  of  the  entire  plan  is  $178,855.00  and  under 
the  modified  plan  $149,475.00.  The  increase  under  the  entire  plan  only 
amounts  to  an  increase  tax  levy  of  four  and  one-third  mills.  The  increase 
of  cost  for  the  twenty-ninth  year  is  only  an  increased  tax  levy  of  one 
and  one-half  mills. 

According  to  the  above  figures,  I  fail  to  see  how  it  is  good  business 
or  economy  to  proceed  under  the  modified  plan  as  compared  to  the  entire 
plan. 

There  are  also  other  important  considerations.  If  a  four-story 
out-patient  building  costs  $516,000.00  and  a  five-story  out-patient  build- 
ing costs  $614,000.00,  it  is  easy  to  see  the  importance  of  additional  story 
as  a  matter  of  public  economy,  since  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  an 
additional  story  is  really  needed.  The  figures  are  plainly  evident  as  to 
the  ward  building.  The  modified  plan  involving  a  four-story  building 
with  288  beds  costs  on  an  average  of  $218,750.00  per  story;  a  six-story 
building  costs  on  an  average  of  $174,000.00  per  story,  and  it  is  to  be  con- 
sidered that  the  two  stories  and  stories  between  the  roof  and  the  founda- 
tion, which  means  that  the  average  is  still  further  in  favor  of  the  addi- 
tion of  two  stories,  since  the  roof  and  basement  add  to  the  total  cost. 
By  cutting  the  plan  down  from  a  six-story  building  costing  $1,044,000.00 
to  a  four-story  building  costing  $875,000.00,  you  only  save  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  $169,000.00  and  lose  two  stories  of  the  structure,  and  you  also 
lose  144  beds. 

Now,  if  it  were  not  well  known  that  this  additional  bed  capacity 
is  needed,  or  will  be  needed  in  the  immediate  future,  perhaps  the  modi- 
fied plan  as  to  the  ward  unit  building  could  be  proceeded  with,  but  I 
cannot  see  how  we  should  limit  a  plan  where  the  average  cost  of  stories 
is  $44,750.00  less  the  entire  plan  from  that  under  the  modified  plan  and 
where  the  entire  plan  only  exceeds  the  modified  plan  $169,000.00,  which 
makes  an  average  story  cost  of  $84,500.00  as  against  an  average  cost  of 
$218,750.00  under  the  modified  plan.  Besides  to  obtain  a  bed  capacity 
of  288  you  are  expending  $875,000.00,  or  an  average  cost  of  a  little  more 
than  $3,000.00  per  bed;  whereas,  you  can  obtain  a  bed  capacity  of  432 
at  an  average  cost  of  a  little  more  than  $2,400.00  under  the  entire  plan. 

Now  as  to  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
entire  plan  over  the  modified  plan,  which  will  of  course  add  to  the 
budget  when  the  unit  is  completed  ready  for  use,  we  may  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  there  will  be  anincreased  budget  of  perhaps 
$300,000.00  per  year.  This  increase  will  largely  be  met  by  the  increase 
of  taxables  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and,  if  so,  will  not  increase  the 
tax  levy  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

In  view  of  these  conditions  I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that 
the  plan  first  submitted  by  Dr.  Parnell  is  the  best  from  every  standpoint. 
While  I  am  certain  we  must  take  into  consideration  the  present  bond 
market  and,  therefore,  should  not  just  now  put  out  a  bond  issue  for  the 
entire  program,  I  feel  that  the  bond  issue  as  to  the  power  plant  should 
be  provided  for  and  if  there  is  a  reasonable  market  for  bonds  of  the 
power  plant  in  the  amount  of  $530,000.00,  then  I  am  disposed  to  imme- 
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diately  proceed  with  the  entire  program  and  provide  bond  issues  for 
the  same.  The  sale  of  the  power  plant  bonds  will  be  a  sufficient  test. 

As  stated  to  you  and  the  members  of  the  Council  present  at  the 
conference  in  this  office  a  few  days  ago,  the  present  program  as  outlined 
by  Dr.  Parnell,  and  as  laid  out  by  the  three  firms  of  architects  and  as 
approved  by  your  Board  at  that  time,  is  a  program  in  which  there  is 
nothing  but  honesty  and  good  faith.  I  know  the  citizens  of  this  city  can 
rely  upon  the  proposition  being  entirely  free  of  any  form  of  extrava- 
gance or  other  undesirable  conditions.  The  entire  program  is  commen- 
surate with  the  needs  of  the  city  and  in  fact  will  complete  a  City  Hos- 
pital for  Indianapolis  that  will  rank  with  any  similar  institution. 

My  desire  is  to  proceed  with  this  plan  in  its  entirety  and  to  have 
it  under  contract  during  this  year  of  1929,  because  it  is  entirely  free  of 
all  undesirable  conditions  and  can  be  completely  constructed  at  a  dollar 
of  value  to  the  city  for  every  dollar  of  expense  to  the  city. 

As  a  concluding  suggestion,  and  to  some  extent  a  modification  of 
the  above  statements,  I  believe  you  will  agree  that  the  first  thing  is, 
of  course,  the  power  house.  Then,  it  might  be  well  to  proceed  as  soon 
as  possible  if  the  bond  market  warrants  further  bond  issues,  with  the 
out-patient  building,  because  it  can  be  constructed  without  interfering 
with  the  present  condemned  and  inadequate  structures  of  the  hospital. 
Of  course,  the  ward  unit  building  cannot  be  proceeded  with  to  a  good 
advantage  immediately  and  that  might  wait  some  months  later  for  a 
bond  issue  covering  that  building. 

However,  my  above  first  statements  in  regard  to  completing  con- 
tracts for  construction  during  this  year  still  stands  as  made.

Dr.  Thomas  D.  Noble  and  Dr.  L.  A.  Ensminger,  rep- 
resenting the  Indianapolis  Medical  Society,  presented  the 
following  resolution,  adopted  by  that  Society:

Dear  Doctor  Noble: 

In  acordance  with  a  motion  passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Indian- 
apolis Medical  Society  on  April  9,  1929,  the  president  has  named  you  and 
Dr.  L.  A.  Ensminger  on  a  committee  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  City 
Council,  in  the  Council  Chamber  at  the  City  Hall  at  7:30  P.  M.  Thurs- 
day, April  11,  1929. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  society  is:  "Be  it  hereby  resolved: 
That  the  Indianapolis  Medical  Society,  the  membership  of  which  is 
composed  of  the  prominent  and  active  doctors  of  our  city,  who  have 
given  freely  of  their  services  at  the  Indianapolis  City  Hospital  and  Dis- 
pensary for -the  deserving  poor  of  the  city,  and  who  have  labored  under 
great  hardships  and  inconveniences  owing  to  inadequate  facilities  and 
overcrowded  conditions : 

"Resolved:  That  we  as  a  profession  condemn  this  deplorable  situ- 
ation that  now  prevails  in  the  institution,  with  particular  reference  to 
contagious  cases,  crowding  in  the  dispensary,  and  a  serious  lack  of  bed 
space  for  all  types  of  cases,  and  hereby  resolve: 

"That  the  Indianapolis  Medical  Society  urges  as  an  emergency 
measure,  immediate  relief  of  these  conditions  and  vote  our  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  its  consultant  in  the  proposed  building  pro- 
gram, so  that  we  may  continue  to  give  adequate  and  honorable  service 
to  the  deserving  poor  of  our  city."

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Book,  representing  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, was  present  and  said  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
had  been  on  record  for  two  years  in  favor  of  such  a  pro- 
gram. 

President  Raub,  in  behalf  of  the  Council,  advised  that 
at  no  time  had  the  Council  delayed  consideration  of  plans 
for  improvement  of  the  hospital,  but  on  the  contrary,  had 
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passed  General  Ordinance  68,  1928,  providing  funds  for 
employment  of  a  hospital  consultant,  engineer  and  archi- 
tect, whose  report  had  just  recently  been  made  to  the 
Mayor. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  GENERAL  ORDINANCES 

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  19,  1929 


AN  ORDINANCE,  authorizing  the  sale  of  Five  Hundred  Thirty 
(530)  bonds  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars  each  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  payable  from  the  revenues  and  funds  of  said  city, 
or  from  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law, 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  with  which  to  erect  and  equip  a 
power  plant,  including  a  distributing  system  and  all  necessary  connect- 
ing tunnels  at  the  City  Hospital;  also  for  making  all  necessary  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  the  light,  power,  water  and  steam  and  return 
systems  in  present  buildings  on  the  City  Hospital  grounds;  also  for  pay- 
ing additional  architect's  and  engineer's  fees;  providing  for  legal  notice; 
providing  for  the  time  and  manner  of  advertising  sales  of  bonds  and  of 
the  receipt  of  bids  for  the  same,  together  with  the  mode  and  terms  of 
sale;  appropriating  the  proceeds  of  said  sales  of  bonds  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Charities  of  said  city,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the 
same  shall  take  effect. 

THAT  WHEREAS,  this  Board  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  1923, 
passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  an  emergency  exists  at  the  City 
Hospital  on  account  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  having  theretofore  con- 
demned the  old  hospital  building,  and  on  account  of  inadequate  and 
insufficient  accommodations  for  the  proper  care  and  treatment  of  the 
indigent  sick  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  construct  certain  buildings  and  additions  at  said 
City  Hospital,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  by  its  said  resolution  declared  that  it  would 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants 
that  a  Hospital  Consultant  be  employed  to  advise  with  this  Board  and 
its  architects  and  engineers  in  said  contemplated  construction  program, 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  pur- 
suant to  said  resolution  of  this  Board  and  in  compliance  with  the  request 
of  this  Board,  did,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1928,  pass  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  68,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  to  this  Board  certain  funds 
with  which  to  employ  and  pay  a  Hospital  Consultant,  architects  and 
engineers  for  the  furtherance  of  said  contemplated  construction  pro- 
gram, and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board,  pursuant  to  said  General  Ordinance  No. 
68  did,  on  the  3rd  day  of  December,  1928,  enter  into  a  contract  with  one 
Christopher  G.  Parnell,  of  Rochester,  New  York,  as  Hospital  Consultant, 
to  make  a  survey  of  the  needs  and  requirements  of  said  City  Hospital 
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and  consult  and  advise  with  this  Board  with  reference  to  the  buildings 
and  improvements  necessary  to  be  erected  at  said  City  Hospital  to  meet 
the  present  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  city,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  Hospital  Consultant,  after  making  a  thorough 
study  and  survey  of  the  present  facilities  and  the  requirements  to  meet 
the  immediate  needs  of  the  indigent  sick  of  the  said  city  at  said  City 
Hospital,  reported  that  among  the  buildings  and  equipment  which  should 
be  erected  and  installed  without  delay  should  be  a  modern  power  plant 
with  a  complete  distributing  system  and  tunnels;  and  that  necessary 
alterations  and  additions  be  made  in  present  buildings  to  the  electric, 
power,  water  and  steam  systems  so  as  to  connect  them  with  said  dis- 
tributing system,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  by  proper  resolution  concurred  in  and 
approved  of  the  report  and  recommendations  of  said  Hospital  Consultant 
in  the  above  particulars,  and 

WHEREAS,  Robert  Frost  Daggett,  the  architect,  and  Charles  R. 
Ammerman,  the  engineer,  both  employed  by  this  Board  to  furnish  plans 
for  said  power  plant,  tunnels,  connections,  alterations  and  additions, 
have  submitted  their  preliminary  plans  therefor,  which  plans  have  been 
duly  adopted  and  approved  by  this  Board,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  and 
advisable  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its 
inhabitants  that  the  aforementioned  power  plant  and  equipment,  in- 
cluding distributing  system,  tunnels  and  repairs  as  ^foresaid,  should  be 
built  and  equipped  and  put  in  operation  at  the  earliest  possible  date, 
and 

WHEREAS,  said  Board,  after  being  duly  advised,  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  cost  of  such  power  plant,  tunnels,  equipment,  connections  and 
alterations  necessary  to  make  said  power  plant  efficient  and  useful  for 
the  purposes  intended,  and  to  pay  for  additional  architect's  fees  for 
completing  plans  and  specifications  and  to  supervise  construction  of 
said  improvements  will  be  approximately  Five  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand 
($530,000.00)  Dollars,  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  not  now,  and  will  not  be,  sufficient  money  in 
the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with  which 
to  meet  the  aforesaid  expenditures  of  money  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
and  it  being  necessary  for  said  city  to  borrow  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00)  Dollars,  and  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for 
that  amount; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  Resolved,  by  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  that  an  ordinance  be  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis  and  to 
the  City  Controller,  for  passage,  authorizing  the  issuance  and  sale  by  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  of  a  bond  issue  of  Five  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand 
($530,000.00)  Dollars,  for  the  use  of  said  Board  of  Health,  for  erecting 
and  equipping  on  said  Hospital  grounds  a  power  plant,  distributing 
system,  tunnels  and  connections;  also  for  necessary  alterations  and  ad- 
ditions to  the  electric  light  and  power  systems,  and  steam  and  return 
systems  and  water  supply  system  in  the  present  buildings  on  said  City 
Hospital  grounds  in  order  to  connect  said  buildings  with  said  new  dis- 
tributing system,  according  to  the  plans  and  drawings  heretofore  sub- 
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mitted  to  this  Board  therefor  by  the  aforementioned  architect  and  the 
aforementioned  engineer;  also  providing  for  additional  architect  and 
engineer  fees  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  aforementioned  plans 
and  spcifications  and  the  proper  supervision  of  the  construction  and 
equipping  of  said  power  plant  and  other  improvements  as  aforesaid, 
and 

WHEREAS,  it  is,  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  deemed  necessary  and  proper  and  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants  to  improve  and  better 
the  conditions  with  reference  to  the  proper  and  adequate  health  protec- 
tion of  the  said  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and 

WHEREAS,  for  said  purposes  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  advisable 
to  build  and  equip  a  modern  power  plant,  distributing  system,  tunnels 
and  connections  on  the  said  Hospital  grounds,  and  to  make  necessary 
alterations  and  additions  in  the  electric  light,  power,  steam  and  water 
systems  in  the  present  buildings  on  said  grounds  so  as  to  connect  said 
buildings  with  the  new  distributing  system;  and  also  to  pay  additional 
architect's  and  engineer's  fees  for  plans  and  specifications  for  said  im- 
provements and  the  proper  supervision  of  said  construction  and  installa- 
tion of  said  equipment,  and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  _ -funds 
in  the  treasury  of  said  city  with  which  to  accomplish  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  borrow  for 
said  purposes  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  ($530,000.00) 
Dollars,  and  to  provide  for  and  secure  the  repayment  thereof,  and  to 
evidence  said  indebtedness,  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  in  said  amount, 
payable  from  the  general  funds  or  from  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city, 
or  as  may  be  required  by  law:  Therefore 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana : 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  with  which  to 
improve  and  better  the  conditions  with  reference  to  proper  and  ade- 
quate health  protection  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  a  power  plant,  dis- 
tributing system  and  necessary  connecting  tunnels  on  the  premises  at 
and  adjacent  to  the  City  Hospital;  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  neces- 
sary alterations  and  additions  to  the  electric  light  and  power  systems 
and  steam  and  return  systems  and  water  supply  system  in  the  present 
building  in  order  to  connect  them  with  the  said  new  distributing  sys- 
tem; also  to  pay  necessary  additional  architect's  and  engineer's  fees  for 
the  completion  of  plans  for  said  proposed  constructions,  installations 
and  alterations  and  for  the  proper  supervision  of  the  same,  according 
to  plans  heretofore  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health  by  Charles  R. 
Ammerman,  as  its  engineer,  and  Robert  Frost  Daggett  as  its  architect, 
on  said  improvements,  and  for  said  purpose  to  prepare,  issue,  and  sell 
Five  Hundred  Thirty  (530)  new  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars 
each,  which  bonds  shall  bear  the  date  of  July  first,  1929,  and  shall  be 
numbered  from  One  (1)  to  Five  Hundred  Thirty  (530),  both  inclusive, 
and    shall    be    designated    "CITY    HOSPITAL    BONDS,    1929— ISSUE 
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NUMBER  1,"  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  (41/2> 
per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year  for  the  period  of  said  bonds,  and 
said  installments  of  interest  shall  be  evidenced  by  interest  coupons 
attached  to  said  bonds;  said  bonds  shall  mature  and  be  payable  at  the 
rate  of  Eighteen  Thousand  ($18,000.00)  Dollars  on  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  year  for  twenty-eight  (28)  consecutive  years  beginning  with  the 
year  1931  and  ending  with  the  year  1958,  and  the  remaining  Twenty-Six 
Thousand  ($26,000.00)  Dollars  of  said  bonds  shall  mature  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1959,  the  first  coupon  attached  to  each  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  for  the  interest  on  said  bond  from  date  of  issue  until  the  first  day  of 
July,  1930.  Said  bonds  and  interest  coupons  shall  be  negotiable  and 
payable  at  the  city  treasurer's  office  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Said  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Controller  of  said  City  of  In- 
dianapolis and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  affix  the  seal  of  said 
city  to  each  of  said  bonds,  and  the  interest  coupons  attached  to  said 
bonds  shall  be  authenticated  by  lithographic  fac-similie  of  the  signatures 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Controller  of  said  city  engraved  thereon,  which 
shall  for  all  purposes  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  equivalent  to  a 
manual  signing  thereof.  Said  bonds  shall  be  prepared  by  the  City  Con- 
troller in  due  form,  irrevocably  pledging  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  stipulated 
therein,  respectively. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Controller  of  said  city  at  the  time 
of  the  issue  and  negotiation  of  said  bonds,  to  register  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  all  of  said  bonds  so  issued  and  negotiated  in  serial  num- 
bers, beginning  with  number  One  (1)  giving  also  the  date  of  their 
issuance,  their  amount,  date  of  maturity,  rate  of  interest,  and  the  time 
and  place  where  said  interest  shall  be  payable.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  following  form,  all  blanks  for  numbers  and  dates 
to  be  properly  filled  in  before  the  issuance  thereof:

A  Filling  Station  is  defined  herein  as  a  place  where  gasoline,  kero- 
sine, or  any  other  fuel  for  operating  motor  vehicles,  is  offered  for  sale 
to  the  public  and  deliveries  are  made  through  measuring  pumps  or 
meters  into  the  tanks  of  motor  vehicles.

be  constructed,  erected  or  installed  within  300  feet  of  any  place  or 
location  where  a  railway  company  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
has  established  or  proposes  to  establish  an  unloading  place  for  unloading 
the  contents  of  any  tank  car  containing  crude  petroleum,  gasoline,  naph- 
tha, benzine,  camphine,  carbon  oil,  spirit  gas,  burning  fluids,  alcohol, 
spirits  of  turpentine,  kerosine,  rock  oil,  and  earth  oil. 

Section  B-716.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  transfer  kerosine,  gasoline, 
or  any  other  fuel  for  operating  motor  vehicles  from  any  motor-driven 
tank  truck  or  horse-drawn  tank  wagon  into  the  fuel  tank  of  any  motor 
vehicle  upon  the  public  streets,  alleys,  or  highways  of  the  City  of  India- 
napolis, Indiana. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  according  to  law.

Gentlemen : 

I  am  compelled  to  return,  without  approval,  General  Ordinance 
No.  22,  1929  (as  amended). 

This  General  Ordinance  is  an  attempt  to  amend  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  24,  1928,  and  particularly  changing  Section  1  of  said  General 
Ordinance  to  the  effect  that  time  for  the  taking  effect  thereof  shall  be 
fixed  at  "two  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  second  Sunday  in  June,"  whereas 
such  ordinance  provides  that  the  time  of  taking  effect  was  "two  o'clock 
a.  m.,  of  the  second  Sunday  in  May  of  each  year." 

Ordinances  cannot  be  amended  by  the  Common  Council,  except 
in  accordance  with  the  general  usages  and  parliamentary  rules,  espe- 
cially Reed's  parliamentary  rules,  as  is  provided  by  Rule  8,  Subdivision 
A  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  your  Honorable  Body,  as  pro- 
vided in  General  Ordinance  No.  31,  1928,  and  such  procedure  involves 
the  re-writing  of  that  part  of  the  old  ordinance  which  is  to  be  amended 
and  incorporating  in  the  amending  ordinances  the  entire  section  or 
sections  sought  to  be  amended.  The  Ordinance  passed  seeking  to  amend 
does  not  comply  with  these  rules  and,  therefore,  is  invalid. 

A  further  reason  exists  which  compels  a  veto  of  this  Ordinance. 
Rule  No.  18  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  your  Honorable  Body 
provides  in  substance  that  no  matter  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an 
amendment. 

General  Ordinance  No.  22,  1929,  as  introduced,  was  merely  a  re- 
pealing ordinance  and  operated  only  to  repeal  General  Ordinance  No. 
24,  1928.  It  did  not  involve  amending  that  Ordinance  either  in  its  title 
or  in  the  sections  of  the  proposed  ordinance.  The  Ordinance  as  now  pre- 
sented and  as  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  is  an  Amending  Ordinance 
only  and  does  not  repeal  General  Ordinance  No.  24,  1928. 

According  to  the  general  rules  of  procedure,  above  referred  to, 
governing  the  matter  of  amending  ordinances,  it  is  not  proper  and  in 

fact  is  illegal  to  entirely  change  an  ordinance  introduced  with  the  sole 
purpose  of  repealing  a  previous  ordinance  by  amendment  involving  an 
entire  change  of  such  proposed  repealing  ordinance  and  making  it  an 
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amending  ordinance.   Such  change  would  not  be  germane  to  the  subject 
matter  of  the  repealing  ordinance  as  introduced. 

May  I  suggest  that  in  order  to  amend  General  Ordinance  No.  24, 
1928,  in  the  manner  sought  by  your  Honorable  Body,  as  disclosed  by  this 
General  Ordinance  22,  1929,  would  be  to  entirely  re-write  and  introduce 
as  an  amending  ordinance  Section  1  of  such  General  Ordinance  No.  24, 
1928. 

For  these  reasons,  and  on  account  of  opinions  rendered  by  the 
office  of  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City,  confirming  and  approving 
this  disapproval,  I  am  compelled  to  return  it  without  approval.

or  attempt  to  cross  the  tracks  of  any  street  railroad  within  the  city 
limits  if  danger  is  indicated  at  said  crossing  of  said  railroad  by  any 
warning  danger  signal,  such  as  warning  bell,  flash  light  signal,  wig-wag 
signals  of  crossing  watchman,  lowering  of  gates,  or  the  hand  signals 
of  ground  switchman  or  flagman  or  watchman.

INTRODUCTION  OF  GENERAL  ORDINANCES 
By  the  Mayor : 

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  30,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE,  approving  the  options  obtained  for  the  seven- 
teen (17)  separate  parcels  of  land  comprising  the  Municipal  Airport 
site,  authorizing  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  accept  such  options, 
exercise  the  rights  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  its  agent  thereunder, 
and  ordering  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  proceed  to  take  such  steps 
as  are  necessary  to  acquire  title  to  the  optioned  property,  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by 
Resolution  No.  1-1929,  duly  adopted  and  approved  on  the  14th  day  of 
January,  1929,  deemed  it  advisable  and  necessary  and  of  great  public 
benefit  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  acquire,  improve,  equip,  manage, 
operate  and  maintain  an  aviation  field  as  a  Municipal  Airport,  and 
designated  a  certain  described  site,  consisting  of  seventeen  (17)  separate 
parcels  of  land  as  the  most  suitable;  and 

WHEREAS,  options  have  been  obtained  on  all  the  parcels  of 
land  making  up  said  site,  except  one,  which  said  parcel  necessarily 
must  be  condemned  by  court  action  because  of  legal  restrictions  in  its 
ownership,  said  parcel  being  known  as  Parcel  No.  12  in  said  Resolution 
No.  1-1929;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  General  Ordinance  No.  13-1929,  passed 
by  the  Common  Council  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1929,  and  signed 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  the  26th  day  of  March,  1929,  authorizing 
the  sale  of  six  hundred  ninety-three  bonds  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00)  each  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  six  hundred  ninety- 
three  (693)  bonds  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each  have  been 
legally  advertised  and  sold  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Appropriation  Ordinance  No.  6-1929, 
passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  on  the  15th 
day  of  April,  1929,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  the  17th  day  of  April, 
1929,  the  sum  of  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  has  been 
appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  funds  are  now  available  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  Appropria- 
tion Ordinance  No.  6-1929;  and 
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WHEREAS,  no  remonstrances  pursuant  to  law  have  been  filed 
by  any  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  protesting 
against  the  acquisition  of  the  designated  site  made  up  of  the  seventeen

improving  the  same  for  a  Municipal  Airport  and  Aviation  Field;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  time  provided  for  law  for  filing  such  remonstrances 
has  passed;  THEREFORE 


Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  options  on  the  separate  parcels  of  land 
described  herein  and  obtained  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis by  L.  J.  McMaster  Realty  Company,  as  agent,  are  hereby  ap- 
proved and  accepted,  and  copy  of  said  options,  descriptions  of  property 
and  the  owners  thereof  being  attached  hereto,  made  a  part  of  this 
ordinance  and  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

Section  2.  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  said  options  and  exer- 
cise the  same  by  paying  the  option  price  for  the  real  estate  dscribed  in 
each  separate  option,  said  payment  to  be  made  out  of  funds  heretofore 
appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  pursuant  to  Appropriation 
Ordinance  No.  6-1929,  and  accepting  a  warranty  deed  from  the  new 
owners  thereof;  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  is  further  authorized  to 
take  such  other  steps  as  are  necessary  to  acquire  all  the  seventen  (17) 
separate  parcels  of  land  set  out  in  Exhibit  A  herein.

PETITION 

To  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: 

In  order  to  provide  adequate  team  track  facilities  for  industries 
located  in  the  west  part  of  the  city  and  patronizing  our  Railway  Com- 
pany, we,  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.  Co.  propose  to  build  a  team  track 
and  driveway  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Missouri  and  Georgia  Streets. 
This  track  will  have  to  cross  West  street  just  north  of  our  existing 
tracks  and  the  first  alley  east  of  West  Street  and  a  portion  of  this  same 
track  will  be  located  in  Georgia  Street.

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous 
of  securing  a  right-of-way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  the  west  line 
of  West  Street  to  a  point  in  Georgia  Street  east  of  West  Street  and 
also  across  an  alley  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is  more  speci- 
fically described  as  follows:  West  Street  and  Georgia  Street  Crossing, 
commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  west  line  of  West  Street  with  the

itself,  its  successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  it 
will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be 
safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall 
be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  low- 
ered to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  herein- 
after established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and 
shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respect  with  any  ordinance  passed  by 
the  Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said 
Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  West  Street  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or 
defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such 
crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no 
time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public 
travel.

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(10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  what- 
soever that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said 
track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  be- 
come a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or 
become  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  Board  shall  be  the 
exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
to  promptly  repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification 
in  writing  of  ten  (10)  dayss,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  for  which 
expense  and  cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  itself  to  hold 
said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all 
claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use 
of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that 
account  be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay 
all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending 
against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument 
by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance 
or  with  its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute 
forfeiture  of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  con- 
tract, provided,  however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said 
Board  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  con- 
cerning municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and 
provisions  stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of 
the  first  part  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an 
additional  sidetrack  or  switch  across  streets  and  alleys  hereinbefore 
mentioned  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  at- 
tached herein,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater  certainty  marked  "Ex- 
hibit A."

The  City  Manager  Election  Commissioners  have  advised  this  office 
that  they  have  been  compelled  to  employ  legal  counsel  to  defend  the 
law  suit  attacking  the  vaMity  of  the  City  Manager  Law  and  have  em- 
ployed Judge  Fred  C.  Gause,  Judge  Charles  E.  Cox,  Mr.  Ralph  Kane 
and  Mr.  Taylor  Groninger,  who  have  already  appeared  in  the  lower 
court  and  are  to  continue  their  appearance  and  defense  in  the  cause 
on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state.  The  Election  Commission- 
ers further  advise  that  there  are  not  sufficient  funds  available  in  the 
budget  for  the  payment  of  the  counsel  fees  and  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  $2,000  for  that  purpose  out  of  Item  26,  Reserve  for  Contin- 
gencies, Finance  Department. 

In   my    opinion   this   appropriation   should   be   made   direct   and

Dear  Sir: 

The  City  Manager  Election  Commissioners  employed  counsel  to 
defend  the  suits  attacking  the  validity  of  the  City  Manager  Law,  which 
were  filed  against  them  as  such  commissioners.  The  decision  of  the 
lower  court  upheld  the  validity  Of  said  law  and  an  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana  and  is  now  pending. 

Judge  Fred  C.  Gause,  Judge  Chas.  E.  Cox,  Mr.  Ralph  Kane,  and 
Mr.  Taylor  Groninger  represented  the  Election  Commissioners  in  the 
lower  court  and  will  appear  for  us  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

We  recommend  that  there  be  paid  our  counsel  one  fee  of  $2,000.00, 
to  be  divided  among  them  as  they  see  fit,  which  fee  shall  be  in  full  not 
only  of  all  services  to  date  and  in  the  Supreme  Court,  but  for  all  serv- 
ices to  be  rendered  by  them  to  the  Election  Commissioners  in  any  future 
litigation  involving  the  City  Manager  Law  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
in  which  the  Election  Commissioners  are  involved. 

This  fee  and  employment  involved  has  been  agreed  upon  by  said 
counsel. 

We  are  mindful  of  the  fact  that  the  Common  Council  has  hereto- 
fore appropriated  $1,000.00  for  an  attorney  for  said  Election  Commis- 
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sioners  which  is  not  an  adequate  amount  to  meet  the  emergency  which 
has  arisen.  The  Election  Commissioners  realize  that  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  use  all  or  a  part  of  this  $1,000.00  for  various  legal  services  in  the 
busy  days  preceding  the  election  and  desire  to  conserve  this  fund  for 
future  use.

Indiana,  that  an  ordinance  be  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  In- 
diana, for  passage,  for  the  making  of  a  temporary  loan  or  loans  by 
the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for  the  total  principal  sum  of  one 
hundred  seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000.00)  dollars  for  the  use  of  said 
Board  of  Health  for  said  purposes,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  6 
per  cent  per  annum  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  5  months  from  the  date 
of  such  temporary  loan  or  loans  to  be  made  in  anticipation  of  the  cur- 
rent revenues  of  said  Board  of  Health,  collectible  in  the  year  1929;  each 
parcel  of  said  loan  or  loans  to  bear  interest  at  rate  as  herein  provided 
from  the  time  the  same  is  checked  out  for  the  use  of  said  Board  of

Section  1.  The  City  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is

ied and  in  course  of  collection  for  the  fiscal  year  1929,  not  to  exceed  the 
total  sum  of  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($700,000.00),  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  the  time  fixed  in  this  ordinance,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not 
to  exceed  six  per  cent  (6</f ).  The  City  Controller  is  further  authorized 
and  empowered  to  negotiate  said  loan,  or  loans,  in  the  following  amounts:

thousand  dollars  ($150,000.00)  on  September  30,  1929,  to  run  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  sixty-two  days  thereafter,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  per  cent  (6f/r),  all  of  said  loans  to  mature  November  30,  1929. 
The  sale  date  of  said  bonds  shall  be  not  later  than  July  31,  1929.  After

Gentlemen: 

I  have  this  day  the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  honorable 
body,  pursuant  to  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  the  pro- 
posed budget  of  all  of  the  departments  of  government  of  the  city  of 
Indianapolis  for  the  year  1930,  together  with  the  proposed  tax  levies 
of  the  general  fund  and  each  separate  fund,  all  of  which  is  hereto 
attached  and  which  has  been  transmitted  by  and  with  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Honorable  Sterling  R.  Holt,  city  controller,  as  required 
by  law. 

In    transmitting    for    your    consideration    this    budget    which    in- 
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volves  the  levy  of  taxes  showing  an  increase  of  seven  cents  (.07)  over 
the  levy  of  last  year,  I  wish  to  direct  attention  to  the  causes  entering 
into  the  increase. 

The  general  fund  levy  is  increased  only  one  and  one-half  cents 
(.015)  reflected  not  in  increase  of  salaries  or  personnel,  but  in  an  increase 
of  general  governmental  activities;  the  annexation  of  additional  ter- 
ritory; the  natural  increase  of  expenses  on  account  of  the  growth  of 
the  city  and  the  need  for  a  larger  municipal  operation,  especially  in 
connection  with  the  police  and  fire  departments,  produces  inevitably 
a  need  for  a  larger  appropriation. 

In  connection  with  the  present  management  of  the  various  de- 
partments supplied  through  the  general  fund  levy,  I  wish  to  assure  you 
that  we  are  now  meeting  all  current  expenses  out  of  the  levy  instead 
of  allowing  these  current  expenses  to  accumulate.  About  $1,220,000.00 
of  bonds  were  made  necessary  in  the  last  three  years  to  meet  current 
expenses,  most  of  which  were  reduced  to  judgments  in  court  against 
the  city.  Such  a  management  of  city  affairs  is  inexcusable  and  cre- 
ated a  burden  upon  the  present  administration  which  should  not  have 
been  necessary  had  the  administrations  carried  on  the  business  of  the 
city  as  it  is  now  carried  en,  by  the  payment  of  current  expenses  as  they 
become  due  and  out  of  the  general  fund  levy  and  appropriations. 

The  other  increases  are  reflected  in  the  items  of  city  sinking 
fund;  park  district  bond  fund;  recreation;  board  of  health;  flood  pre- 
vention sinking;  and  municipal  improvement  certificate  fund,  all  of 
which,  except  recreation  and  board  of  health,  are  made  necessary  on 
account  of  an  increase  in  the  interest  charges  and  redemptions.  The 
increase  of  one  cent  (.01)  in  the  board  of  health  is  reflected  in  an 
increase  of  expenses  necessary  in  connection  with  the  operation  of 
the  city  hospital  and  the  increase  of  one-half  cent  (.005)  in  recreation 
means  no  particular  increase  of  expenditures  over  1929  and  the  depart- 
ment is  assuming  certain  additional  activities  heretofore  carried  by 
the  park  department.  There  is  a  total  increase  of  eight  and  one-half 
cents  (.085),  but  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  one  cent  (.01)  in  the 
sanitation  fund  and  of  one-half  cent  (.005)  in  the  war  memorial  fund, 
and  these  decreases,  according  to  figures  furnished  by  the  office  of  the 
city  controller,  will  not  cause  any  failure  to  provide  for  the  necessary 
redemption  and  interest  charges  of  either  of  those  funds. 

In  presenting  this  budget  and  the  proposed  tax  levy  of  $1.17, 
being  an  increase  of  seven  cents  (.07)  over  last  year,  I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  much  consideration  and  work  has  been  given  by  the  office 
of  the  city  controller  and  this  office,  and  we  have  made  every  effort  to 
keep  the  budget  as  low  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  growing  needs 
and  increased  activities  in  every  department  of  the  city  government. 

No  specific  provision  has  been  made  for  a  contingent  fund,  as 
was  provided  last  year  by  an  appropriation  of  $50,000.00.  The  tabula- 
tion of  the  city  controller  and  this  office  would  indicate  that  on  this 
levy  there  is  a  possible  amount  aggregating  $35,000.00  or  more  of  an 
unexpended  balance.  Whether  the  total  expenses  of  the  city  next  year 
will  be  increased  or  decreased  by  a  city  manager  form  of  government 
no  one  can  accurately  state,  but  we  have  assumed  that  at  least  there 
will  not  be  need  for  an  increase  of  the  budget  in  any  department 
which  will  aggregate  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  estimated  balance  for  the 
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year,  and  in  view  of  this  situation,  we  are  not  recommending  any  ad- 
ditional contingent  fund. 

Of  course,  if  the  council  should  feel  disposed  to  create  a  con- 
tingent fund  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  a  new  city  manager  form  of 
government  with  unappropriated  money  for  disposal  in  any  manner, 
which  might  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  new  government,  such  action 
of  the  council  will  be  approved  by  this  department.  However,  the  form 
of  the  ordinance  of  appropriation  being  submitted  herewith  contains 
sections  3  and  4  which,  in  substance,  provide  that  all  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  this  budget  and  allocated  to  the  separate  divisions  and 
departments  shall  constitute  an  aggregate  appropriation  and  be  subject 
to  such  re-allocation  as  the  city  manager  form  of  government  may  deem 
necessary  and  that  no  official  or  employee  shall  have  a  vested  right  to 
receive  the  amount  set  out  in  the  budget  transmitted  (except  where 
otherwise  provided  by  law)  and  such  salaries  may  be  decreased  and 
subject  to  control  by  the  executive  department,  and  that  no  compensa- 
tion shall  be  increased  except  by  ordinance  and  where  funds  are  avail- 
able for  such  purpose. 

With  the  estimated  unappropriated  balance  hereinbefore  referred 
to  and  with  the  elastic  provisions  of  the  ordinance  submitted,  just  above 
referred  to,  it  would  appear  that  ample  and  proper  provision  has  been 
made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  new  form  of  government  and  its 
operation.

of  said  city  or  as  may  be  required  by  law,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
money  to  be  used  for  the  building  of  certain  new  bridges  over  the) 
canal  at  Walnut  street  and  over  Pleasant  Run  at  Ritter  avenue,  and 
for  the  repair  and  reconstruction  of  the  existing  bridge  over  Pleasant

WHEREAS,  there  is  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds 
in  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with  which  to  meet  the 
aforesaid  expenditures  for  the  improvements  indicated  and  there  be- 
ing no  appropriation  heretofore  made  by  the  Common  Council  there- 
for, and  it  being  necessary  for  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  to  borrow 
the  aforesaid  total  of  eighty-six  thousand  dollars  ($86,000)  in  order  to 
procure  a  fund  to  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  set  out  herein  as  afore- 
said and  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  in  said  amount,  payable  from  the 
general  revenues  and  funds  of  said  city,  or  as  may  be  otherwise  au- 
thorized or  required  by  law,  including  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  state  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Cor- 
porations," approved  March  6,  1905,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  supplemental  thereto;   NOW,  THEREFORE, 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Ivdianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  city  controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized, for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  two  new  bridges  and  the  reconstruction  and  repair  of  the 
existing  bridge  and  for  the  changes  in  the  various  wires  of  the  Game- 
well  System,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  all  as  more  fully  set 
cut  in  the  preamble,  to  prepare,  issue  and  sell  eighty-six  (86)  new 
bends  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  county,  Indiana,  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each,  which  bends  shall  bear  the  date  of 
October  1,  1929,  and  shall  be  numbered  one  (1)  to  eighty-six  (86),  both

Secticn  2.  The  city  controller  shall,  as  scon  as  possible  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  advertise  for  bids  or  proposals  for  said 
bonds,  by  at  least  one  (1)  insertion  each  week  for  two  (2)  weeks  in 
two  (2)  daily  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published 
in  the  English  language  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  as 
required  and  authorized  by  law,  and  may  otherwise  advertise  for  such 
bids  or  proposals  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  Such  advertisement  shall

If  the  city  controller  shall  award  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  bonds  upon  any  bid  or  proposal  he  shall  de- 
liver the  certified  or  cashier's  check  accompanying  same  to  the  city 
treasurer,  who  shall  thereupon  present  the  same  for  payment  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  collect  the  same  and  shall  hold  the  proceeds  collected 
thereon  until  the  completion  or  the  purchase  and  the  payment  for  the 
bonds  so  awarded.  If,  for  any  reason,  said  check  shall  not  be  paid 
upon  presentation,  such  non-payment  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  a 
breach  of  contract  for  purchase  of  said  bonds  upon  the  part  of  the 
purchaser,  and  the  city,  in  that  event,  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
advertise  said  bonds  for  sale  at  once,  and  shall,  in  such  event,  retain 
said  check  and  shall  have  the  right  to  collect  the  same  for  its  own 
use,  and  said  check  and  proceeds  thereof,  when  collected,  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  as  agreed  and  liquidated  damages  for  such  breach  of  con- 
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tract,  and  as  a  paymsnt  thereof  to  the  city.  In  case  any  successful 
bidder  shall  fail  to  complete  the  purchase  price  of  the  bonds  so 
awarded  and  to  pay  for  the  same  within  the  time  and  manner  herein 
required,  or  which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  city  controller  as  herein 
provided,  the  proceeds  of  such  certified  or  cashier's  check  deposited  by 
such  bidder  shall  be  taken,  considered  and  deemed  as  agreed  and 
liquidated  carnages  for  the  breach  of  such  bidder's  contract  or  purchase 
and  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  as  a  payment  to  the  city  for  such  dam- 
ages, and  shall  be  retained  and  held  by  said  city  for  its  use,  but  if  such 
successful  bidder  shall  complete  the  purchase  of  said  bonds  awarded  to 
him  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof  anc.  his  bid  and  award  thereon, 
said  proceeds  of  said  certified  or  cashier's  check  shall  thereupon  be 
returned  to  such  bidder,  or  at  the  option  of  the  city  controller  at  the 
time  of  the  completion  of  the  sale  and  payment  for  the  bonds  said 
proceeds  of  said  certified  or  cashier's  check  may  be  applied  and  deemed 
a  payment  en  account  of  the  purchase  of  said  bones.

ing bridge,  as  hereinbefore  set  out  and  as  provided  in  the  three  (3) 
resolutions  of  said  Boara  of  Public  Works,  all  as  hereinbefore  set  out; 
and  the  total  sum  of  thirty-five  thcusand  dollars  ($35,000)  to  the  Board 
cf  Public  Safety  for  the  work  upon  police  and  fire  alarm  wires  of  the 
Gamewell  System,  as  hereinbefore  set  out,  and  as  proviced  for  by  the 
action  of  said  Board  cf  Public  Safety,  all  as  hereinbefore  set  out;  and 
the  same  shal  constitute  and  continue  as  appropriations  in  the  several 
amounts  and  for  the  specified  purposes  as  hereinbefore  set  out  until  all 
cf  said  improvements  have  been  ruly  made  and  paid  for. 

Section  8.  The  mayor,  the  city  controller  and  the  corporation 
counsel  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  publish  notices  of  the 
herein  determination  to  issue  bonds  as  required  by  law. 

Section  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  mayor.

Dear  Mr.  Raub: 

There  is  no  group  more  sincerely  interested  in  the  new  municipal 
airport  than  the  members  of  the  Solo  Club.  There  are  members  in 
this  group  who  have  been  actively  engaged  in  flying  ever  since  the 
World  War,  and  aviation  as  a  vocation,  will  continue  to  interest  a  large 
percentage  of  our  members.  For  these  reasons  the  club  feels  sincerely 
interested  in  aiding  the  city  to  provide  a  well  advanced  plan  to  take  care 
of  aviation   development. 

We  singly  and  as  a  group  have  considered  entrance  into  the  port, 
and  feel  that  the  method  of  reaching  the  same  is  one  of  the  primary 
factors,  which  will  later  determine  the  ports  success  or  failure  to  a 
large  degree.  We  wish  you  to  know  that  we  feel  the  winding,  narrow 
and  difficult  to  follow  route,  out  Kentucky  and  Oliver  avenues  would 
be  a  distinct  disadvantage  to  the  port.  Such  a  route  would  fail  to 
take  into  consideration  the  desirability  of  making  it  easy  for  persons 
west  of  the  city  as  well  as  our  own  citizens  to  reach  the  port.  We  feel 
after  due  consideration  that  a  broad  entrance  north  to  the  National 
Road  is  by  far  the  better  method  of  entrance  and  the  most  easily  and 
quickly    developed. 

There  is  also  no  doubt  about  its  being  the  cheapest  broad  route 
to  acquire,  as  only  $30,000.00  is  needed  to  provide  a  100-foot  roadway 
north  to  the  National  Road.  The  other,  or  the  Kentucky  and  Oliver 
avenue  route  would  require  broadening  and  straightening  and  extensive 
improvement  for  one-half  of  the  total  distance  from  the  centre  of  the 
city  to  the  port,  and  our  citizens  are  now  familiar  with  the  high  cost 
of  such  improvement. 

We  therefore  respectfully  urge  that  you  take  immediate  steps 
to  acquire  the  ground  necessary  for  the  entrance  from  the  National 
Road.  We  are  anxious  that  all  reasonable  speed  be  used  in  the  com- 
pleting of  Indianapolis's  new  aviation  centre  so  that  our  city  will  soon 
be  in  a  fair  way  to  compete  with  other  progressive  cities  in  bringing 
the  new  aviation  manufacturers  here  to  Indianapolis.

($.0025)  cents  for  war  memorial  sinking  fund  on  each  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars  valuation  of  such  taxable  property;  two  ($.02)  cents 
for  street  resurfacing  fund  on  each  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  valu- 
ation of  such  taxable  property;  all  of  which  levies  are  duly  authorized 
by  specific  laws. 

Section  2.  That  the  auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  be  and 
is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  place  all  such  tax  levies  upon  the 
property  tax  duplicates,  and  the  county  treasurer  of  such  county,  ex- 
officio  city  treasurer,  be  and  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  collect 
same  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  each  of  said  departments  there- 
of, and  make  due  report  thereof,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  3.  That  the  budgets  of  appropriations  of  each  of  the 
several  departments  of  sanitation,  health,  tuberculosis  prevention,  school 
health,  parks,  and  recreation,  submitted  to  the  City  Council,  shall  be 
as  indicated  in  the  following  tables.

A  bulk  oil  storage  sta- 
tion is  herein  defined  as  a  place  where  crude  petroleum,  gasoline,  naph- 
tha, benzine,  benzol,  kerosine,  rock  oil,  and  earth  oil,  or  any  other 
liquid,  except  such  as  will  stand  a  test  of  150  degrees  fahrenheit,  closed 
cup  tester,  are  stored  in  quantities,  for  wholesale  purposes  only,  where 
the  aggregate  capacity  of  all  storage  tanks  is  more  than  eight  thousand 
eight  hundred  (8,800)   gallons. 

A  filling  station  is  defined  herein  as  a  place  where  gasoline,  kero- 
sine, or  any  other  fuel  for  operating  motor  vehicles,  is  offered  for  sale 
to  the  public  and  deliveries  are  made  through  measuring  pumps  or 
meters  into  the  tanks  of  motor  vehicles. 
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Section  B-715.  No  filing  station  as  defined  herein  shall  be  estab- 
lished, erected  or  installed  within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of 
any  bulk  storage  station  as  defined  herein,  nor  shall  any  bulk  oil  stor- 
age station  be  constructed,  erected  or  installed  within  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  of  any  filling  station  as  defined  herein,  nor  shall  any  filling 
station  as  defined  herein  be  constructed,  erected  or  installed  within 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  place  or  location  where  a  railway  com- 
pany or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  has  established  or  proposes  to 
establish  an  unloading  place  for  unloading  the  contents  of  any  tank 
car  containing  crude  petroleum,  gasoline,  naphtha,  benzine,  camphine, 
carbon  oil,  spirit  gas,  burning  fluids,  alcohol,  spirits  of  turpentine,  kero- 
sine,  rock  oil  and  earth  oil. 

Section  B-716.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  transfer  kerosine,  gasoline, 
or  any  other  fuel  for  operating  motor  vehicles  from  any  motor-driven 
tank,  truck  or  horse-drawn  tank  wagon  into  the  fuel  tank  of  any 
motor  vehicle  upon  the  public  streets,  alleys  or  highways  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

rules  and  regulations  in  connection  therewith  and  I  have  the  privilege 
of  requesting  that  this  ordinance  be  considered  by  your  honorable  body 
and  adopted  as  a  general  ordinance  of  this  city. 

Certain  public  spirited  citizens  of  Indianapolis  have  organized  a 
Citizen's  Police  Radio  Commission  and  through  this  commission,  var- 
ious donations  and  gifts  are  being  made  and  doubtless  further  gifts 
and  donations  will  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  installing, 
operating  and  maintaining  a  radio  sigal  and  communcation  system  in 
the  Indianapolis  Police  Department.  Whatever  gifts  or  donations  are 
made  will  be  and  are  now  being  tendered  as  gifts  to  the  City  of  In- 
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dianapolis  for  such  purpose.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  such  gifts 
be  accepted  by  the  City  Council  and  made  available  for  the  purpose 
intended. 

The  Board  of  Public  Safety  is  engaged  in  working  out  in  the 
Police  Department  a  special  bureau  to  establish,  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  a  radio  signal  and  communicating  service  and  will  handle 
the  gifts  and  donations  as  they  are  received  by  the  city  in  the  same 
manner  as  public  funds  of  the  city  are  handled  and  expended.  The 
Bureau  and  its  management  and  control  will  be  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  and  therefore  a  public  instrument  of 
the  city. 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  a  Radio  Bureau  in  our  Police 
Department  has  been  under  consideration  for  some  time  and  the  very 
generous  action  of  the  Citizen's  Commission  and  the  various  donors  to 
this  fund  is  a  matter  which  we  fully  appreciate.  Many  other  cities  are 
establishing  such  a  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  successfully  oper- 
ating the  same.  It  is  not  therefore  exactly  an  experiment.  In  fact,  the 
use  of  the  radio  in  the  apprehension  of  criminal  conduct  and  the  pre- 
vention of  crime,  as  well  as  conviction  of  criminals,  seems  to  be  an 
established  fact  and  a  positive  instrument  efficient  for  that  purpose. 
At  least,  on  account  of  the  public  interest  manifested  in  Indianapolis  in 
this  effort,  I  feel  certain  your  honorable  body  will  see  the  necessity  of 
providing  for  such  a  bureau  in  our  own  police  department.  I  have 
the  honor  therefore  to  request,  after  due  consideration,  the  proposed 
ordinance,  and  at  the  time  the  ordinance  is  up  for  final  consideration, 
whatever  the  gifts  and  donations  may  amount  to  may  be  insertd  into 
the  ordinance  before  final  passage.

INTRODUCTION   OF   GENERAL   ORDINANCES

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  77,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE,  transferring  certain  sums  of  money  from  cer- 
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tain  funds  and  reappropriating  the  same  to  other  department  funds  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  fixing  a  time  when  same  shall 
take  effect. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollar  ($900.00)  now  in 
Municipal  Garage  Fund  72  Equipment,  and  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dol- 
lars ($600.00)  now  in  Municipal  Garage  Fund  No.  45  Repair  Parts,  be 
transferred  therefrom  and  the  entire  sum,  namely  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1500.00)  be  and  is  hereby  reappropriated  to  Municipal  Garage 
Fund  No.  33  Garage  and  Motor  Supplies. 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  now  in 
Municipal  Garage  Fund  No.  72  Equipment,  be  and  is  hereby  transferred 
therefrom  and  reappropriated  as  follows: 

Five  hundred  twenty  dollars  to  Weights  and  Measures  Depart- 
ment Fund  No.  72  "Equipment." 

Eighty  dollars  ($80.00)  to  Weights  and  Measures  Department  Fund 
No.  38  "Office  Supplies." 

.Section  3.  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  City  Plan 
Fund  No.  11  "Engineer"  and  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars 
($450.00)  City  Plan  Fund  No.  11  "Secretary"  be  transferred  therefrom 
and  reappropriated  as  follows: 

Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to  City  Plan  Fund  No.  11  "Secre- 
tary-Engineer." 

Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400.00)  to  City  Plan  Fund  No.  11  "Drafts- 
man." 

Fifty  Dollars    ($50.00)    to   City  Plan  Fund  No.   24   "Printing  and 

Advertising." 

Section  4.  That  the  following  funds  under  Street  Commissioner 
Department  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  therefrom  and  reappropriated 
as  follows:

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  78,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE,  authorizing  the  sale  of  eight  hundred  seventy- 
five  (875)  new  bonds  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  each,  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  payable  from  the  sinking  funds  of  said 
city  or  from  the  general  funds,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law,  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  money  with  which  to  pay  certain  fees  to  the  hos- 
pital consultant,  architects  and  engineers  for  professional  services  in 
connection  with  the  construction  program  at  the  Indianapolis  City 
Hospital,  and  to  make  the  following  improvements  on  premises  belong- 
ing to  said  city  at  and  adjacent  to  the  present  city  hospital  grounds: 
to  erect  a  five  (5)  story  service,  laboratory  and  out  patient  building,  in- 
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eluding  the  installation  therein  of  necessary  plumbing,  heating,  lighting, 
ventilating,  power  and  elevator  equipment;  to  install  fire  alarm,  signal 
and  clock  systems;  to  construct,  erect,  and  equip  a  laundry  building 
and  necessary  connecting  tunnel;  to  procure  and  provide  for  the  in- 
stallation of  necessary  refrigeration  equipment;  to  make  necessary  alter- 
ations and  additions  within  the  buildings  now  on  said  premises  in  the 
electric  light,  power,  water,  steam  and  return  and  water  supply  systems; 
also  providing  for  legal  notice,  providing  for  the  time  and  manner  of 
advertising  sales  of  bonds  and  of  receipt  of  bids  therefor,  together  with 
the  mode  and  terms  of  sale;  appropriating  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  or 
sales  of  bonds  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Charities  of  said  city, 
and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  1928,  passed 
a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  an  emergency  exists  at  the  city  hospital 
on  account  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  having  theretofore  condemned  the 
old  hospital  building,  and  on  account  of  inadequate  and  insufficient  ac- 
commodations at  the  city  hospital  for  the  proper  care  and  treatment 
of  the  indigent  sick  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  was  deemed  necessary  to  construct  certain  buildings  and  additions  and 
make  certain  improvements  at  said  city  hospital,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  by  its  said  resolution  declared  that  it 
would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  in- 
habitants that  a  hospital  consultant  be  employed  to  advise  with  this 
Board  and  its  architects  and  engineers  in  said  contemplated  construc- 
tion program,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
pursuant  to  said  resolution  of  this  Board  and  in  compliance  with  the 
request  of  this  Board,  did,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1928,  pass  General 
Ordinance  No.  68,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  to  this  Board  certain 
funds  with  which  to  employ  and  pay  a  hospital  consultant,  architects 
and  engineers  for  the  furtherance  of  said  contemplated  construction 
program,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board,  pursuant  to  said  General  Ordinance  No. 
68  did,  on  the  3d  day  of  December,  1928,  enter  into  a  contract  with  one 
Christopher  G.  Parnell  of  Rochester,  New  York,  as  hospital  consultant 
to  make  a  survey  of  the  needs  of  requirements  of  said  city  hospital  and 
consult  and  advise  with  this  Board  with  reference  to  the  buildings  nec- 
essary to  be  erected  and  other  improvements  necessary  to  be  made  at 
said  city  hospital  to  meet  the  requirements  of  said  city  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  hospital  consultant,  after  making  a  thorough 
study  and  survey  of  the  present  facilities  and  the  requirements  to  meet 
the  immediate  needs  of  the  indigent  sick  of  said  city  at  said  city  hos- 
pital, reported  that  among  the  improvements  which  should  be  made 
without  delay  should  be  included  the  following:  the  erection  and  equip- 
ment of  a  modern  power  plant  with  connecting  tunnels  and  distributing 
system;  the  erection  of  a  service,  laboratory  and  out  patient  building  of 
at  least  five  (5)  stories  in  height,  including  therein  plumbing,  heating, 
lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator  equipment;  the  installation  of 
complete  fire  alarm,  signal  and  clock  systems;  the  erection  and  equip- 
ment of  a  modern  laundry  building  with  necessary  connecting  tunnel; 
the  installation  of  new  refrigeration  equipment;  the  making  of  necessary 
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alterations  and  additions  within  the  useful  buildings  now  on  said  prem- 
ises in  the  electric  light,  power,  water  and  steam  and  return  systems,  and 
water  supply  system,  so  as  to  connect  them  with  the  new  distributing- 
system;  also  the  construction  of  two  units  of  a  Principal  Hospital  Ward 
building  of  seven  (7)  stories  in  height,  so  designed  that  it  may  ulti- 
mately comprise  three  units,  all  eleven  (11)  stories  in  height;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  by  proper  resolution  concurred  in  and  ap- 
proved of  the  report  and  recommendations  of  its  said  hospital  consul- 
tant in  the  above  particulars,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board,  pursuant  to  said  General  Ordinance  No. 
68  of  the  year  1928  and  its  said  resolution,  thereupon  entered  into  con- 
tracts as  follows:  with  Robert  Frost  Daggett,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
as  architect,  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  power 
plant  building  and  tunnel  system  and  also  for  the  proposed  service, 
laboratory  and  out  patient  building;  with  Charles  R.  Ammerman,  of 
said  city,  as  engineer,  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for  the  installa- 
tion of  the  proper  and  necessary  equipment  in  said  power  plant  and 
connecting  tunnels,  and  for  a  complete  distributing  system;  and  with 
Vonnegut,  Bohn  &  Mueller,  of  said  city,  as  architects  to  draw  plans 
and  specifications  for  said  proposed  service,  laboratory  and  out  patient 
building;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board,  because  of  the  lack  of  funds  therefor,  has 
not  yet  employed  architects  or  engineers  to  draw  plans  and  specifications 
for  other  improvements  so  recommended  by  said  hospital  consultant 
and  approved  by  the  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  contracts  have  already  been  let  for  the  construction, 
erection  and  equipment  of  said  proposed  power  plant  and  connecting- 
tunnels  and  complete  distributing  system  according  to  plans  and  speci- 
ficatios  therefor  submitted  by  the  aforesaid  architect  and  engineer  em- 
ployed therefor;  and 

WHEREAS,  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  have  been 
submitted  to  this  Board  and  approved  by  it,  for  the  proposed  service, 
laboratory  and  out  patient  building  and  also  for  the  two  units  of  said 
proposed  principal  hospital  ward  building;   and 

WHEREAS,  estimates  of  the  probable  cost  of  all  the  other  afore- 
mentioned improvements  so  recommended  by  said  hospital  consultant, 
have  likewise  been  furnished  by  the  aforesaid  hospital  consultant,  archi- 
tects and  engineer;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  feels  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  that  contracts  be  let  without  delay  for  all  the 
aforementioned  improvements,  except  said  principal  hospital  ward  build- 
ing; and 

WHEREAS,  there  were  not  sufficient  funds  received  from  the  sale 
of  bonds  authorized  by  General  Ordinance  No.  68  of  the  year  1928  with 
which  to  pay  the  aforesaid  hospital  consultant,  architects  and  engineers 
for  their  services  in  furnishing  preliminary  studies,  sketches,  drawings 
and  final  plans  and  specifications  for  all  of  the  aforementioned  im- 
provements so  remommended  by  said  hospital  consultant  and  approved 
by  this  Board;    and 
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WHEREAS,  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Board  to  enter  into  other 
and  further  contracts  with  architects  and  engineers  to  supervise  the 
construction  and  installation  of  all  the  aforementioned  improvements 
which  it  is  proposed  to  be  made  at  this  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  after  being  duly  advised,  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  cost  of  making  the  aforesaid  additional  improvements  (except 
said  principal  hospital  ward  building),  and  supervising  the  same,  to- 
gether with  the  additional  cost,  not  heretofore  provided  for,  of  plans, 
drawings  and  specifications  covering  the  aforesaid  improvements  will 
be  eight  hundred  seventy-five  thousand   ($875,000)   dollars;   and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  not  now,  and  will  not  be,  sufficient  money 
in  the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with 
which  to  meet  the  aforesaid  expenditures  of  money  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  it  being  necessary  for  said  city  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  seventy-five  thousand  ($875,000.00)  dollars  therefor  and  to 
issue  and  sell  bonds  in  that  amount; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  that  an  ordinance  be  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis  and  to 
the  city  controller,  for  passage,  authorizing  the  issuance  and  sale  by 
the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  of  a  bond  issue  of  eight  hundred  seventy- 
five  thousand  ($875,000.00)  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
to  make  the  following  improvements  on  said  city  hospital  grounds:  to 
erect  a  five  (5)  story  service,  laboratory  and  out  patient  building,  in- 
cluding plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator 
equipment,  conforming  generally  to  the  plans  and  drawings  heretofore 
submitted  to  said  board  by  the  architect  heretofore  employed  therefor; 
also  to  erect  and  equip  a  laundry  building  adequate  for  the  needs  of  said 
city  hospital,  together  with  connecting  tunnel  therefor;  to  install  new 
refrigeration  equipment;  to  install  fire  alarm,  signal,  and  clock  systems 
in  the  various  buildings;  to  make  necessary  alterations  and  additions  to 
the  electric  power,  water  and  steam  systems  in  buildings  now  on  said 
premises  so  as  properly  to  connect  them  with  the  new  distributing  sys- 
tem to  be  installed  at  said  hospital;  also  to  engage,  employ  and  pay 
architects  and  engineers  for  the  proper  supervision  of  said  constructions, 
installations  and  alterations  as  aforesaid,  and  to  finish  paying  the  hos- 
pital consultant,  architects  and  engineers  for  drawings,  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  the  said  proposed  improvements  (including  two  units  of 
said  principal  hospital  ward  building)  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is,  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  deemed  necessary  and  proper  Tor  the  best  interests  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants  to  improve  the  conditions 
with  reference  to  the  proper  and  adequate  health  protection  at  said  city 
hospital,  and 

WHEREAS,  for  said  purposes,  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  advis- 
able at  the  present  time  to  make  the  following  improvements  on  prem- 
ises now  owned  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  at  and  adjacent  to  the 
present  city  hospital  grounds;  to  build  a  five  (5)  story  service,  laboratory 
and  out  patient  building,  including  therein  necessary  and  suitable  plumb- 
ing, heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator  equipment;  to  build 
and  equip  a  modern  laundry  and  connecting  tunnel,  adequate  for  the 
preset  and  future  eeds  of  said  city  hospital;  to  install  new  refrigeration 
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equipment;  to  install  fire  alarm,  signal  and  clock  systems  in  the  various 
buildings;  to  make  necessary  alterations  and  additions  to  the  electric 
light,  power,  water,  and  steam  systems  in  buildings  now  on  said  prem- 
ises, so  as  properly  to  connect  them  with  the  new  distributing  system 
to  be  installed;  also  to  engage,  employ  and  pay  architects  and  engineers 
for  the  proper  supervision  of  said  constructions,  installations  and  altera- 
tions; and  to  finish  paying  the  hospital  consultant,  architects  and  engi- 
neers for  drawings  plans  and  specifications  for  the  aforesaid  proposed 
improvements  (including  two  units  of  said  principal  hospital  ward 
building),  and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds  in 
the  treasury  of  said  city  with  which  to  accomplish  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  borrow 
for  said  purposes  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  seventy-five  thousand  ($875,- 
000.00)  dollars,  and  to  provide  for  and  secure  the  repayment  thereof, 
and  to  evidence  said  indebtedness,  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  in  said 
amount,  payable  from  the  general  funds  or  from  the  sinking  fund  of 
said  city,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law;  therefore 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  : 

Section  1.  That  the  city  controller  be,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  prepare,  issue  and  sell  seight  hundred  seventy- 
five  (875)  new  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana, 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000.00)  dollars  each,  for  the  purposes  of 
procuring  money  with  which  to  improve  and  better  the  conditions  with 
reference  to  the  proper  and  adequate  health  protection  for  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants,  and  for  the  specific  purpose  of  making 
the  following  improvements  on  the  grounds  now  owned  by  said  city  at 
and  adjacent  to  the  present  city  hospital;  to  build  a  five  (5)  story  service, 
laboratory  and  cut  patient  building,  including  therein  necessary  and 
proper  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator 
equipment;  to  build  and  equip  a  modern  laundry  and  connecting  tunnel 
adequate  for  the  present  and  future  needs  of  said  Indianapolis  city 
hospital;  to  install  new  refrigeration  equipment;  to  install  fire  alarm, 
signal  and  clock  systems  throughout  the  various  buildings  where  needed; 
to  make  necessary  alterations  and  additions  to  the  electric  power,  water 
and  steam  and  return  systems  and  water  supply  system  in  buildings  now 
on  said  premises  so  as  properly  to  connect  them  with  the  new  distribut- 
ing system  to  be  installed  at  said  city  hospital;  also  to  engage,  employ 
and  pay  architects  and  engineers  for  the  proper  supervision  of  the  said 
constructions,  installations  and  alterations  as  aforesaid,  and  to  finish 
paying  the  hospital  consultant,  architects  and  engineers  for  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  aforesaid  proposed  improvements  so  recommended 
by  said  hospital  consultant  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  (in- 
cluding two  units  of  said  principal  hospital  ward  building).  Said  bonds 
shall  bear  date  of  December  1st,  1929,  and  shall  be  numbered  from  one 
(1)  to  eight  hundred  seventy-five  (875),  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be 
designated  "CITY  HOSPITAL  BONDS  1929— ISSUE  NO.  2,"  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent  (4%%)  per  annum 
payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of 
July  of  each  year,  for  the  period  of  said  bonds,  and  said  installments 
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of  interest  shall  be  evidenced  by  interest  coupons  attached  to  said 
bonds;  said  bonds  shall  mature  and  be  payable  at  the  rate  of  forty-three 
thousand  ($43,000.00)  dollars  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year  for 
nineteen  (19)  consecutive  years,  beginning  with  the  year  1932,  and  end- 
ing with  the  year  1950,  and  the  remaining  fifty-eight  thousand  ($58,- 
000.00)  dollars  of  said  bonds  to  mature  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1951; 
the  first  coupon  attached  to  each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  for  the  interest 
on  said  bond  from  date  of  issue  until  the  first  day  of  July,  1931.  Said 
bonds  and  interest  coupons  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  at  the  city 
treasurer's  office  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Said  bonds  sha31 
be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Controller  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  affix  the  seal  of  said  city  to 
each  of  said  bonds,  and  the  interest  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds 
shall  be  authenticated  by  lithographic  facsimile  of  'the  signature  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Controller  of  said  city  engraved  thereon,  which  shall 
for  all  purposes  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  equivalent  to  a  manual  sign- 
ing thereof.  Said  bonds  shall  be  prepared  by  the  City  Controller  in  due 
form,  irrevocably  pledging  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  stipulated  therein,  re- 
spectively. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  controller  of  said  city  at  the  time 
of  the  issue  and  negotiation  of  said  bonds,  to  register  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose,  all  of  said  bonds  so  issued  and  negotiated  in  serial 
numbers,  beginning  with  number  one  (1)  giving  also  the  date  of  their 
issuance,  their  amount,  date  of  maturity,  rate  of  interest,  and  the  time 
and  place  where  said  interest  shall  be  payable.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  following  form,  all  blanks  for  number  and  dates  to 
be  properly  filled  in  before  the  issuance  thereof.

The  city  controller  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  after  the  publication  of  the  notice 
of  the  herein  determination  to  issue  such  bonds  as  provided  in  section 
eight  (8)  hereof,  advertise  for  bids  or  proposals  for  said  bonds  by  at 
least  one  (1)  insertion  each  week  for  two  (2)  weeks  in  two  (2)  daily 
newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  may  otherwise  advertise  for  such  bids 
or  proposals  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  Said  advertisements  shall 
describe  said  bonds  with  such  minuteness  and  particularity  as  the  city 
controller  may  see  fit  and  shall  set  forth  the  amount  of  the  bonds  to 
be  sold  and  the  rate  of  interest  they  may  bear,  that  the  bidder  may 
bid  for  all  or  any  part  of  said  bonds,  the  date  of  opening  bids  or  pro- 
posals therefor,  the  right  of  the  city  controller  to  reject  any  or  all  bids, 
the  amount  of  deposit  which  each  bidder  will  be  required  to  make,  and 
when  and  where  the  bonds  shall  be  delivered  and  paid  for.

sole  judge  of  the  sufficiency  or  insufficiency  of  any  bid.  He  may  also 
in  his  judgment  and  discretion  award  a  part  of  said  bonds  to  one  bidder 
and  a  part  to  another  bidder.

taken  and  deemed  as  a  payment  to  the  city  for  such  damages,  and  shall 
be  retained  and  held  by  said  city  for  its  use,  but  if  such  successful  bidder

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said  certified  check  shall  thereupon  be  returned  to  such  bidder,  or  at

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana : 

Section  1.     That  section  2  of  General  Ordinance  No.  73,  1929,  be 
termination  to  issue  bonds  as  required  by  law. 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  2.    That  General  Ordinance  No.  121,  1925,  being  an  or- 


i   - 
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dinance  concerning  the  government  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  provid- 
ing penalties  for  its  violations  and,  with  stated  exceptions,  repealing 
all  former  ordinances  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  25,  1929, 
be  amended  as  follows: 

"Section  b-714.  A  bulk  oil  storage  station  is  herein  defined  as  a 
place  where  crude  petroleum,  gasoline,  naphtha,  benzine,  benzol,  kero- 
sene, rock  oil  and  earth  oil  or  any  other  liquid  except  such  as  will  stand 
a  test  of  150  degrees  Fahrenheit,  closed  cup  tester,  are  stored  in  quan- 
tities, for  wholesale  purposes  only,  where  the  aggregate  capacity  of  all 
storage  tanks  is  more  than  eight  thousand  eight  hundred  (8,800)  gallons. 

"A  filling  station  is  defined  herein  as  a  place  where  gasoline,  kero- 
sene or  any  other  fuel  for  operating  motor  vehicles',  is  offered  for  sale 
to  the  public  and  deliveries  are  made  through  measuring  pumps  or 
meters  into  the  tanks  of  motor  vehicles. 

"Section  b-715.  No  filling  station  as  defined  herein  shall  be  estab- 
lished, erected  or  installed  within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of 
any  bulk  storage  station  as  defined  herein,  nor  shall  any  bulk  oil  storage 
station  be  constructed,  erected  or  installed  within  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  of  any  filling  station  as  defined  herein,  nor  shall  any  filling  station 
as  defined  herein  be  constructed,  erected  or  installed  within  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  of  any  place  or  location  where  a  railway  company  or  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  has  established  or  proposes  to  establish  an 
unlading  place  for  unloading  the  contents  of  any  tank  car  containing 
crude  petroleum,  gasoline,  naphtha,  benzine,  camphine,  carbon  oil,  spirit 
gas,  burning  fluids,  alcohol,  spirits  of  turpentine,  kerosene,  rock  oil  or 
earth  oil;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  herein  shall  pre- 
vent the  connection  of  bulk  storage  tanks  and  filling  station  tanks  in- 
stalled within  the  radii  defined  above,  and  provided  further  that  the  lines 
making  such  connection  between  the  filling  station  tanks  and  bulk  stor- 
age tanks  are  valved  with  globe  valves,  safety  valves  and  bypass,  and 
that  such  lines  are  provided  with  a  safety  valve  and  globe  valve,  and 
provided  further  that  such  valves  and  bypass  connections  are  in  con- 
formance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  fire  marshal  and 
the  building  commission  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis." 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

SWITCH  CONTRACT 

AN  ORDINANCE  aproving  a  certain  contract  granting  F.  Hilge- 
meier  &  Brother,  Inc.,  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  a  sidetrack  or 
switch  across  Regent  street,  alley  north  of  Raymond  street  and  Raymond 
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street,  according  to  blue  print  attached,  in  the   City   of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to- wit:  on  the  23d  day  of  September,  1929, 
F.  Hilgemeier  and  Brother,  a  corporation,  filed  its  petition  before  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows: 

PETITION. 

To  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 
Gentlemen : 

We  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  for  permission  to 
lay  a  sidetrack  or  switch  across  Regent  street,  alley  north  of  Raymond 
street  and  Raymond  street,  crossing  Raymond  street  292'  west  of  the 
west  point  line  of  Brooker  street.  The  proposed  crossing  of  Raymond 
street  will  be  at  right  angles  and  at  the  grade  of  the  present  pavement. 
Said  sidetrack  or  switch  is  proposed  for  the  purpose  of  serving  our  new 
and  modern  packing  plant. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  This  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this 
23d  day  of  September,  1929,  by  and  between  F.  Hilgemeier  and  Brother, 
a  corporation,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of 
Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous 
of  securing  a  right-of-way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  the  main  line 
of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  across  Regent  street,  alley  north  of 
Raymond  street  and  Raymond  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which 
is  more  specifically  described  as  follows:  Starting  point  of  the  switch 
to  the  north  point  line  of  Regent  street  is  175',  crossing  the  north  point 
line  of  Regent  street  125'  west  of  the  west  point  line  of  Brooker  street. 
Crossing  the  south  point  line  of  Regent  street  161'  west  of  the  west 
point  line  of  Brooker  street.  Crossing  the  alley  north  of  Raymond 
street  on  the  north  point  line  248'  west  of  the  west  point  line  of  Brooker 
street.  Crossing  the  alley  north  of  Raymond  street  on  the  south  point 
line  251'  west  of  the  west  point  line-  of  Brooker  street.  Crossing  the 
north  point  line  of  Raymond  street  292'  west  of  the  west  point  line  of 
Brooker  street.  Crossing  said  Raymond  street  at  right  angles,  hereby 
covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  representatives 
and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and 
authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to- wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be 
safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicle  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall 
be  established  by  said  board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  super- 
vision and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised 
or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
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hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board, 
and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed 
by  the  Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by 
said  board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks,  pursuant  to 
any  plans  for  elevation  of  railway  tracks  now  or  hereafter  adopted. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Regent  street,  alley 
north  of  Raymond  street  and  Raymond  street  shall,  at  all  times  be  kept 
improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any 
kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to 
be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in 
moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  no  time  stopped  or  de- 
tained thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order 
of  said  board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the 
city  or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon 
said  party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten 
(10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatso- 
ever that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said 
track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  board  shall  in  no  wise  become 
a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or 
become  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  board  shall  be  the 
exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
to  promptly  repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification 
in  writing  of  ten  (10)  days,  said  board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  for  which 
expense  and  cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold 
said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all 
claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of 
said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that 
account  be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to 
pay  all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defend- 
ing against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with 
its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of 
the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract,  provided, 
however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  board  as  hereinafter 
set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act 
concerning  municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms 
and  provisions  stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party 
of  the  first  part  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain 
an  additional  sidetrack  or  switch  across  Regent  street,  alley  north  of 
Raymond  street  and  Raymond  street  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all 
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as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater 
certainty  marked  "exhibit  A."

Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Co.  the  right  to 
lay  and  maintain  a  sidetrack  or  switch  across  South  Belmont  avenue 
according  to  blue  print  attached,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1929,  the 
Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Co.  filed  then- 
petition  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
as  follows: 

PETITION 

To  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : 

We,  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.  Co.,  are  proposing  to  make  some  changes 
in  the  tracks  serving  the  J.  D.  Adams  Manufacturing  Company  at  Bel- 
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mont  avenue  in  order  to  provide  adequate  switching  facilities  for  the 
plant  extensions  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Adams  Co.,  and  also  to  take 
care  of  the  track  elevation  program  at  this  vicinity  to  be  completed  in 
the  near  future.  These  track  changes  call  for  the  extension  of  an 
existing  side  track  serving  Adams  Co.,  in  a  westerly  direction  across 
Belmont  avenue  at  the  grade  of  the  street,  the  new  crossing  to  be  about 
242  feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  our  eastward  main  track  across 
Belmont  avenue.

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous 
of  securing  a  right-of-way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  across  South  Bel- 
mont avenue,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically 
described  as  follows:

No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted 
to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be 
at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct 
public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order 
of  said  Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the 
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City  or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon 
said  party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten 
(10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever 
that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said  track 
or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a 
trespasser. 

5.  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or 
become  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be

WHEREAS,  the  said  Citizens'  Police  Radio  Commission  is  desir- 
ous of  turning  the  money  received  and  gifts  received  for  said  purposes 
over  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  Hon.  L. 
Ert  Slack,  is  in  sympathy  with  the  purposes  of  the  organization  of  the

Said  Board  of  Public  Safety  is  further 
authorized  herein  to  appoint  a  director  of  the  "Police  Radio  Signal 
Bureau"  and  a  supervisor  of  the  "Police  Radio  Signal  System." 

Section  2.  That  there  be  and  there  is  hereby  established  a  fund 
in  the  controller's  office  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  be  known  as 
the  "Police  Department  Radio  Signal  Bureau  Fund";  that  the  money 
accepted  herein  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  to  and  deposited  in  said 
fund  for  the  purposes  indicated  herein  and  none  other,  and  said  fund 
shall  be  administered  and  expended  as  are  other  public  funds,  and 
that  a  record  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  said  fund  shall  be 
kept  as  a  public  record  in  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety 
and  the  city  controller,  and  said  record  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to 
the  inspection  of  every  subscriber  and  the  general' public. 

Section  3.    That  the  sum  or  dollars 

( ),  heretofore  received  by  the  Citizens'  Police  Radio  Commission 

and  by  it  tendered  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  is  hereby  accepted  by 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  and  in  behalf  of 
the  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  purchasing,  constructing, 
installing,  operating  and  maintaining  a  radio  signal  bureau  and  com- 
munications system  for  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department,  and  said 
sum  of dollars  ($ )  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  the  "Police  Department  Radio  Signal  Bureau  Fund" 
established  herein  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  the  acceptance  thereof 
and  to  be  expended  and  accounted  for  as  are  other  public  funds  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis.

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Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That,  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  no 
motor  vehicle,  truck,  trailer  or  semi-trailer,  or  combined  unit  of  motor 
vehicle,  or  truck  having  four  wheels  or  less,  the  gross  weight  of  which, 
including  the  load,  is  more  than  twenty-eight  thousand  (28,000)  pounds; 
and  no  motor  vehicle  or  truck  having  a  greater  weight  than  twenty- 
two  thousand  four  hundred  (22,400)  pounds  on  any  one  axle;  and  no 
motor  vehicle,  truck  or  trailer,  having  a  greater  weight  than  eight  hun- 
dred (800)  pounds  per  inch  width  or  tire  upon  any  wheel  concentrated 
upon  the  surface  of  the  highway,  such  width,  in  the,  case  of  rubber  tires, 
to  be  measured  between  flanges  of  the  rim;  shall  be  used  or  operated 
upon  any  of  the  public  streets,  alleys  or  bridges  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis. 

That,  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  no  motor  vehicle, 
truck,  trailer  or  semi-trailer,  or  combined  unit  of  motor  vehicle  or  truck 
having  four  wheels  or  less,  the  width  of  which,  including  accessories, 
tires,  body  and  any  load  thereon,  is  more  than  nine  (9)  feet,  measured 
horizontally  through  any  section  of  the  above  described  vehicles,  shall 
be  used  or  operated  upon  any  of  the  public  streets,  alleys  or  bridges  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

In  special  cases  of  the  above  described  vehicles,  the  gross  weight 
of  which,  including  the  loads,  shall  exceed  the  respective  weights  herein- 
before prescribed,  or  the  overall  width  of  the  above  described  vehicles 
shall  exceed  the  width  hereinbefore  prescribed  may  be  used  or  operated 
upon  certain  designated  public  streets,  alleys  and  bridges  under  special 
permits  granted  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  special  permit  herein  required  for  the  operation 
of  a  motor  vehicle,  truck  or  trailer,  the  weight,  including  the  load  and 
width  of  which  exceeds  the  limits  prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  be  issued  by  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  The  permit  shall  be  issued 
for  either  a  single  trip  or  for  one  year,  but  not  beyond  the  date  of  ex- 
piration of  the  registration  of  such  vehicle.  The  permit  shall  state  the 
weight,  width,  state  license  number  and  owner  of  motor  vehicle,  also 
I  streets  to  be  used  and  the  time  limit  for  which  it  is  issued.  The  permit 
shall  be  issued  to  the  applicant  when  bond  has  been  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  This  permit  shall  be  obtained  be- 
fore such  vehicle  is  used  on  any  street,  alley  or  bridge. 

Whenever  any  applicant  shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  his  application  for  a  single  trip  permit,  to  operate  a  motor  ve- 
hicle, truck  or  trailer,  the  weight  including  load  or  width,  of  which 
exceeds  the  limits  prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  he  shall  furnish  to 
such  Board  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  with  surety  to  the  satisfaction 
of  said  Board  in  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  ($500.00)  Dollars,,  conditioned 
*upon  the  strict  compliance  with  the  terms  of  said  permit  as  to  route 
to  be  taken  and  time  limits  of  trip,  and  to  repair  or  compensate  for 
repairs  of  any  pavement,  sidewalk,  curb  or  sewer  catch  basin  or  man- 
hole, etc.,  which  might  be  damaged,  and  to  pay  all  damages  whatsoever 
occasioned  by  said  trip. 
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Said  bonds  to  be  released  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  when 
any  damages  which  might  have  occurred  have  been  settled. 

Whenever  any  applicant  shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  his  application  for  a  yearly  permit  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle, 
truck  or  trailer,  the  weight  including  load  or  width,  of  which  exceeds  the 
limits  prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  he  shall  furnish  to  such  Board  a 
sufficient  bond  with  surety  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Board  in  the  sum 
of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00),  conditioned  upon  the  strict  com- 
pliance with  the  terms  of  said  permit  as  to  route  to  be  taken,  repairs 
or  compensation  for  repairs  for  any  pavement,  sidewalk,  curb,  sewer 
catch  basin  or  manhole,  etc.,  which  might  be  damaged  and  to  pay 
all  damages  whatsoever  occasioned  by  said  vehicle  for  the  year  period, 
as  issued  by  permit. 

Said  bond  to  insure  repairs  at  any  time  when  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  before  the  expiration  of  the  bond,  and  shall  be 
released  by  said  Board  when  all  damages  which  might  have  occurred 
have  been  settled. 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  preventing  undue  injury  to  the 
city  streets,  alleys  and  bridges  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  Board 
of  Public  Safety  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  through  its  Police  Depart- 
ment, shall  have  the  power  to  order  entered  of  record  to  enforce  this 
ordinance  by  checking  the  weights  and  widths  of  any  vehicle,  truck  or 
trailer  hereinbefore  described  at  any  time  on  any  street  at  the  Board's 
discretion  and  no  motor  vehicle,  truck  or  trailer  shall  be  operated  over 
any  street,  alley  or  bridge  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  violation  of 
this  ordinance.  For  the  same  purpose  hereinbefore  mentioned,  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  have  the  power 
by  order  entered  of  record  to  issue  or  refuse  to  issue  the  permits  here- 
inbefore prescribed  and  control  the  maximum  weight  and  width  of  any 
motor  vehicle,  truck  or  trailer  and  the  load  transported  thereby. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  operator  of  any 
such  vehicle  to  use  any  street,  alley  or  bridge,  Whose  weight  or  width 
excteeds  the  limits  as  designated  hereinbefore  or  who  violates  the  con- 
dition as  stated  on  the  permit,  without  a  permit  which  must  be  carried 
upon  the  person  at  all  times  while  operating  the  vehicle  and  shown  to 
any  officer  empowered  to  enforce  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Any  person,  firm,  co-partnership  or  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  nor  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00). 

Section  6.  The  terms  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  of 
the  public  highways  or  bridges  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  or  controlled  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  nor  upon  any  boulevard  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Park  Board  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  nor  to  any  vehicle  of  the 
Police  or  Fire  Departments,  nor  to  any  ambulance  or  vehicle  of  any 
hospital  or  any  vehicle  owned  or  operated  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
while  being  used  in  their  respective  lines  of  duty. 
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Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, approval  by  the  mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

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INTRODUCTION   OF  GENERAL   ORDINANCES 

By  City  Controller: 

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  87,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE,  authorizing  the  sale  of  Eight  Hundred  Sev- 
enty-five (875)  new  bonds  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars  each, 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  payable  from  the  sinking  funds 
of  said  City  or  from  the  General  Funds,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law, 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  with  which  to  pay  certain  fees 
to  the  Hospital  Consultant,  Architects  and  Engineers  for  professional 
services  in  connection  with  the  construction  program  at  the  Indianap- 
olis City  Hospital,  and  to  make  the  following  improvements  on  prem- 
ises belonging  to  said  City  at  and  adjacent  to  the  present  City  Hospital 
Grounds:  To  erect  a  five  (5)  story  Service,  Laboratory  and  Out  Patient 
Building,  including  the  installation  therein  of  necessary  plumbing, 
heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator  equipment;  to  install 
fire  alarm,  signal  and  clock  systems;  to  construct,  erect,  and  equip  a 
Laundry  Building  and  necessary  connecting  tunnel;  to  procure  and  pro- 
vide for  the  installation  of  necessary  refrigeration  equipment;  to  make 
necessary  alterations  and  additions  within  the  buildings  now  on  said 
premises  in  the  electric  light,  power,  water,  steam  and  return  and  water 
supply  systems;  also  providing  for  legal  notice,  providing  for  the  time 
and  manner  of  advertising  sales  of  bonds  and  of  receipt  of  bids  therefor, 
together  with  the  mode  and  terms  of  sale;  and  fixing  a  time  when 
the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  1928, 
passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  an  emergency  exists  at  the  City 
Hospital  on  account  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  having  theretofore  con- 
demned the  old  hospital  building,  and  on  account  of  inadequate  and 
insufficient  accommodations  at  the  City  Hospital  for  the  proper  care  and 
treatment  of  the  indigent  sick  of  the  City'  of  Indianapolis  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  construct  certain  buildings  and 
additions  and  make  certain  improvements  at  said  City  Hospital,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  by  its  said  resolution  declared  that  it  would 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants 
that  a  Hospital  Consultant  be  employed  to  advise  with  this  Board  and 
its  architects  and  engineers  in  said  contemplated  construction  program, 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
pursuant  to  said  resolution  of  this  Board  and  in  compliance  with  the 
request  of  this  Board,  did,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1928,  pass  Gen- 
eral Ordinance  No.  68,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  to  this  Board  cer- 
tain funds  with  which  to  employ  and  pay  a  Hospital  Consultant,  Archi- 
tects and  Engineers  for  the  furtherance  of  said  contemplated  construc- 
tion program,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board,  pursuant  to  said  General  Ordinance  No. 
68  did,  on  the  3d  day  of  December,  1928,  enter  into  a  contract  with  one 
Christopher  G.  Parnell  of  Rochester,  New  York,  as  Hospital  Consultant 
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to  make  a  survey  of  the  needs  and  requirements  of  said  City  Hospital 
and  consult  and  advise  with  the  Board  with  reference  to  the  buildings 
necessary  to  be  erected  and  other  improvements  necessary  to  be  made 
at  said  City  Hospital  to  meet  the  requirements  of  said  City,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  Hospital  Consultant,  after  making  a  thor- 
ough study  and  survey  of  the  present  facilities  and  the  requirements 
to  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  the  indigent  sick  of  said  City  at  said 
City  Hospital,  rported  that  among  the  improvements  which  should  be 
made  without  delay  should  be  included  the  following:  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  a  modern  Power  Plant  with  Connecting  Tunnels  and 
Distributing  System;  the  erection  of  a  Service,  Laboratory  and  Out 
Patient  Building  of  at  least  five  (5)  stories  in  height,  including  therein 
plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator  equipment; 
the  installation  of  complete  fire  alarm,  signal  and  clock  systems;  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  a  modern  Laundry  Building  with  necessary 
Connecting  Tunnel;  the  installation  of  new  refrigeration  equipment; 
the  making  of  necessary  alterations  and  additions  within  the  useful 
buildings  now  on  said  premises  in  the  electric  light,  power,  water  and 
.steam  and  return  systems,  and  water  supply  system,  so  as  to  connect 
them  with  the  new  distributing  system;  also  the  construction  of  two 
units  of  a  principal  Hospital  Ward  Building  of  seven  (7)  stories  in 
height,  so  designed  that  it  may  ultimately  comprise  three  units,  all 
eleven  (11)  stories  in  height;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  by  proper  resolution  concurred  in  and  ap- 
proved of  the  report  and  recommendations  of  its  said  Hospital  Con- 
sultant in  the  above  particulars,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board,  pursuant  to  said  General  Ordinance  No. 
68  of  the  year  1928  and  its  said  Resolution,  thereupon  entered  into  con- 
tracts as  follows:  with  Robert  Frost  Daggett,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
as  Architect,  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  Power 
Plant  Building  and  Tunnell  System  and  also  for  the  proposed  Service, 
Laboratory  and  Out  Patient  Building;  with  Charles  R.  Ammerman, 
of  said  City,  as  Engineer,  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for  the  in- 
stallation of  the  proper  and  necessary  equipment  in  said  Power  Plant 
and  Connecting  Tunnels,  and  for  a  complete  Distributing  System;  and 
with  Vonnegut,  Bohn  &  Mueller,  of  said  City,  as  Architects  to  draw 
plans  and  specifications  for  said  proposed  principal  Hospital  Ward 
Building;  and 

WHEREAS  this  Board,  because  of  the  lack  of  funds  therefor,  has 
not  yet  employed  Architects  or  Engineers  to  draw  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  other  improvements  so  recommended  by  said  Hospital  Con- 
sultant and  approved  by  the  Board;  and 

WHEREAS  contracts  have  already  been  let  for  the  construction, 
erection  and  equipment  of  said  Proposed  Power  Plant  and  Connecting 
Tunnels  and  Complete  Distributing  System  according  to  plans  and  speci- 
fications therefor  submitted  by  the  aforesaid  Architect  and  Engineer 
employed  therefor;  and 

WHEREAS  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  have  beeu 
submitted  to  this  Board  and  approved  by  it,  for  the  proposed  Service, 
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Laboratory  and  Out  Patient  Building  and  also  for  the  two  units  of  said 
proposed  principal  Hospital  Ward  Building;   and 

WHEREAS,  estimates  of  the  probable  cost  of  all  the  other  afore- 
mentioned improvements  so  recommended  by  said  Hospital  Consultant, 
have  likewise  been  furnished  by  the  aforesaid  Hospital,  Architects  and 
Engineer;  and. 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  feels  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  that  contracts  be  let  without  delay  for  all  the 
aforementioned  improvements,  except  said  principal  Hospital  Ward 
Building;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  were  not  sufficient  funds  received  from  the  sale 
of  bonds  authorized  by  General  Ordinance  No.  68  of  the  year  1928  with 
which  to  pay  the  aforesaid  Hospital  Consultant,  Architects  and  Engi- 
neers for  their  services  in  furnishing  preliminary  studies,  sketches, 
drawings  and  final  plans  and  specifications  for  all  of  the  aforementioned 
improvements  so  recommended  by  said  Hospital  Consultant  and  ap- 
proved by  this  Board,  and 

WHEREAS,  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Board  to  enter  into 
other  and  further  contracts  with  Architects  and  Engineers  to  supervise 
the  construction  and  installation  of  all  the  aforementioned  improve- 
ments which  it  is  proposed  to  be  made  at  this  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  after  being  duly  advised,  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  cost  of  making  the  aforesaid  additional  improvements  (except 
said  principal  Hospital  Ward  Building),  and  supervising  the  same,  to- 
gether with  the  additional  cost,  not  heretofore  provided  for,  of  plans, 
drawings  and  specifications  covering  the  aforesaid  improvements  will 
be  Eight  Hundred  Seventy-five  Thousand   ($875,000.00)  Dollars;  and 

WHEREAS  there  is  not  now,  and  will  not  be,  sufficient  money  in 
the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with  which 
to  meet  the  aforesaid  expenditures  of  money  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, and  it  being  necessary  for  said  City  to  borrow  the  sum  of  Eight 
Hundred  Seventy-five  Thousand  ($875,000.00)  Dollars  therefor  and  to 
issue  and  sell  bonds  in  that  amount; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  that  an  Ordinance  be  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Common  Council,  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis  and  to 
the  City  Controller,  for  passage,  authorizing  the  issuance  and  sale  by 
the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  of  a  bond  issue  of  Eight  Hundred  Sev- 
enty-five Thousand  ($875,000.00)  Dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  to  make  the  following  improvements  on  said  City  Hospital 
Grounds;  to  erect  a  five  (5)  story  Service,  Laboratory  and  Out  Patient 
Building,  including  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and 
elevator  equipment,  conforming  generally  to  the  plans  and  drawings 
heretofore  submitted  to  said  Board  by  the  Architect  heretofore  employed 
therefor;  also  to  erect  and  equip  a  Laundry  Building  adequate  for  the 
needs  of  said  City  Hospital,  together  with  connecting  tunnel  therefor; 
to  install  new  refrigeration  equipment;  to  install  fire  alarm,  signal,  and 
clock  systems  in  the  various  buildings;  to  make  necessary  alterations 
and  additions  to  the  electric  light,  power,  water  and  steam  systems  in 
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buildings  now  on  said  premises  so  as  properly  to  connect  them  with  the 
new  distributing  system  to  be  installed  at  said  Hospital;  also  to  en- 
gage, employ  and  pay  Architects  and  Engineers  for  the  proper  super- 
vision of  said  constructions,  installations  and  alterations  as  aforesaid,, 
and  to  finish  paying  the  Hospital  Consultant,  Architects  and  Engineers 
for  drawings,  plans  and  specifications  for  the  said  proposed  improve- 
ments (including  two  units  of  said  principal  Hospital  Ward  Building); 

WHEREAS,  it  is,  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants  to  improve  the  conditions  with 
reference  to  the  proper  and  adequate  health  protection  at  said  City 
Hospital,  and 

WHEREAS,  for  said  purposes,  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  advisable 
at  the  present  time  to  make  the  following  improvements  on  premises 
now  owned  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  at  and  adjacent  to  the  present 
City  Hospital  grounds;  to  build  a  five  (5)  story  Service,  Laboratory  and 
Out  Patient  Building,  including  therein  necessary  and  suitable  plumbing, 
heating,  lighting,  ventilating,  power  and  elevator  equipment;  to  build 
and  equip  a  modern  Laundry  and  conencting  tunnel  adequate  for 
the  present  and  future  needs  of  said  City  Hospital;  to  install  new  re- 
frigeration equipment;  to  install  a  fire  alarm,  signal  and  clock  systems 
in  the  various  buildings;  to  make  necessary  alterations  and  additions 
to  the  electric  light,  power,  water,  and  steam  systems  in  buildings  now 
on  said  premises,  so  as  properly  to  connect  them  with  the  new  dis- 
tributing system  to  be  installed;  also  to  engage,  employ  and  pay  archi- 
tects and  engineers  for  the  proper  supervision  of  said  constructions, 
installations  and  alterations;  and  to  finish  paying  the  Hospital  Con- 
sultant, Architects  and  Engineers  for  drawing  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  aforesaid  proposed  improvements  (including  two  units  of  said 
principal  Hospital  Ward  Building ) ;   and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds 
in  the  treasury  of  said  City  with  which  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  borrow 
for  said  purposes  the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Seventy-five  Thousand 
($875,000.00)  Dollars,  and  to  provide  for  and  secure  the  repayment 
thereof,  and  to  evidence  said  indebtedness,  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds 
in  said  amount,  payable  from  the  general  funds  or  from  the  sinking 
fund  of  said  City,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law;  Therefore 


Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Controller  be,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  prepare,  issue  and  sell  Eight  Hundred  Seventy- 
five  (875)  new  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  county,  Indi- 
ana, in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars  each,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  procuring  money  with  which  to  improve  and  better  the  condi- 
tions with  reference  to  the  proper  and  adequate  health  protection  for 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants,  and  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose of  making  the  following  improvements  on  the  grounds  now  owned 
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by  said  City  at  and  adjacent  to  the  present  City  Hospital;  to  build  a 
five  (5)  story  Service,  Laboratory  and  Out  Patient  Building,  including 
therein  necessary  and  proper  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating, 
power  and  elevator  equipment;  to  build  and  equip  a  modern  Laundry 
and  Connecting  Tunnel  adequate  for  the  present  and  future  needs 
of  said  Indianapolis  City  Hospital;  to  install  new  refrigeration  equip- 
ment; to  install  fire  alarm,  signal  and  clock  systems  throughout  the 
various  buildings  where  needed;  to  make  necessary  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  electric  light,  power,  water  and  steam  and  return  sys- 
tems and  water  supply  system  in  buildings  now  on  said  premises  so  as 
properly  to  connect  them  with  the  new  distributing  system  to  be  in- 
stalled at  said  City  Hospital;  also  to  engage,  employ  and  pay  Architects 
and  Engineers  for  the  proper  supervision  of  the  said  constructions,  in- 
stallations and  alterations  as  aforesaid,  and  to  finish  paying  the  Hos- 
pital Consultant,  Architects  and  Engineers  for  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  aforesaid  proposed  improvements  so  recommended  by  said 
Hospital  Consultant  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  (including 
two  units  of  said  principal  Hospital  Ward  Building).

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  may  otherwise  advertise  for  such  bids  or 
proposals  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  Said  advertisements  shall  describe 
said  bonds  with  such  minuteness  and  particularity  as  the  City  Control- 
ler may  see  fit  and  shall  set  forth  the  amount  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold

bid,  he  being  the  sole  judge  of  the  sufficiency  or  insufficiency  of  alny 
bid.  He  may  also  in  his  judgment  and  discretion  award  a  part  of  said 
bonds  to  one  bidder  and  a  part  to  another  bidder.  These  provisions 
shall  apply  to  the  case  of  re-offering  and  re-advertising  of  said  bids  as 
hereinafter  provided  for.

Inclosed  please  find  herewith  two  blue  prints  of  a  plan  showing 
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proposed  addition  to  the  Indianapolis  Police  Station  for  increasing  the 
space  for  taking  care  of  prisoners.  These  plans  show  fourteen  (14) 
individual  prison  cells  to  be  constructed  in  the  3d  story  above  the 
present  cells,  east  of  the  Turnkey's  office. 

We  are  also  inclosing  our  estimate  for  the  cost  of  this  work. 
These  cells  are  to  be  constructed  with  steel  plate  sides  and  backs  and 
hard  steel  grating  and  doors  front  and  top.  The  floors  to  be  con- 
structed of  concrete,  ceiling  to  be  insulated  against  heat  and  cold,  and 
then  plastered.  The  walls  are  to  be  plastered.  The  present  roof  which 
leaks  in  a  number  of  places  is  to  be  repaired  or  possibly  replaced  with 
an  entire  new  roof. 

Each  one  of  the  cells  is  to  contain  two  bunks,  a  water  closet 
and  a  lavatory.  The  entire  inside  of  the  room,  together  with  all  of 
the  cells  to  be  given  two  coats  of  lead  and  oil  paint.  Ample  heat  is  to 
be  provided  in  the  entire  room.  A  doorway  is  to  be  cut  through  the 
west  wall  of  this  room  to  gain  access  into  the  present  3d  floor  court 
rooms.  This  work  is  also  to  include  some  changes  in  the  2d  floor  Turn- 
key partition,  so  that  prisoners  can  be  taken  up  the  stairway  without 
going  through  the  Turnkey's  private  desk  room. 

This  plan  was  submitted  to  Mr.  Worley,  Chief,  who  gave  his 
entire  approval.  It  will  take  about  two  to  three  weeks  to  make  work- 
ing drawings  and  specifications  before  taking  bids.

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  Section  A-411  of  General  Ordinance  No.  121, 
1925,  being  an  ordinance  concerning  the  government  of  the  city  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  sub-section  (E)  as 
follows : 

"Sub-section  (E).  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  public  garages  provided  suitable  fire  extinguishers  capable  of  pro- 
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tecting  every  square  foot  of  space  of  each  floor  are  placed  on  each 
floor  of  any  garage;  and  provided  further  that  the  capacity  and  placing 
of  such  fire  extinguishers  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
dations and  specifications  of  the  building  commissioner  and  the  chief 
of  the  fire  forces  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis." 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  has  adopted  an  order  abolishing  the  bus  terminal  location 
heretofore  established  in  the  northwest  segment  of  the  Monument 
Circle  at  the  English  Hotel  and  establishing  instead  thereof  a  bus  stop 
terminal  in  the  southwest  segment  of  the  Monument  Circle,  all  bein^ 
subject  to  the  aproval  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  NOW,  THEREFORE: 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  twenty-fifth  line  of  section  1  of  General 
Ordinance  No.  8,  1929,  being  an  ordinance  approving  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  designating  a  bus 
stop  location  on  the  Monument  Circle  at  the  English  Hotel,  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"On  the  southwest  segment  of  the  Monument  Circle." 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Mr.  Meurer  refused  to  serve  on  the  committee.  President 
Raub  then  appointed  Mr.  Buchanan  as  the  third  member  of 
the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  White,  seconded  by  Mr.  Spring- 
steen, the  Council  adjourned  at  8:30  P.  M.

AN  ORDINANCE,  repealing  Section  A-430  of  Section  865  of  Gen- 
eral Ordinance  No.   121,  1925. 

Section  1.  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA,  that  Section  A-430  of 
Section  865  of  General  Ordinance  No.  121,  1925,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"No  windows  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  in  the  outside 
walls  located  on  the  inside  property  line  of  any  first  class  build- 
ing. However,  when  such  walls  are  maintained,  at  least  four 
(4)  feet  from  the  inside  property  line,  windows  may  be  placed 
therein. 

Exception:  One-story  non-residence  buildings,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  98,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE,  providing  for  the  installation  and  maintenance 
of  railroad  crossing  danger  signal  devices  at  the  13th  street  intersection 
where  the  same  crosses  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St. 
Louis  Railroad  Company  and  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Louisville 
Railroad  Company,  within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  providing  a  penalty 
for  the  violation  thereof  and  declaring  a  time  when  the  same  shall 
take  effect. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  THIRTEENTH  STREET.  At  the  location  where  the 
tracks  of  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Louisville  Railroad  Company 
and  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  crosses 
13th  street  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  there  shall  be  installed  three 
flashing  light  warning  signals,  two  on  the  east  side  and  one  on  the  west 
side  of  said  tracks;  said  signals  to  be  manually  operated  by 
an  operator  in  an  elevated  tower  located  at  16th  street,  who 
shall  be  on  duty  eighteen  (18)  hours  every  day  between  the  hours  of 
6:00  a.  m.  and  12:00  midnight.  The  installation  and  maintenance  of 
said  signals  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  and  each  day's  failure  so  to  do  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance.

of  public  utility,  general  benefit  and  convenience,  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  permanent  improvement  of  Ethel  street 
from  31st  street  to  32d  street  is  of  public  utility,  general  benefit  and 
convenience  and  that  such  improvement  be  made  and  completed  pur- 
suant to  Improvement  Resolution  No.  14462  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Said  improvement  to  be 
done  all  in  accordance  with  details,  plans  and  specifications  submitted 
by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  said  resolution  and  pursuant  to  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  Indiana  governing  improvements  of  the  nature  contained 
in  said  Resolution  No.  14462. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  mayor.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  100,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE,  concerning  billiard  rooms,  providing  for  the 
licensing  of  the  same,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof, 
repealing  all  ordinances  in  conflict  therewith,  and  fixing  a  time  when 
the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Secton  1.  The  term  "billiard"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  mean 
any  of  the  several  games  played  on  a  table  surrounded  by  an  elastic 
ledge  or  cushions,  with  balls  which  are  impelled  by  cue  and  shall  in- 
clude all  forms  of  the  game  known  as  pool.  The  term  "billiard  room" 
shall  mean  any  public  place  wherein  the  game  of  billiards  is  permitted 
to  be  played. 
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Section  2.  No  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  shall  open, 
conduct,  maintain  or  operate  a  billiard  room  within  the  city  of  Indian- 
apolis, unless  such  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have 
first  been  duly  licensed  by  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for  such  purposes 
and  shall  have  obtained  a  permit  therefor;  provided,  however,  that 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  private  residences  or 
schools. 

Section  3.  Every  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  desir- 
ing to  open  or  maintain  a  billiard  room  must  make  application  to  the 
City  Controller  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for  a  permit  therefor,  which 
application  shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  herein.  Said  application 
shall  be  filed  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  time  of  granting  such 
license. 

Section  4.  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  not 
a  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Section  5.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  file  with  the  Con- 
troller of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  a  written  application  provided;  for 
this  purpose,  stating  the  full  name  and  address,  including  street  and 
number  of  the  applicant  or  if  more  than  one  person  or  if  an  associa- 
tion or  firm,  the  full  names  of  all  parties  interested  and  the  addresses, 
including  street  and  number.  If  the  applicant  be  a  club,  society  or  cor- 
poration, the  application  shall  contain  a  complete  list  of  the  officers 
of  such  club,  society  or  corporation  with  their  names  and  addresses, 
including  street  and  number,  and  shall  also  give  the  state  in  which 
said  club,  society  or  organization  is  organized,  and  the  names  of  one 
or  more  persons  whom  the  said  club,  society  or  corporation  desires  to 
designate  as  its  manager  or  managers,  person  or  persons  in  charge, 
with  their  addresses.     The  application  shall  also  state  the  following: 

(A)  The  premises  where  said  billiard  room  is  to  be  conducted, 
including  street  and  number. 

(B)  The  number  of  billiard  tables  installed  or  to  be  installed 
on  the  premises. 

(C)  The  age  of  the  applicant  in  the  case  of  individuals,  and 
the  age  of  the  manager  and  officers  in  the  case  of  a  club,  society  or 
corporation. 

(D)  Whether  the  applicant  or  manager  is  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States. 

(E)  Whether  the  applicant  has  ever  been  engaged  in  operating 
a  billiard  room  and  when,  where  and  how  long  in  each  place. 

(F)  The  name  of  the  owner  of  the  premises  in  which  said  bil- 
liard room  is  located  and  the  complete  address  of  such  owner,  fl'he 
application  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  or  applicants  or  in  the 
case  of  a  club,  society  or  corporation,  the  application  shall  be  signed 
by  the  manager  or  any  of  its  officers. 

Section  6.  The  Controller  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  by  himself 
or  through  one  of  his  deputies  shall  cause  an  investigation  to  be  made 
as  to  the  character  of  the  applicant  or  applicants;  of  the  officers  of 
the  club,  society  or  corporation  and  of  the  person  who  is  to  be  general 
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manager  of  the  business.  The  application  shall  be  rejected  if  the  said 
Controller  shall  find  any  of  the  persons  named  in  the  application  not 
of  good  moral  character  or  that  any  of  said  persons  have  previously 
been  connected  with  any  billiard  room  where  the  license  has  been  re- 
voked, or  where  any  of  the  provisions  with  reference  to  billiard  rooms 
have  been  violated,  or  if  the  billard  room  sought  to  be  licensed  does 
not  comply  in  every  way  with  the  regulations,  ordinances  and  laws 
applicable  thereto.  If  rejection  of  his  application  is  made  the  applicant 
for  license  shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  the  reasons  for  rejecton  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
who  shall  have  the  power,  after  full  hearing,  to  confirm  the  rejection 
or  order  the  license  issued.  In  case  of  appeal  the  applicant  shall,  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  receiving  notice  of  rejection,  file  in  the  controller's 
office  in  writing  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  appeal.  Said  appeal  shall 
be  set  for  hearing  by  the  mayor  within  ten  (10)  days  after  said  notice 
is  filed  with  the  said  Controller. 

Section  7.  The  controller  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  shall  ap- 
point one  or  more  inspectors  of  billiard  rooms  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  obtain  information  pertaining  to  all  applicants  for  licenses  concern- 
ing their  character,  the  physical  condition  of  the  place  in  which  said 
billiard  room  is  to  be  located  and  all  other  information  required  by  the 
Controller  in  determining  the  fitness  of  said  applicant  generally;  said 
inspector  shall  have  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  buildings,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Board  of  Public  Safety, 
the  chief  of  police  and  any  other  department  of  the  city  in  procuring 
such  information.  Such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  furnish  such 
information  in  writing  to  the  Controller  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  and 
such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
controller.  Such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  have  admittance  at  all 
times  to  all  billiard  rooms  where  application  for  a  license  is  pending 
or  to  any  parts  of  the  building  wherein  they  are  located.  They  shall 
investigate  all  complaints  and  at  intervals  shall  inspect  all  billiard 
rooms  within  the  city  and  make  a  report  of  such  inspection  to  the 
said  controller  and  also  report  all  violations  of  this  sub-division  or  the 
rules  governing  the  same  to  said  controller,  in  writing.  The  salary  of 
such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  not  be  less  than  $2,500  per  year. 

Section  8.  Every  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  to 
whom  a  license  is  granted  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  therefor  in  the  sum 
of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  the  first  table  and  Fifty  Cents  (50c)  for 
each  additional  table  provided,  however  that  where  the  applicant  is  & 
society  or  club  not  organied  for  profit,  no  license  fee  shall  be  charged 
for  the  use  of  any  table  or  tables.  All  moneys  received  by  the  way 
of  license  fees  shall  be  paid  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

Section  9.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  expire  one  year  after  date  of  issue. 

Section  10.  No  transfer  of  a  license,  either  as  to  person  or  place, 
shall  be  permitted,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Controller  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  which  consent  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  license, 
provided,  however,  that  the  applicant  applying  for  the  transfer  of  any 
license  shall  comply  with  all  provisions  of  this  sub-division. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  society,  club,  firm 
or  corporation  to  operate  a  billiard  room  between  the  hours  of  twelve 
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midnight  and  five  A.  M.,  or  to  harbor  or  permit  any  person  or  persons 
to  be  or  remain  in  any  such  billiard  room  any  day  of  the  week  be- 
tween the  hours  of  twelve  midnight  and  five  A.  M.  This  section, 
however,  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  regular  employees  from 
performing  necessary  work  in  the  premises. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  play  billiards 
or  be  permitted  to  remain  in  a  billiard  room  for  any  purpose  who  has 
not  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  represent  himself  to  have  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
in  order  to  obtain  admission  to  such  billiard  rooms  or  to  be  permitted 
to  remain  therein  when  such  person  in  fact  is  under  eighteen  years  of 
age. 

Section  13.  No  dice  shall  be  thrown  nor  shall  a  pea  ball  be  used 
nor  shall  cards  or  other  games  of  chance  or  any  form  of  gambling  be 
permitted  in  any  billiard  room  or  in  the  room  in  which  said  tables  are 
located  or  at  any  cigar  stand  or  other  business  in  the  same  roorry 
whether  or  not  said  room  is  divided  by  a  partition,  or  in  any  other 
room  or  rooms  in  which  access  may  be  had  directly  from  the  room  or 
rooms  in  which  the  billiard  tables  are  located,  nor  shall  any  checks  be 
given  which  can  be  redeemed  for  merchandise  or  cash. 

Section  14.  All  billiard  rooms  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a 
clean,  healthful  and  sanitary  condition,  approved  by  the  inspector  of 
billiard  rooms  and  the  controller  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  if 
such  room  or  rooms  are  so  kept  and  for  such  purpose  shall,  when  de- 
sired, have  the  assistance  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Section  15.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  his  license  conspicuously 
posted  in  his  billiard  room. 

Section  16.  No  billiard  room  operating  under  the  provision  of 
this  ordinance  shall  allow  or  permit  any  screens,  curtains,  blinds,  parti- 
tions or  other  obstructions  to  be  placed  between  the  front  windows  and 
back  or  rear  wall  of  such  billiard  rooms.  A  clear  view  of  the  entire 
interior  from  the  front  entrance  to  the  rear  of  such  room  must  be 
maintained  at  all  times.  No  partitions  forming  rooms,  stalls  or  other 
enclosures  where  the  public  congregate,  shall  be  permitted.  This  provi- 
sion, however,  shall  not  be  construed  to  include  the  maintenance  of 
wash  rooms  and  toilet  rooms  for  proper  purposes,  or  the  maintenance 
of  closets  for  storing  purposes  exclusively. 

Section  17.  The  license  of  any  billiard  room  may  be  revoked  by 
the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  disorderly  or  immoral 
conduct  on  the  premises  or  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules,  regu- 
lations, ordinances  and  laws  governing  and  applying  to  billiard  rooms 
or  for  misstatement  of  facts  later  discovered  in  the  application  blank 
of  the  licensee  of  a  billiard  room.  Ten  (10)  days  before  a  license  shall 
be  revoked  the  said  controller  shall  notify  the  licensee  in  writing  of  the 
reason  for  such  proposed  revocation  and  the  licensee  shall  have  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  who  after  full 
hearing  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  the  license  or  continue  the  same 
in  force  and  his  action  shall  be  final.  In  order  to  perfect  his  appeal 
a  licensee  shall  leave  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  appeal  at 
the  office  of  the  city  controller  before  the  expiration  of  ten  (10)  days. 
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Section  18.  Any  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  upon  con- 
viction thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  or  impris- 
oned not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  or  both. 

Section  19.  All  ordinances  or  parCs  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  20.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  mayor  and  publication  according 
to  law.

AN  ORDINANCE  annexing  certain  territory  to  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, and  denning  a  part  of  the  boundary  line  of  said  city  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  the  following  described  continuous 
territory,  all  of  which  is  hereby  annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of  the 
territory  constituting  and  forming  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion 
County,  Indiana: 

Section  2.  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  present  corporation  line 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the 
north  right-of-way  line  of  the  P.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  Railroad  with  the 
center  line  of  Tibbs  Avenue:  thence  southwest  on  and  along  the  north 
right-of-way  line  of  said  railroad  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the  in- 
tersection of  the  west  line  of  the  first  alley  east  of  Banner  Avenue 
produced  south  and  said  right-of-way  line;  thence  north  on  and  along 
the  west  line  of  said  alley,  and  said  west  line  produced  north  to  its  inter- 
section with  the  south  property  line  of  the  National  Road  (Washing- 
ton Street) ;  thence  southwest  on  and  along  the  south  property  line  of 
the  National  Road  to  its  intersection  with  a  line,  said  line  being  30  feet 
north  of  and  parallel  to  the  south  property  line  of  Minnesota  Street; 
thence  east  on  and  along  the  last  described  line  to  its  intersection  with 
the  east  line  of  the  first  alley  west  of  Banner  Avenue  produced  north; 
thence  south  on  and  along  the  west  line  of  said  alley  and  the  same 
produced  south  to  its  intersection  with  the  south  right-of-way  line  of 
the  T.  H.  I.  &  E.  Traction  Company;  thence  southwest  on  and  along 
the  last  described  right-of-way  line  to  its  intersection  with  the  east 
property  line  of  the  road  centered  on  the  west  line  of  the  northeast 
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quarter  of  Section  22,  Township  15  north,  Range  2  east,  produced  north; 
thence  south  on  and  along  the  east  property  line  of  the  last  mentioned 
road  to  its  intersection  with  the  south  line  of  said  Section  22;  thence 
east  on  and  along  the  south  line  of  Sections  22  and  23  in  Township 
15  north,  Range  2  east,  to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  west  half  of  the 
southeast  quarter  of  Section  23,  Township  15  north,  Range  2  east;  thence 
north  on  and  along  the  east  line  of  said  half-quarter  Section  to  the 
north  property  line  of  Southern  Avenue;  thence  east  on  and  along  the 
north  property  line  of  Southern  Avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the 
west  property  line  of  the  road  centered  on  the  east  line  of  said  Section 
23  (also  known  as  the  High  School  Road) ;  thence  north  on  and  along 
the  west  property  line  of  the  last  mentioned  road  to  its  intersection 
with  the  north  line  of  said  Section  23;  thence  west  on  and  along  the 
-north  line  of  Section  23,  Township  15  north,  Range  2  east,  to  a  point 
202.5  feet  east  of  the  east  property  line  of  Banner  Avenue;  thence  north 
on  and  along  a  line  202.5  feet  east  of  and  parallel  to  the  east  property 
line  of  Banner  Avenue  to  its  intersection  with  a  line  one  foot  south  of, 
measured  at  right  angles,  and  parallel  to  the  north  right-of-way  line 
of  the  P.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  Railroad;  thence  northeast  on  and  along  the 
last  described  line  to  its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Tibbs  Ave- 
nue; thence  north  on  and  along  the  center  line  of  Tibbs  Avenue  one 
foot,  more  or  less,  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning.

M.  Holmes  as  members  of  the  official  Board  of  Canvassers  of  the 
Municipal  Election,  and  said  sums  when  paid  shall  be  considered  as 
payment  in  full  for  services  rendered  the  city  by  Messrs.  Ryan  and 
Holmes  as  Election  Commissioners  and  by  Mr.  Boyce  and  Messrs.  Ryan 
and  Holmes  as  members  of  the  official  Board  of  Canvassers.

calls  to  such  other  receiving  sets  as  the  city  may  determine  to  be  nec- 
ssary;  and 

WHEREAS,  power  company  is  willing  to  lease  to  the  city  use  of 
certain  of  its  broadcasting  apparatus  as  hereinafter  specified,  for  pur- 
poses aforesaid; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  it  is  agreed  between  parties  as  follows: 

Power  company  will  lease  to  the  city  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  per  year,  the  use  of  its  500-watt  broadcasting  transmitting  sta- 
tion now  located  on  top  floor  of  Knights  of  Pythias  building  in  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  the  following  conditions,  to- wit: 

Necessary  changes  shall  be  made  in  said  station  to  adapt  it  to 
the  short  wave  operation  necessary  for  said  purpose,  wholly  at  the  ex- 
pense of  city  a,nd  in  a  manner  approved  by  power  company. 

Convenient  arrangements  will  be  furnished  by  city  in  connection 
with  said  change,  so  that  the  station  can  be  changed  to  its  present 
wave  length  quickly  in  case  of  emergency  for  broadcasting  power  com- 
pany's regular  radio  programs — said  arrangements  to  be  acceptable  to 
power  company. 

After  said  changes  and  arrangements  are  made  by  city,  power 
company  will  furnish  maintenance  labor  on  said  broadcasting  set — 
city  to  furnish  all  supplies  including  tubes  for  the  same.  Power  com- 
pany will  reimburse  city,  however,  for  its  share  of  said  supplies,  includ- 
ing tubes,  said  share  being  determined  by  prorating  the  actual  hours 
use  of  the  station  by  power  company,  to  total  hours  use  of  the  station 
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by  both  parties — it  being  understood  that  total  hours  used  will  be  the 
actual  hours  that  the  set  is  energized  during  the  year. 

The  power  company  will  pay  the  present  rent  on  present  quar- 
ters of  station  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  building,  as  long  as  it  desires 
to  keep  said  set  for  emergency  use.  Thereafter,  city  will  pay  necessary 
rent  for  Knights  of  Pythias  building,  or  the  city,  at  its  option  may 
move  said  set  to  other  quarters  at  city's  expense. 

City  will  secure  necessary  federal  licenses  or  any  other  licenses 
which  may  be  necessary  in  the  future  for  operating  set  for  city  pur- 
poses. 

Power  company  assumes  no  liability  whatever  for  successful  oper- 
ation of  said  set  or  system.  City  will  save  power  company  harmless 
from  any  claims  for  damages  in  connection  with  the  operation  andi 
maintenance  of  said  set  while  used  for  city  purposes. 

City  will  purchase  necessary  power  from  power  company  for 
operating  said  set,  at  power  company's  regular  scheduled  rates,  pro- 
viding, however,  that  power  company  will  reimburse  city  for  the  portion 
of  electric  current  used  by  the  power  company,  for  the  time  set  is  used 
by  it,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  described. 

Power  company  may  cancel  this  lease  any  time  at  its  option  on 
30  days  written  notice  to  the  city. 

City  will  furnish  necessary  operators  for  operating  said  station, 
said  operators  to  be  qualified  as  may  be  required  by  law  or  Federal 
Radio  Commission  rules,  and  further,  said  operators  must  at  all  times 
be  satisfactory  to  the  power  company. 

City  will  furnish  necessary  telephone  connections  to  said  set  for 
city  purposes,  also  any  other  appurtenances  necessary  for  city  operation 
of  said  set. 

Power  company  may  use  said  set  for  emergency  use  for  broad- 
casting its  radio  programs  when  its  regularly  used  transmitting  station 
is  out  of  service.  However,  during  this  period,  police  calls  of  an  emer- 
gency nature  will  be  given  preference. 

At  termination  of  this  lease,  city  agrees  to  return  set  to  power 
company  in  substantially  its  present  condition,  ordinary  wear  and  tear 
excepted.

That  section  C-216  of  the  above  entitled  ordinance 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  C-216,  'Hoistway  Door  Inter- 
locks.' (a)  Hoistway  landing  door  interlocks  shall  be  provided  on  all 
power  elevators  hereinafter  installed,  (b)  Interlocks  may  be  either 
electrical  or  mechanical  and  the  interlocks  must  so  function  that  all 
doors  in  the  shaftway  must  be  closed  and  locked  before  the  elevator 
can  be  moved,  (c)  If  electrical  contacts  are  used  in  connection  with 
door  closures  as  interlocks,  each  door  must  be  equipped  with  a  rack 
and  pawl  that  will  not  permit  the  opening  of  any  door  until  after  it 
has  been  fully  closed.  Doors  with  this  device  will  be  considered  inter- 
locked within  four  (4)  inches  of  the  fully  closed  position,  (d)  No 
shaftway  landing  door  interlock  shall  be  constructed  or  installed  so 
that  its  functioning  is  dependent  upon  the  action  of  a  spring  (or 
springs)  in  tension,  or  upon  the  closure  of  the  electric  circuit,  (e) 
Exception  to  interlock  ruling:  The  interlock  shall  not  prevent  the 
movement  of  the  car  within  the  leveling  zone  when  the  car  is  being- 
moved  by  a  car  leveling  device,  (f)  Each  elevator  with  electrical  inter- 
lock shall  be  equipped  with  an  emergency  release  switch,  that  will  per- 
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mit  operation  of  the  elevator  with  doors  open,  to  be  used  only  in  case 
of  emergency.  This  switch  shall  be  placed  in  a  position  plainly  visible 
to  the  occupants  of  the  car  and  reasonably,  but  not  easily  accessible 
to  the  operator.  Connection  and  wiring  used  in  the  operation  of  the 
emergency  release  shall  be  enclosed  to  prevent  being  tampered  with 
readily."

permit  as  to  route  to  be  taken  and  time  limit  of  trip  and  to  repair,  or 
compensate  for  repairs,  or  any  pavement,  sidewalk,  curb  or  sewer  catch 
basin  or  sewer  manhole  and  bridges  which  might  be  damaged  and  to 
pay  all  damages  whatsoever  occasioned  by  said  trip.  And  by  amend- 
ing the  thrid  paragraph  of  said  Section  2  by  adding  the  words  "or 
bonds,"  so  that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows:  "The  said  bond  or  bonds 
to  be  released  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  when  any  damages  which 
might  have  occurred  have  been  settled."

Mr.  White  called  for  Appropriation  Ordinance  16, 
1929,  for  second  reading.     It  was  read  a  second  time. 

Mr.  White  presented  a  motion  to  amend,  which,  after 
discussion,  was  recalled  by  him  with  the  consent  of  the 
Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  White,  seconded  by  Mr.  Rathert, 
Appropriation  Ordinance  16,  1929,  was  ordered  engrossed, 
read  a  third  time,  and  placed  upon  its  passage. 
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Appropriation  Ordinance  16,  1929,  was  read  a  third 
time  by  the  Clerk,  and  passed  by  the  following  roll-call 
vote :

Mr.  Lieber,  chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  Pres.  Raub  to  investigate  certain  charges  made 
by  Charles  W.  Jewett,  presented  to  the  Council  and  the 
press  his  committee  report,  as  follows: 

Hon.  Edward  B.  Raub,  President,  Common  Council,  City 
of  Indianapolis : 

The  Committee  which  you  appointed  to  investigate  certain  charges 
made  by  Charles  W.  Jewett  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
municipal  affairs  by  certain  designated  officials  of  the  City  of  India- 
napolis, begs  to  report  the  results  of  its  investigations  as  follows: 

Mr.  Jewett's  charges  were  filed  with  the  Committee  in  a  type- 
written communication  of  thirty  (30)  pages,  which  is  attached  to  this 
report  as  a  part  thereof.  This  Committee  employed  James  W.  Noel  as 
special  counsel  to  assist  in  the  investigation  and  employed  Mr.  Walter 
Carpenter,  shorthand  reporter,  to  take  and  transcribe  the  evidence.  The 
transcribed  evidence,  under  his  certificate,  is  filed  herewith  and  made 
a  part  of  this  report.  The  numerous  documents  offered  as  part  of 
the  evidence  have  been  deposited  with  William  A.  Boyce,  Jr., 
City  Clerk,  and  other  parts  of  records  introduced  but  not  made  a  part 
of  the  transcript  are  found  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Boyce  or  will  be  found 
in  the  minute  books  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 


Those  charges  made  by  Mr.  Jewett  with  respect  to  unlawful  pur- 
chases through  the  City  Purchasing  Department  and  irregularity  and  in- 
sufficiency in  the  form  of  certain  city  ordinances  will  be  treated  as  fol- 
lows : 

(1)  Prior  to  July  5,  1929,  an  officer  of  the  Burke  Cadillac  Com- 
pany negotiated  with  Claude  M.  Worley,  Chief  of  Police,  for  the  purchase 
by  the  City  of  one  Model  328  LaSalle  Sedan  automobile,  to  be  equipped 
with  six  (6)  wire  wheels,  fender  wells,  two  extra  tires  and  trunk  rack, 
tire  covers,  bullet  proof  wind  shield,  two-way  shock  absorbers  and  spring- 
covers,  at  a  proposed  price  of  Twenty-six  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars 
($2,650.00).  An  invoice  for  said  car  was  made  to  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis under  date  of  June  29,  1929,  at  said  price.  Negotiations  were  also  had 
with  Mr.  Joel  Baker,  City  Purchasing  Agent,  and  the  car  was  delivered 
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with  the  aforementioned  equipment  as  one  unit,  on  or  about  July  5,  1929. 
The  aforesaid  invoice  for  $2,650.00  was  withdrawn  from  the  City  Con- 
troller's office  by  the  City  Purchasing  Department  and  the  Purchasing 
Department  substituted  therefor  two  separate  invoices  representing  the 
same  purchase,  one  for  a  seven  passenger  sedan  body  at  the  price  of  Six 
Hundred  Seventy-five  Dollars,  and  one  for  a  LaSalle  chassis  at  a  price 
of  Nineteen  Hundred  Seventy-five  Dollars  ($1,975.00),  the  aggregate  of 
the  two  invoices  being  Twenty-six  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($2,650.00),  the 
agreed  purchase  price  of  the  car.  It  was  apparent  that  the  city  was 
negotiating  for  this  car  from  June  25,  1929,  until  July  5,  1929,  during 
which  time  there  occurred  two  meetings  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  proposed  purchase  was  made  and  the  car  delivered  without 
the  Council  having  been  consulted  and  without-  any  ordinance  having 
been  adopted  by  the  Council  authorizing  such  purchase. 

The  statutes  of  Indiana  limiting  purchases  by  or  for  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  provide: 

"That  when  a  sum  of  more  than  $2,000.00  is  required 
to  be  paid  for  _  _  _  purchase  of  any  real  estate  or  personal 
property,  the  same  shall  not  take  place  unless  the  _  _  _  pur- 
chase is  specifically  authorized  by  ordinance." 

The  evidence  shows  that  in  the  above  case  the  car  was  purchased 
as  one  unit,  it  was  not  intended  that  the  chassis  and  body  should  be  pur- 
chased separately,  and  that  no  separate  invoice  was  made  by  the  vendor 
until  after  it  had  rendered  its  invoice  for  $2,650.00  for  the  car  as  a  unit. 
Thereafter,  the  Purchasing  Department  of  the  City  requested  the  ven- 
dor to  make  separate  invoices,  one  for  the  chassis  and  one  for  the  body, 
for  the  respective  sums  of  $1,975.00  and  $675.00,  which  was  done.  Mr. 
Baker,  City  Purchasing  Agent,  testified  that  he  inspected  the  car  when  it 
was  delivered,  observed  that  it  constituted  one  unit,  but  afterwards 
passed  requisitions  made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  4190  and 
4191  splitting  the  purchase,  which  separate  requisitions  were  signed  by 
Fred  W.  Connell,  President  of  the  Board  of  Safety,  and  by  Claude  M. 
Worley,  Chief  of  Police. 

Two  receipts  were  given  by  the  Police  Department  for  the  car, 
one  dated  July  6th  for  the  chassis  and  the  other  dated  July  13th  for 
the  body,  although  both  were  purchased  and  delivered  as  one  unit  and 
at  the  same  time.  The  original  invoice  having  been  withdrawn  by  the 
Purchasing  Department  from  the  controller's  office,  the  split  invoices, 
supported  by  separate  requisitions,  were  passed  by  the  Purchasing  Agent, 
at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Safety,  to  the  Controller  for  payment,  who 
detected  that  the  two  requistions  constituted  one  purchase  in  an 
amount  exceeding  Two  Thousand  Dollars;  found  that  no  ordinance  had 
been  passed  authorizing  such  purchase  and  the  payment  was  withheld. 

Your  Committee  has  concluded  from  the  foregoing  statement  of 
facts  and  all  the  evidence  taken  in  connection  therewith,  that  the  split- 
ting of  requisitions  on  the  purchase  of  said  car  was  done  for  the  purpose 
of  evading  the  authority  of  the  Common  Council  with  respect  to  such 
purchase;  that  the  requisitions  and  invoices,  as  so  separately  made,  for 
the  body  and  the  chassis  of  the  car  were  irregular,  not  in  harmony  with 
the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  statute  and  that  such  purchase  is  void- 
able.   It  further  finds  that  under  the  statute  the  City  Purchasing  Agent 
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is  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  purchases  for  the  City  upon  re- 
quisitions of  the  proper  officers,  and  authority  of  the  Council  when  the 
purchase  exceeds  $2,000.00,  and  that  it  was  his  duty  not  to  honor  such 
requisitions  and  not  to  pass  the  same  for  payment,  in  the  absence  of 
authority  from  the  Council.  Likewise,  those  who  executed  the  requisi- 
tions clearly  violated  the  law.  There  was  some  claim  for  emergency. 
The  statute  makes  no  provision  for  such  purchases  under  any  emerg- 
ency. As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  City  Council  could  easily  have  exercised 
its  authority  and  authorized  such  purchase  during  the  time  of  the  nego- 
tiations, if  it  had  been  requested  to  do  so. 

(2)  The  Committee,  in  the  course  of  its  investigation,  did  not 
learn  of  other  splitting  of  purchases  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the 
Council.  A  transaction  purchasing  a  Huber  tractor  and  several  trans- 
actions where  part  payment  was  made  by  trading  in  city  equipment, 
was  brought  to  our  notice.  These  had  been  construed  as  being  purchases 
of  less  than  $2,000.00.  We  believe  that  good  practice  and  the  spirit  of 
the  law  requires  the  authority  of  the  Council  where  the  transaction 
exceeds  $2,000.00,  even  though  the  cash  outlay  of  the  City  is  less  than 
$2,000.00. 

The  evidence  showed  that  all  transactions  were  made  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  City,  and  in  the  purchase  of  the  LaSalle  car  in  ques- 
tion the  price  agreed  upon  was  very  fair.  Neither  the  charges  nor  the 
evidence  claimed  any  collusion,  fraud  or  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  any 
city  employee. 

(3)  Charges  were  made  with  respect  to  purchase  order  No.  1403 
for  one  only  three  ton  White  truck  chassis  with  cab,  etc.,  for  Sixty-one 
Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($6150,00).  Examination  of  this  transaction 
shows  that  this  purchase  was  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners and  paid  upon  authority  of  that  Board.  Purchases  made  by  the 
Park  Commissioners  do  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Common 
Council,  and  no  ordinance  was  necessary  therefor. 

(4)  The  charges  criticize  purchases  of  equipment  from  the  gaso- 
line fund,  and  cite  letters  from  the  State  Examiner,  as  well  as  the 
statute  applying  thereto.  The  Committee  reports  that  the  Common 
Council  has,  by  budgeting  and  other  general  authority  entirely  complied 
with  the  statute  in  that  case,  and  that  so  far  as  the  authority  of  the 
Common  Council  is  concerned  it  has  found  no  violation  of  the  law  in 
the  making  of  such  expenditure  from  the  gasoline  tax  funds. 

(5)  The  charges  contain  criticism  of  the  form  of  ordinances 
passed  by  this  Common  Council  with  respect  to  the  authorization  of 
purchases  in  excess  of  $2,000.00,  and  especially  with  respect  to  General 
Ordinance  No.  29,1928,  General  Ordinance  No.  91-1928,  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  10-1929,  Appropriation  Ordinance  No.  5-1929,  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  33-1929,  General  Ordinance  No.  48-1929,  General  Ordinance 
No.  55-1929  and  Appropriation  Ordinance  No.  14-1929,  upon  the  ground 
that  said  ordinances  do  not  specify  in  detail  the  particular  thing  to  be 
purchased  and  the  exact  price  to  be  paid  therefor.  This  Committee, 
upon  examination  of  the  statute,  upon  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel and  upon  opinion  of  its  special  counsel  employed  for  this  examina- 
tion, has  concluded  that  the  ordinances  criticized  are  proper  in  form 
and  comply  with  the  statute,  particularly  with  Section  10,340  (Burns'  R. 
S.  1926).    The  details  which  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Jewett  are  required  for 
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such  ordinance,  would  defeat  successful  marketing  on  the  part  of  the 
Purchasing  Agent,  after  the  authority  is  granted.  The  statutes  require 
in  many  cases  that  advertising  be  given  and  sealed  bids  be  taken  for 
such  purchasers.  Where  such  advertising  and  bids  are  not  required 
by  law,  it  certainly  is  the  duty  of  the  Purchasing  Agent  to  make  efforts 
to  secure  competition  in  the  matter  of  such  purchases,  and  by  all  means 
to  secure  the  best  articdes  at  the  least  expense  to  the  City.  Where  too 
much  specification  and  detail  is  stated  in  such  ordinance,  it  ties  the 
hands  of  the  City  Purchasing  Agent  as  to  such  marketing.  Besides,  he 
has  no  authority  to  spend  money  for  advertising  and  has  no  authority 
to  take  such  bids  except  as  such  authority  is  derived  from  and  based 
upon  the  ordinance  required  under  Section  10,340. 

In  our  opinion,  the  Council,  which  is  the  legislative  body,  is  ex- 
pected "specifically"  to  grant  such  authority  by  ordinance  as  will  permit 
the  purchasing  agent  and  the  Department  to  proceed  to  make  judicious 
and  economical  purchases  for  the  City,  under  authority  of  the  ordinance. 
[The  responsibility  as  to  the  details  of  the  purchase  rests  upota  the 
City  Purchasing  Agent  and  the  Department  for  which  he  is  buying. 
The  inspection  of  the  articles  purchased,  to  determine  whether  they  are 
according  to  contract,  likewise  rests  upon  the  City  Purchasing  Agent 
and  the  Department  for  which  the  purchase  is  made,  and  the  auditing 
of  the  invoices  and  accounts  rests  likewise  upon  the  City  Purchasing 
Agent  and  the  office  of  the  City  Controller. 

This  Committee  takes  opportunity  to  say  at  this  point  that  the 
City  Controller's  office  has  displayed  great  vigilance  with  respect  to  the 
expenditure  of  moneys  from  the  funds  of  the  City  and  is  entitled  to  pub- 
lic appreciation  therefor. 

(6)  This  Committee  calls  attention  of  the  Council,  as  a  fact 
known  to  each  member  thereof,  that  the  present  Common  Council  has 
in  no  instance  adopted  an  ordinance  providing  for  a  purchase  in  excess 
of  $2,000.00,  without  making  careful  preliminary  investigation  as  to  the 
necessity  of  the  purchase,  the  exact  thing  required  and  the  cost  thereof 
if  purchased  economically.  In  this  respect,  it  has  felt  that  it  was  due 
to  the  public  that  all  purchases  to  be  made  upon  the  authority  of  the 
Council  should  pass  its  scrutiny,  so  that  no  public  funds  should  be  wasted 
by  unnecessary  or  careless  purchases.  There  is  no  authority  requiring 
subsequent  approval  of  a  purchase  made  under  the  authority  of  an  ordi- 
nance, in  fact,  purchases  made  without  the  authority  of  the  Common 
Council,  either  by  appropriation  or  by  special  ordinance,  are  entirely 
void. 

(7)  With  respect  to  the  use  of  automobiles  now  owned  by  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  this  Committee  appointed  a  sub-committee  con- 
sisting of  Mr.  John  F.  White,  Mr.  Albert  Meurer,  Mr.  Paul  Rathert  and 
Mr.  Robert  E.  Springsteen,  who  have  made  a  special  report  on  the  sub- 
ject which  is  filed  herewith  and  speaks  for  itself  and  is  made  a  part 
of  the  report  of  this  special  Committee. 

II 
Purchase  of  Land  for  Flood  Prevention  Purposes 

From  February  2,  1927,  to  April  20,  1927,  Mr.  Oren  S.  Hack,  to- 
gether with  Mr.  Lemon  H.  Trotter  and  Roy  C.  Shaneberger,  were  the 
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three  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  having  been  appointed 
by  Mayor  Duvall. 

On  February  2,  1927,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Hack  voting, 
adopted  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  13,258  providing  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  property  for  an  uncompleted  portion  of  the  Indianapolis  Flood 
Prevention  Project.  At  the  same  time  the  Board  rescinded  all  action 
with  respect  to  former  pending  resolutions  on  that  subject,  including  an 
estimate  by  City  Civil  Engineer  Lingenfelter  and  approved  by  Board  of 
Works  members  Wm.  H.  Freeman  and  M.  J.  Spencer,  fixing  the  value 
of  the  Dilling  land  at  $142,558.00  and  the  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  lands 
at  $346,336.00  (Exhibit  "Z").  Hearing  was  had  on  that  Declaratory 
Resolution  on  March  28,  1927,  and  the  Board  directed  the  Indianapolis 
Real  Estate  Board  to  appraise  the  property  affected  by  the  resolution. 
Mr.  Hack  did  not  participate  in  this  action.  On  the  same  date  the 
Board  approved  the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  flood  prevention  work  based 
upon  the  appraisal  furnished  by  the  Indianapolis  Real  Estate  Board,  in 
which  case  the  appraisal  and  the  engineers'  estimate  gave  One  Hun- 
dred Thirty-nine  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Seventy-six  Dollars  and 
Eighty-one  Cents  ($139,876.81)  as  the  total  estimate  and  appraisement 
for  the  real  estate  to  be  taken  under  the  resolution.  The  property  to 
be  taken  then  owned  by  Dilling  &  Company  was  appraised  at  fifty-five 
thousand,  five  hundred  and  fifty  ($55,550.00)  dollars  including  improve- 
ments valued  at  $2,000.00)  and  the  property  to  be  taken  then  owned  by 
the  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  et  al.,  was  appraised  at  Sixty-one 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Eighty-seven  Dollars  and  Seventy-five  Cents 
($61,787.75).  A  primary  assessment  roll  was  then  ordered,  awarding 
damages  for  these  two  properties  at  the  above  figures. 

Mr.  Hack  did  not  participate  in  any  action  touching  this  improve- 
ment, the  engineers'  estimates,  the  appraisements  or  the  adoption  of 
the  primary  assessment  roll,  the  records  showing  that  he  did  not  par- 
ticipate upon  the  grounds,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Hack  to  the  Board,  that  for 
several  years  he  had  been  attorney  for  Dilling  &  Company. 

On  April  20,  1927,  the  record  shows  that  all  three  members  of  the 
Board,  including  Mr.  Hack,  resigned,  their  resignations  were  accepted 
on  said  date  and  a  new  Board  took  office. 

Mr.  Hack  testified  that  at  some  time  before  remonstrances  were 
filed  by  Dilling  &  Company  he  had,  at  the  instance  of  Dilling  &  Com- 
pany, employed  Merle  N.  A.  Walker  to  act  as  attorney  for  that  company 
in  the  matter  of  remonstrance  against  the  assessment  shown  by  said 
assessment  roll  and  appeal  therefrom,  if  necessary. 

After  resigning  from  the  Board,  Mr.  Hack  became  active  as  at- 
torney for  Dilling  &  Company  in  an  appeal  from  the  final  assessment 
roll,  and  on  June  28,  1927,  together  with  said  Walker,  filed  Dilling  & 
Company's  appeal  in  Room  1  of  the  Marion  Superior  Court.  He  after- 
wards was  active  as  attorney  in  that  case,  consulted  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  with  respect  to  compromise  thereof  and  was  attorney  of  record 
in  a  judgment  entered  December  2,  1927,  against  the  City  for  One  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00),  which  was  vacated  and  entered  in 
different  form  on  December  7th,  Merle  N.  A.  Walker  on  said  later  date 
appearing  in  court  as  counsel  for  Dilling  &  Company.  The  assessment 
roll  was  modified  so  as  to  award  Dilling  &  Company  the  sum  of  One 
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Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00)  as  damages,  instead  of  the 
sum  of  Fifty-five  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($55,550.00)  as 
shown  by  the  engineers'  estimate,  the  Indianapolis  Real  Estate  Board 
appraisal  and  the  assessment  roll  as  finally  adopted  by  the  Board. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Hack  reecived  any  confidential  infor- 
mation while  said  matter  was  pending  before  the  Board  of  which  he  was 
a  member  that  he  at  any  time  used  or  could  have  used  to  the  deteriment 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  All  of  the  proceedings  were  public,  includ- 
ing the  engineers'  estimates,  the  appraisals  and  the  assessment  roll. 

The  only  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  Mr.  Hack's  conduct  in 
appearing  for  Dilling  &  Company  would  be  based  upon  the  principles 
of  ethics.  This  question  of  propriety  was  decided"  by  Mr.  Hack  for  him- 
self. The  committee  fails  to  find  that  his  subsequent  participation  as 
attorney  for  Dilling  &  Company  in  itself  operated  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  City. 

It  is  apparent  to  the  Committee  that  Mr.  Hack's  resignation,  ac- 
cepted April  20,  1927,  was  made  for  considerations  entirely  separate  and 
distinct  from  any  expected  employment  by  Dilling  &  Company,  and  that 
when  he  so  resigned  and  took  the  employment  from  Dilling  &  Company, 
as  above  stated,  he  could  not  have  foretold  or  expected  that  he  would 
be  reappointed  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  December  of  1927. 

Ill 

(1)  As  above  stated  in  division  II,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  on 
February  2,  1927,  adopted  Declaratory  Resolution  13,258  in  which  it  pro- 
posed to  appropriate  the  lands,  among  others,  then  owned  by  Dilling  & 
Company  and  by  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company,  et  al.  The  India- 
napolis Real  Estate  Board,  on  a  certificate  signed  by  L.  H.  Lewis  Presi- 
dent and  Lawrence  J.  Sexton  Secretary  under  date  of  March  25,  1927, 
appraised  the  property  to  be  taken  consisting  of  approximately  fourteen 
(14)  acres  then  owned  by  Dilling  &  Company  at  Fiftylfive  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($55,550.00),  and  the  property  proposed  to 
be  taken  from  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company,  et  al.,  consisting  of 
approximately  fifty  (50)  acres,  about  one-fourth  of  which  was  land 
under  water,  at  Sixty-one  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Eighty-seven  Dol- 
lars and  Seventy-five  Cents  ($61,787.75).  This  appraisal  was  signed  by 
members  of  the  appraisal  Board  of  the  Indianapolis  Real  Estate  Board 
as  follows:

Z.  B.  Hunt. 
Chester  W.  Henry  and 
William  L.  Elder. 

It  was  testified  that  Mr.  Coulter  was  placed  upon  said  appraisal 
committee  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Shaneberger,  of  the  Board  of  Works, 
in  order  that  the  City  might  have  a  representative  on  such  appraisal 
committee. 
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On  June  28,  1927,  Dilling  &  Company,  after  having  unsuccessfully 
remonstrated  against  an  award  of  damages  based  upon  the  above  ap- 
praisement of  $55,550.00,  took  its  appeal  to  Room  1  of  the  Marion  Su- 
perior Court.  The  testimony  showed  that  Boyd  W.  Templeton,  one  of 
the  regular  appraisal  committee  of  the  Real  Estate  Board,  refused  to 
join  in  the  appraisement  of  March  25,  1927,  having  at  the  time  made  a 
separate  appraisement  of  the  Dilling  &  Company  land  at  One  Hundred 
Six  Thousand  One  Hundred  Thirty-six  Dollars  ($106,136.00).  The  tes- 
timony showed  that  preliminary  to  negotiations  by  the  John  W.  Holtz- 
man  Corporation  Counsel  with  Mr.  Walker  and  Mr.  Hack  for  a  com- 
promise settlement  of  Dilling  &  Company's  claim,  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel asked  Mr.  Coulter  to  re-check  the  Dilling  &  Company  appraisement, 
after  which  Mr.  Coulter  revised  his  appraisement,  increasing  it  from 
$55,550.00  to  $100,478.00,  and  secured  a  re-appraisement  by  Z.  B.  Hunt 
increasing  his  appraisement  to  $100,478.00;  secured  the  same  increase 
of  appraisement  from  Edson  T.  Wood,  and  filed  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  the  appraisement  of  Boyd  W.  Templeton  of  $106,- 
136.00.  In  Mr.  Holtzman's  brief,  he  admits  having  requested  Mr.  Coul- 
ter to  have  the  real  estate  board  appraisements  increased.  The  testi- 
mony shows  that  attempts  to  secure  re-appraisals  for  this  property 
were  not  made  to  George  T.  Whelden,  Frank  E.  Gates,  James  S.  Cruse, 
Chester  W.  Henry  or  William  L.  Elder,  the  other  members  of  the  Real 
Estate  Board  appraisement  committee.  Mr.  Coulter  testified  that  so  far 
as  he  was  concerned,  the  original  appraisement  made  by  the  Real  Es- 
tate Board  was  for  trading  purposes  and  that  he  then  regarded  the 
property  as  of  greater  value.  Mr.  Z.  B.  Hunt  testified  that  he  increased 
his  appraisement  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Coulter,  but  that  he  now  believes 
that  the  former  appraisement  was  "about  right." 

On  December  7,  1927,  judgment  was  entered  for  $100,000.00,  upon 
the  following  finding: 

"It  appearing  to  the  Court  that  all  the  parties,  by 
agreement,  in  lieu  of  the  submission  of  oral  testimony,  have 
filed,  with  this  Court,  to  be  considered  by  the  Court  as  the 
only  testimony  to  be  submitted  in  this  cause,  the  following 
verified  appraisements,  by  reputable  and  disinterested  men, 
experienced  in  the  real  estate  business,  and  particularly  the 
real  estate  of  the  character  sought  to  be  condemned,  as 
follows : 

"The  verified  appraisement  of  James  Berry  of  $159,- 
500.00;  William  T.  Rasmussen  of  159,400.00;  Alfred  M.  Moore 
of  $146,400.00;  H.  C.  Huffstetter  of  $146,000.00;  of  Harry  O. 
Garman  of  $145,000.00;  of  Joseph  J.  Schmidt  of  $140,000.00 
of  Edson  T.  Wood  of  $100,478.00;  of  Z.  B.  Hunt,  $100,478.00 
of  D.  A.  Coulter  of  $100,478.00;  of  Boyd  W.  Templeton  of 
$106,136.00." 

The  assessment  roll  was  changed  accordingly  and  award  made  to 
Dilling  &  Company  for  $100,000.00,  which  has  been  subsequently  paid 
from  the  proceeds  of  a  bond  issue  authorized  by  the  Council  therefor. 

Mr.  John  W.  Holtzman,  as  Corporation  Counsel,  had  authority  as 
such,  in  his  sound  judgment,  to  compromise  the  case  and  to  agree  with 
counsel  for  Dilling  &  Company  upon  an  amount  which  in  his  judgment 
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should  be  awarded  Dilling  &  Company  and  made  a  part  of  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court. 

Subsequent  investigation  shows  that  the  foregoing  property  for 
which  Dilling  &  Company  was  awarded  $6,900.00  per  acre  has  since  1922 
been  on  the  tax  duplicate  at  approximately  $2,800.00  per  acre. 

(2)     The  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  Award. 

On  June  29,  1927,  the  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  took  its 
appeal  from  the  final  assessment  roll  theretofore  approved  by  the 
Board,  in  which  it  was  awarded  damages  in  the  amount  of  $61,787.75, 
which  amount  was  the  exact  amount  of  the  appraisal  by  the  Real  Es- 
tate Board.  Mr.  Merle  N.  A.  Walker  represented  the  remonstrant  and 
the  appellant. 

Early  attempts  at  negotiations  for  settlement  were  not  successful 
and  the  case  proceeded  to  trial,  in  which  over  thirty  (30)  witnesses  tes- 
tified. 

This  property  was  purchased  by  Granite  Sand  and  Gravel  Com- 
pany under  contract  in  July,  1924,  for  Four  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars 
($450.00)  per  acre.  A  great  deal  of  the  fifty  acres  taken  is  directly  in 
the  river  bed  itself,  the  major  part  of  the  whole  tract  taken  being  over- 
flow land.  Test  holes  were  driven  both  by  plaintiff  and  the  City  to 
determine  the  value  of  gravel  deposits,  and  the  testimony  varied  as  to 
the  uniformity,  value  and  purity  of  the  deposits.  A  number  of  wit- 
nesses produced  by  the  plaintiff  testified  that  the  ground  was  worth 
$9,946.00  per  acre,  based  upon  the  valuation  per  cubic  yard  of  the  gravel 
deposits.  It  was  shown  that  by  reason  of  the  proximity  of  the  Belt 
Railroad  and  the  location  of  the  property  with  respect  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  the  gravel  had  greater  value  than  similar  gravel  deposits 
not  so  situated.  The  valuations  were  put  upon  the  fifty  acres  by  wit- 
nesses as  follows:

The  high  valuations  shown  by  the  foregoing  witnesses  were  based 
upon  mathematical  computations  and  estimates  as  to  the  amount  and 
value  of  the  gravel  deposits  under  the  land.  Investigation  by  the  Com- 
mittee shows  that  this  land  since  1922  has  been  assessed  for  taxation 
at  $400.00  per  acre,  an  apparently  low  assessment  in  view  of  the  sworn 
testimony  of  the  owners  of  the  land. 

Note:  The  foregoing  witnesses  Garman,  Huffstetter,  and 
Rasmussen  had  been  appointed  as  appraisers  on  flood  pre- 
vention work  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  on  October  14, 
1927,  and  when  they  made  the  appraisement  shown  both  in 
the  Dilling  case  and  the  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company 
case  they  were  employed  therefor  by  the  City,  and  each  was 
afterwards  paid  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  services  in  the  Dilling 
and  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  cases.  Mr.  Coulter 
was  also  paid  $500.00  by  the  City  for  his  services  in  said  two 
cases,  and  the  Indianapolis  Real  Estate  Board  was  paid 
$278.00  for  the  original  appraisements  which  were  made  the 
basis  of  the  assessment  roll. 

After  the  aforesaid  trial  both  parties  filed  briefs  with  the  Court, 
and  the  testimony  showed  that  the  court  made  suggestions  to  counsel 
that  they  ought  to  get  together  on  a  basis  for  an  award.  Thereafter, 
judgment  was  entered  as  of  the  30th  day  of  June,  1928,  awarding  the 
sum  of  Two  Hundred  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($225,000.00)  to  the 
Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  for  the  taking  of  said  approximately 
fifty  acres  of  land,  and  the  assessment  roll  was  amended  accordingly. 
The  foregoing  judgment  shows  that  it  was  taken  "by  way  of  compro- 
mise and  agreement  and  consent  of  the  parties."  Afterward,  the  Gran- 
ite Sand  &  Gravel  Company  was  allowed  interest  in  the  amount  of 
approximately  Thirteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($13,000.00),  making  the  cost 
to  the  city  of  said  fifty  acres  approximately  $238,000.00. 

As  in  the  Dilling  case,  the  Corporation  Counsel  possessed  full 
authority  to  agree  for  the  City  upon  such  award  and  have  it  made  in 
the  form  of  a  judgment  of  the  court  amending  the  assessment  roll. 

In  neither  the  Dilling  case  nor  the  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Com- 
pany case  is  there  any  evidence  tending  to  indicate  any  collusion,  dis- 
honesty or  fraud.  The  soundness  of  the  judgment  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  in  consenting  to  such  awards  as  made  in  the  Dilling  case  and 
the  Granite  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  case  could  be  the  only  possible 
subject  of  question. 

This  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  when  the  fore- 
going judgments  were  presented  to  the  Common  Council  with  request 
for  authority  for  an  issue  of  bonds  with  which  to  pay  said  judgments, 
there  was  serious  question  as  to  the  amount  of  the  awards,  but  both  had 
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been  reduced  to  judgment  and  there  was  nothing  for  the  Council  to  do 
but  to  provide  means  for  payment  thereof. 

This  Committee  has  for  the  most  part  set  out  in  this  report  a  plain 
statement  of  the  facts  as  they  were  disclosed  by  the  evidence  and  rec- 
ords, without  expressing  its  own  conclusions,  which  are  left  for  the 
Council  itself.  The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
ready  and  willing  assistance  as  to  the  facts  of  all  the  persons  called  be- 
fore it.  It  would  not  seek  to  discourage  the  scrutiny  of  all  the  acts  of 
public  officials.  Such  scrutiny  ought  to  be  encouraged.  On  the  other 
hand,  criticism  given  wide  publicity  should  be  made  only  after  careful 
investigation,  and  the  holding  of  office  by  men  devoted  to  the  public 
good  should  not  be  discouraged  or  made  uncomfortable  by  vexatious 
or  unfounded  criticism.

To  the  Special  Investigation  Committee  of  the  Indianapolis 
Common  Council: 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  inventory  of  equipment 
in  the  various  city  departments  has  made  an  investigation  of  the  lists 
of  property  turned  over  to  it,  and  are  hereby  submitting  the  follow- 
ing report: 

While  the  schedules  in  our  hands  substantially  cover  all  the 
equipment  owned  by  the  city  in  the  departments  involved  in  this  investi- 
gation, it  was  decided  by  the  committee  that  it  was  intended  that 
only  that  purchased  in  1928  and  1929  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion for  the  purposes  of  this  hearing.  Under  this  decision  the  com- 
mittee made  a  careful  check  of  all  such  equipment,  the  park  and  sani- 
tary departments  not  being  taken  into  account  as  not  coming  under 
Council  supervision,  except  as  to  annual  appropriations  and  tax  levies. 

There  were  approximately  115  pieces  of  equipment  bought  in  the 
years  1928  and  1929  (10  months  in  1929),  including  automobiles  and 
trucks  of  various  kinds,  with  various  types  of  street  repair  and  street 
cleaning  apparatus.  We  find  that  all  of  this  equipment  was  properly 
acquired  by  authority  of  the  annual  budget  appropriations,  with  legal 
Council  approval  of  purchases  above  $2,000.  A  part  of  such  equipment 
for  street  repairs  and  street  cleaning  purposes  was  bought  out  of  the 
gasoline  tax  fund,  for  which  authority  was  given  by  ordinance,  under 
sanction  of  the  legal  department,  and  copies  of  such  ordinances  have 
been  made  a  part  of  the  record. 

An  investigation  of  the  prices  paid  for  this  equipment,  bought 
through  the  purchasing  department,  shows  an  approximate  net  expendi- 
ture of  $104,144,  divided  as  follows,  odd  cents  not  taken  into  account 
in  any  of  the  footings:

It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  warrant  to  the  conclusion  that 
purchases  have  been  made  in  wholesale  lots  or  outside  of  the  regular 
channels,  except  as  to  the  LaSalle  automobile  involved  in  this  investiga- 
tion. The  records  show  that  the  net  cost  to  the  city  has  been  materially 
reduced  by  the  liberal  trade  in  credits  secured  by  the  department  for 
oid  equipment,  usually  being  very  much  more  than  the  appraised  price, 
or  those  stipulated  in  ordinances  authorizing  the  purchase.  The  com- 
mittee submits  that  this  is  to  the  credit  of  the  department. 

The  committee  finds  that  each  department  is  supplied  with  high- 
powered,  high-priced  automobiles,  in  some  instances  with  several  such 
cars,  believed  to  be  necessary  under  the  present  division  of  department 
responsibility  for  its  own  equipment,  in  which  there  can  be  no  com- 
mon use  of  any  such  equipment  even  though  it  often  lies  idle.  Under  our 
Federal  form  no  plan  has  ever  been  worked  out  by  any  administration, 
including  that  of  ex-Mayor  Jewett,  to  provide  a  central  motor  depart- 
ment, which  would  probably  afford  the  means  of  very  considerable  eco- 
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nomics  in  capital  expenditures,  as  well  as  in  repair  costs  and  efficiency 
of  operation,  but  until  this  is  done  little  can  be  expected,  in  our  opinion, 
to  remedy  the  present  situation. 

Regarding  the  charge  that  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
has  been  given  the  use  of  a  car,  we  find  that  this  has  been  done  under 
an  order  by  the  board,  the  said  clerk  having  been  required  to  make  a 
number  of  investigations  for  the  board  that  had  formerly  been  made 
by  the  engineering  department.  This  situation  came  about,  the  com- 
mittee is  informed,  by  a  consolidation  of  certain  work  by  the  city  engi- 
neer, in  which  four  gangs  of  men  were  reduced  to  three,  leaving  out  <_f 
use  one  of  the  cars  formerly  used,  and  this  car  was  assigned  to  the 
clerk  of  the  board  and  is  not  one  bought  for  the  .purpose.  The  board 
believes  this  arrangement  makes  both  for  efficiency  and  economy,  and 
the  committee  sees  no  reason  for  disagreement. 

The  charge  of  excessive  increased  costs  for  gasoline  the  com- 
mittee believes  is  unfounded,  and  is  generally  accounted  for  by  addi- 
tional pieces  of  equipment  made  necessary  for  street  cleaning  and  street 
repair  work,  some  of  which  are  heavy  users  of  gasoline.  The  street  clean- 
ing department  has  been  completely  motorized  within  the  past  two 
years,  requiring  gasoline  power.  In  this  change  a  large  numoer  of 
expensive-to-keep  and  inefficient  mules  and  much  obsolete  equipment 
were  displaced.  The  old  mule  barns  on  Shelby  street,  a  disagreeable 
offence  to  the  surrounding  community  for  many  years,  were  renovated 
and  remodeled  for  housing  the  new  equipment,  and  is  now  a  model 
institution  for  its  purpose  and  an  agreeable  improvement  to  that  part 
of  the  city.

On  motion  of  Mr.  White,  seconded  by  Mr.  Nicholson, 
the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  have  the  Committee's  report, 
less  the  exhibits  and  transcript  of  evidence,  printed  in  the 
proceedings.     Motion  carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Springsteen,  seconded  by  Mr.  White, 
the  Council  adjourned  at  11 :20  p.  m.

Insert  the  following  after  Councilman  Springsteen's  motion  on 
page  858: 

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  100,  1929 

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning  billiard  rooms,  providing  for  the 
licensing  of  the  same,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  re- 
pealing all  ordinances  in  conflict  therewith,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the 
same  shall  take  effect. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Section  1.  The  term  "billiard"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  mean 
any  of  the  several  games  played  on  a  table  surrounded  by  an  elastic  ledge 
or  cushions,  with  balls  which  are  impelled  by  cue  and  shall  include  all 
forms  of  the  game  known  as  pool.  The  term  "billiard  room"  shall  mean 
any  public  place  wherein  the  game  of  billiards  is  permitted  to  be  played 

Section  2.  No  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  shall  open, 
conduct,  maintain  or  operate  a  billiard  room  within  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, unless  such  persons,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have 
been  duly  licensed  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  such  purposes  and 
shall  have  obtained  a  permit  therefor;  provided,  however,  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  private  residences  or  schools,  and 
buildings  maintained  for  philanthropic,  benevolent,  or  religious  purposes. 

Section  3.  Every  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  desiring 
to  open  or  maintain  a  billiard  room  must  make  application  to  the  City 
Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  a  permit  therefor,  which  appli- 
cation shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  herein.  Said  application  shall  be 
filed  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  time  of  granting  such  license. 

Section  4.  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Section  5.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  file  with  the  Con- 
troller of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  a  written  application  provided  for  this 
purpose,  stating  the  full  name  and  address,  including  street  and  number 
of  the  applicant,  or  if  more  than  one  person  or  if  an  association  or  firm, 
the  full  name  of  all  parties  interested  and  the  addresses,  including  street 
and  number.  If  the  applicant  be  a  club,  society  or  corporation,  the  ap- 
plication shall  contain  a  complete  list  of  the  officers  of  such  club,  society 
or  corporation  with  their  names  and  addresses,  including  street  and  num- 
ber, and  shall  also  give  the  state  in  which  said  club,  society  or  organiza- 
tion is  organized,  and  the  names  of  one  or  more  persons  whom  the  said 
club,  society  or  corporation  desires  to  designate  as  its  manager  or  mana- 
gers, person  or  persons  in  charge,  with  their  addresses.  The  application 
shall  also  state  the  following: 

(A)  The  premises  where  the  said  billiard  room  is  to  be  conducted, 
including  the  street  and  number. 
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(B)  The  number  of  billiard  tables  installed  or  to  be  installed 
on  the  premises. 

(C)  The  age  of  the  applicant  in  the  case  of  individuals,  and  the 
age  of  the  manager  and  officers  in  the  case  of  a  club,  society  or  cor- 
poration. 

(D)  Whether  the  applicant  or  manager  is  a  citizen  of  the  United 

States. 

(E)  Whether  the  applicant  has  ever  been  engaged  in  operating  a 
billiard  room  and  when,  where  and  how  long  in  each  place. 

(F)  The  name  of  the  owner  of  the  premises  in  which  said  billiard 
room  is  located  and  the  complete  address  of  each  .owner.  The  applica- 
tion shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  or  applicants  or  in  the  case  of  a 
club,  society  or  corporation,  the  application  shall  be  signed  by  the  man- 
ager or  any  of  its  officers. 

Section  6.  The  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  himself 
or  through  one  of  his  deputies  shall  cause  an  investigation  to  be  made 
as  to  the  character  of  the  applicant  or  applicants;  of  the  officers  of  the 
club,  society  or  corporation  and  of  the  person  who  is  to  be  general 
manager  of  the  business.  The  application  shall  be  rejected  if  the  said 
Controller  shall  find  any  of  the  persons  named  in  the  application  not 
of  good  moral  character  or  that  any  of  said  persons  have  previously  been 
connected  with  any  billiard  room  where  the  license  has  been  revoked, 
or  where  any  of  the  provisions  with  reference  to  billiard  rooms  have 
been  violated,  or  if  the  billiard  room  sought  to  be  licensed  does  not  com- 
ply in  every  way  with  the  regulations,  ordinances  and  laws  applicable 
thereto.  If  rejection  of  his  application  is  made  the  applicant  for  license 
shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  the  reasons  for  rejections  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
who  shall  have  the  power,  after  full  hearing,  to  confirm  the  rejection  or 
order  the  license  issued.  In  case  of  appeal  the  applicant  shall,  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  receiving  notice  of  rejection,  file  in  the  controller's 
office  in  writing  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  appeal.  Said  appeal  shall  be 
set  for  hearing  by  the  mayor  within  ten  (10)  days  after  said  notice  is 
filed  with  the  said  Controller. 

Section  7.  The  License  Inspector  now  employed  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Controller  shall  be  the  inspector  of  billiard  rooms,  and  the  Con- 
troller may  appoint  other  deputy  inspectors  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
obtain  information  pertaining  to  all  applicants  for  licenses  concerning 
their  character,  the  physical  condition  of  the  place  in  which  said  bil- 
liard room  is  to  be  located  and  all  other  information  required  by  the 
Controller  in  determining  the  fitness  of  said  applicant  generally;  said 
inspector  shall  have  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Buildings,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  the  Chief 
of  Police  and  any  other  department  of  the  city  in  procuring  such  in- 
formadon.  Such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  furnish  such  information 
in  writing  to  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  such  in- 
spector or  inspectors  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Controller. 
Such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  have  admittance  at  all  times  to  all 
billiard  nrms  where  applications  for  a  license  is  pending  or  to  any  part 
of  the  building  wherein  they  are  located.  They  shall  investigate  all 
complaints  and  at  intervals  shall  inspect  all  billiard  rooms  within  the 
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city  and  make  a  report  of  such  inspection  to  the  said  controller  and  also 
report  all  violations  of  this  sub-division  or  the  rules  governing  the  same 
to  said  controller,  in  writing. 

Section  8.  Every  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  to  whom 
a  license  is  granted  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  therefor  in  the  sum  of 
Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  the  first  table  and  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for  each 
additional  table,  provided,  however,  that  where  the  applicant  is  a  society 
or  club  not  organized  for  profit,  no  license  fee  shall  be  charged  for  the 
use  of  any  table  or  tables.  All  moneys  received  by  the  way  of  license 
fees  shall  be  paid  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

Section  9.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  expire  one  year  after  date  of  issue. 

Section  10.  No  transfer  of  a  license,  either  as  to  person  or  place, 
shall  be  permitted,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Controller  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  which  consent  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  license, 
provided,  however,  that  the  applicant  applying  for  the  transfer  of 
any  license  shall  comply  with  all  provisions  of  this  sub-division. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  society,  club, 
firm  or  corporation  to  operate  a  billiard  room  between  the  hours  of 
twelve  midnight  and  five  a.  m.,  or  to  harbor  or  permit  any  person  or 
persons  to  be  or  remain  in  any  such  billiard  room  any  day  of  the  week 
between  the  hours  of  twelve  midnight  and  five  a.  m.  This  section,  how- 
ever, shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  regular  employees  from  perform- 
ing necessary  work  in  the  premises. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  play  billiards 
or  to  be  permitted  to  remain  in  a  billiard  room  for  any  purpose  who 
has  not  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  represent  himself  to  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  in  order  to  obtain  admission  to  such  billiard  rooms  or  to  be 
permitted  to  remain  therein  when  such  person  in  fact  -is  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age. 

Section  13.  No  dice  shall  be  thrown  nor  shall  a  pea  ball  be  used 
nor  shall  cards  or  other  games  of  chance  or  any  form  of  gambling 
be  permitted  in  any  billiard  room  or  in  the  room  in  which  said  tables 
are  located  or  at  any  cigar  stand  or  other  business  in  the  same  room, 
whether  or  not  said  room  is  divided  by  a  partition,  or  in  any  other 
room  above,  below  or  on  the  same  level,  to  which  access  may  be  had 
directly  from  the  room  or  rooms  in  which  the  billiard  tables  are  located, 
nor  shall  any  checks  be  given  which  can  be  redeemed  for  merchandise 
or  cash. 

Section  14.  All  billiard  rooms  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a 
clean,  healthful  and  sanitary  condition,  approved  by  the  inspector  of 
billiard  rooms  and  the  controller  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  if 
such  room  cr  rooms  are  so  kept  and  for  such  purpose  shall,  when  de- 
sired, have  the  assistance  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Section  15.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  his  license  conspicuously 
posted  in  his  billiard  room. 
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Section  16.  No  billiard  room  operating  under  the  provision  of 
this  ordinance  shall  allow  or  permit  any  screens,  curtains,  blinds,  par- 
titions or  other  obstructions  to  be  placed  between  the  front  windows 
and  back  or  rear  wall  of  such  billiard  rooms.  A  clear  view  of  the  entire 
interior  from  the  front  entrance  to  the  rear  of  such  room  must  be 
maintained  at  all  times.  No  partitions  forming  rooms,  stalls  or  other 
enclosures  where  the  public  congregate,  shall  be  permitted.  This  pro- 
vision, however,  shall  not  be  construed  to  indued  the  maintenance  of 
wash  rooms  and  toilet  rooms  for  proper  purposes,  or  the  maintenance 
of  closets  for  storing  purposes  exclusively. 

Section  17.  The  license  of  any  billiard  room  may  be  revoked  by 
the  controller  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for  disorderly  or  immoral  con- 
duct on  the  premises  or  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules,  regulations, 
ordinances  and  laws  governing  and  applying  to  billiard  rooms  or  for 
misstatement  of  facts  later  discovered  in  the  application  blank  of  the 
licensee  of  a  billiard  room.  Ten  (10)  days  before  a  license  shall  be 
revoked  the  said  controller  shall  notify  the  licensee  in  writing  of  the 
reason  for  such  proposed  revocation  and  the  licensee  shall  have  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  who,  after  full 
hearing,  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  the  license  or  continue  the  same 
in  force  and  his  action  shall  be  final.  In  order  to  perfect  his  appeal  a 
licensee  shall  leave  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  appeal  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Controller  before  the  expiration  of  ten  (10)  days. 

Section  18.  Any  person,  society,  club,  firm  or  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  upon  con- 
viction thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  nor  more  than  six  (6)  months. 

Section  19.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  20.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  pasasge,  approval  by  the  mayor,  and  publication  according 
to  law.

The  principal  object  of  the  ordinance  is 
stated  in  section  1,  with  which  I  have  no  objection.  \ 

After  conferring  with  the  legal  department  of  the  city,  and  with 
an  understanding  with  the  railroads  involved  in  the  ordinance,  it  is 
agreeable  that  another  ordinance  be  prepared  and  introduced,  which 
will  provide  for  the  installing  of  proper  warning  signals  at  the  13th| 
street  intersection,  and  the  only  thing  further  necessary  would  be  to 
repeal  that  part  of  General  Ordinance  No.  102,  relating  to  13th  street. 

From  an  examination  of  the  General  Ordinances  of  the  city,  it 
is  my  opinion  that  section  652  of  the  Municipal  Code  has  been  partially 
repealed  by  General  Ordinance  No.  102,  1925.  At  least,  those  streets 
mentioned  in  General  Ordinance  No.  102,  1925,  that  are  likewise  re- 
ferred to  in  section  652  of  the  Municipal  Code  are  now  under  the  regu- 
lating provisions  of  General  Ordinance  No.  102,  1925.

Committee  appointed  by  President  Raub  to  consider  details 
of  the  1930  budget. 

Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
December  13,  1929. 

Hon.  Edward  B.  Ratib,  President  of  Common  Council  of 
Indianapolis : 

Dear  Sir: 

In  the  light  of  knowledge  gained  through  an  intensive  study  given 
by  the  Common  Council  to  the  1929  and  1930  budgets,  we  feel  justified 
in  making  some  suggestions  and  recommendations  which  we  believe 
would  be  helpful  in  a  better  administration  of  city  affairs. 

Cost  of  Street  Lighting  and  Water 

Economies,  no  doubt,  could  be  effected  in  this  item  of  expense, 
which  for  the  year  1930  is  budgeted  $823,000.00,  by  a  survey  to  determine: 

(1)  If  there  can  be  reductions  in  the  lumen  power  of  lights. 

(2)  If  eliminations  of  duplicate  lighting  can  be  made. 

(3)  If  there  is  a  proper  placing  of  lights. 

(4)  If  some   adjustments  can  be  made  to   reduce   the   item  of 
$25,000.00  per  year  for  excess  cable  charges. 

It  is  possible  that  the  city  could  gain  financially  through  nego- 
tiations of  a  new  contract,  if  the  Light  Company  would  agree  to  that 
plan.  And  it  is  possible  that  the  city  might  profitably  open  the  ques- 
tion with  the  Water  Company  to  determine  whether  a  reduction  of 
the  present  rate  is  justified. 

Pumping  Station  for  Riverside  Park  and  Golf  Course 

We  think  it  would  be  possible  for  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  draw  water  for  sprinkling  and  other  purposes  in  Riverside 
Park  and  environs,  including  golf  courses,  directly  from  White  River, 
by  the  installation  of  small  pumping  stations.  We  recommend  that 
this  matter  be  given  some  study. 

Police  and  Fire  Departments 

Our  examination  of  records  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
revealed  the  fact  that  there  is  a  large  amount  of  lost  service,  due  to 
absences.  The  rule  prevails  in  both  departments  of  allowing  full  pay 
for  time  off  on  account  of  illness,  no  matter  what  length  of  time.  A 
year  ago,  it  was  found  that  the  days  of  absence  were  greatly  in  excess 
of  other  comparable  departments,  and  within  the  subsequent  period  of 
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twelve  months  there  has  been  little  improvement.  We  urge  that  there 
be  a  study  of  the  regulations  of  the  departments  in  other  cities  on  this 
matter,  and  that  equitable  rules  be  formulated  which  will  be  fair  to 
the  members  of  the  departments,  and  yet  curb  the  apparent  tendency 
to  take  advantage  of  the  present  generous  rules.  Noticeable  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  practice  of  assigning  police  and  firemen  to 
duties  irrelevant  to  their  employment,  and  still  further  improvement 
should  be  made  until  the  practice  is  entire  abolished.  A  noticeable 
increase  in  the  number  of  men  available  for  duty  day  by  day  in  each 
department  can  be  made  by  putting  into  practice  these  two  sugges- 
tions. 

Parks 

In  adopting  the  1930  budget  for  the  Park  Department  it  was 
thought  that  the  money  proposed  to  be  expended  in  the  development  of 
a  golf  course  in  Dearborn  Park  be  eliminated,  but  in  its  stead  to  pro- 
vide money  sufficient  to  develop  landscaping  and  recreation  facilities 
in  this  area.  It  would  be  a  mistake,  we  believe,  to  spend  money  on  the 
development  of  an  additional  golf  course  at  this  time.  It  is  probable 
that  Indianapolis  has  sufficient  golf  courses,  and  it  is  certainly  true 
that  the  development  of  general  park  areas  will  be  of  wider  public 
benefit. 

It  is  our  belief  that  greater  benefit  would  be  obtained  if  band, 
concerts  were  arranged  for  central  parks  at  stated  occasions,  rather 
than  attempting  to  hold  one  concert  in  each  park. 

Sanitation 

In  consideration  of  the  budget  for  the  Sanitary  Department,  it 
was  the  intention  to  provide  sufficient  funds  to  begin  an  attack  upon 
the  problem  of  sludge  disposal  at  the  city  sewage  plant.  For  a  number 
of  years  we  have  disposed  of  sludge  by  pumping  it  into  beds  at  the 
Seller's  Farm  area.  Time  necessitated  for  drying  to  enable  the  sludge 
to  be  used  as  a  fertilizer  is  so  great  that  it  is  urgent  that  the  problem 
be  solved  by  means  of  mechanical  dehydration  of  sludge.  A  building 
has  been  constructed  for  a  dehydration  plant,  but  it  has  never  been 
used  for  that  purpose.     We  recommend  that  this  question  be  studied. 

The  very  unsatisfactory  condition  at  the  City  Dog  Pound,  due 
to  inadequate  provision  of  method  and  equipment  to  care  for  the  city's 
responsibility  in  connection  with  the  handling  the  stray  and  outcast 
dogs,  in  our  opinion  should  receieve  early  attention.  Methods  of  some 
other  municipalities  where  this  problem  is  being  taken  care  of  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  should  be  investigated  with  the  view  of  establish- 
ing for  this  city  the  right  kind  of  Dog  Pound. 

Flood  Prevention   Sinking  Fund 

The  action  in  reducing  the  levy  for  flood  prevention  fund  for  the 
year  1930  was  based  upon  the  desire  that  a  large  balance  amounting  to 
about  $83,000.00,  consisting  of  receipts  from  a  special  assessment  on  the 
benefitted  area  for  the  construction  of  the  Kentucky  avenue  and  Oliver 
street  bridges,  be  transferred  to  this  fund. 

Certificates  of  Indebtedness 

There  is  a  lack  of  control  over  the  issuing  of  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness for  the  payment  of  the  city's  share  of  street  improvement 
costs.  Since  there  is  no  limitation  upon  the  levy  for  this  purpose,  and 
since  the  council  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  adopting  all  ap- 
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appropriations  and  fixing  all  tax  levies,  it  would  seem  proper  that  the 
council  should  have  some  control  over  this  item  of  the  levy.  If  possible, 
an  attempt  should  be  made  each  year  to  budget  the  expenditures  that 
will  require  certificates  of  indebtedness,  thus  giving  the  council  an  op- 
portunity to  pass  upon  such  a  program. 

Budgeting  of  Special  Funds 

Before  consideration  of  the  1931  budget,  we  would  urge  a  change 
of  procedure  that  will  give  the  council  a  better  understanding  of  a 
number  of  special  funds  to  permit  of  a  more  intelligent  decision  for 
the  amounts  necessary  for  1931.  We  refer  in  particular  to  gasoline  tax 
revenues,  street  resurfacing,  track  elevation,  and  thoroughfare  levies. 
These  funds  are  provided  by  appropriations  in  lump  amounts.  All 
should  be  budgeted  in  detail  before  the  council  is  asked  to  pass  upon 
them.  These  are  the  few  remaining  funds  in  the  civil  city  financial 
structure  not  subject  to  a  detailed  budget. 

Municipal  Airport 

Nothing  was  provided  in  the  1930  budget  for  maintenance  cost  of 
the  municipal  airport,  because  it  is  not  expected  to  have  the  port  in  full 
operation  during  1930.  The  1931  budget  should  provide  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  airport.  None  of  the  proceeds  of  the  airport  bond  issue 
should  be  spent  for  maintenance. 

Annexation 

The  problem  of  annexations  to  the  city  is  one  that  needs  careful 
attention.  The  municipality  now  occupies  practically  all  of  Center 
Township,  and  the  policy  of  annexing  the  balance  of  Center  Township 
with  the  exception  of  that  part  now  in  Beech  Grove,  has  been  con- 
sidered. The  city  now  is  projected  into  four  other  townships  especially 
Washington  township,  and  future  annexations  are  inevitable. 

While  we  do  not  at  this  time  recommend  bringing  up  the  ques- 
tion of  the  consolidation  of  city  and  county  government,  which  we 
think  is  desirable,  we  do  believe  a  study  of  the  question  of  future  an- 
nexations should  be  made.  Annexations  vitally  affect  all  city  depart- 
ments, especially  schools,  sanitary  and  safety  departments,  and  their 
interests  must  be  carefully  considered.  Still  the  necessity  of  the  city 
annexing  further  tracts  is  obvious,  both  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  and 
the  property  adjacent  to  the  city  limits. 

City  Legal  Services 

It  has  been  observed  in  the  consideration  of  the  various  depart- 
mental budgets,  that  the  Legal  Department  functions  only  in  part  for 
the  city.  In  some  subdivisions  of  the  city  government  there  appear 
items  for  legal  services  not  coming  from  the  Legal  Department,  which 
are  usually  rendered  by  an  attorney  appointed  by  the  board  controlling 
the  department  affected.  In  our  opinion,  this  arrangement  makes 
neither  for  economy  nor  for  efficiency.  We  are  therefore  suggesting 
that  this  situation  be  studied  with  a  view  of  consolidating  all  such; 
services  in  the  Legal  Department.  If  it  should  be  found  that  such, 
consolidation  is  not  possible  under  existing  laws,  we  urge  that  steps 
be  taken  to  have  the  laws  amended  to  provide  such  power. 

Miscellaneous 

The  practice  of  paying  the  salary  of  a  city  employee  from  more 
than  one  appropriation  or  fund  should  be  dispensed  with. 

It  is  probable  that  a  considerable  saving  could  be  made  in  the 
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expenditure  for  coal,  if  a  general  contract  for  all  departments  of  the 
city  was  awarded  at  one  time. 

We  believe  that  a  study  should  be  made  of  the  number  and  the 
operation  of  market  restaurants.  Their  operation  on  off  days  should 
be  considered  with  relation  to  the  effect  upon  the  business  of  outside 
establishments. 

An  ordinance  intended  to  regulate  prize  fights  in  the  city  of  In- 
dianapolis is  not  being  enforced  because  of  a  court  injunction.  There 
should  be  adequate  control  of  prize  fighting,  and  this  matter  should 
receive  early  attention.
